At  a  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Illinois,  begun  and  held  in 
the  city  of  Springfield,  on  Monday,  the  2nd  day  of  January,  in  the  year 
of  onr  Lord  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  sixty-five,  being  the  first 
session  of  the  twenty-fourth  General  Assembly,

sation to  be  paid  to  or  for  the  support  of  said  wives  and  families  at  tneir 
residences,  to  the  end  that  the  soldier  may  be  better  paid  than  he  now 
is,  and  his  family  better  supported.

la  defivering  te  you  the  last  message  which  it  devolves  upon  me,  as 
"Ae  Ezecutive  of  the  State,  to  communicate  to  the  General  Assembly,  I 
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feel  it  to  be  our  first  duty  to  render  thanks  to  Almighty  Gk>d  for  the 
continned  protection  and  goodness  of  his  Providence,  tor  the  abounding 
blessings  with  which  he  has  favored  us  as  a  State,  and  for  the  continu- 
ance to  us,  unimpaired,  the  possession  and  eniojoient  of  our  civil  and 
religious  liberty.  For  though  a  sad  and  wasting  war  has  prevailed  in 
the  land,  and  thousands  of  homes  and  hearthstones  have  been  made 
desolate,  our  government  has  been  preserved  to  us,  our  nationality  has 
been  maintained  unbroken,  and  our  free  institutions  have  come  out  of 
the  shock  of  battle,  not  only  not  destroyed  or  impaired,  but  stronger, 
and  dearer  to  us  than  ever  before.  The  storms  of  revolution,  which 
have  so  rudely  beat  around  the  tree  of  liberty,  have  served  only  to 
deepen  its  roots  and  strengthen  its  trunk,  and  the  people  at  home  stand 
reassured  with  new  and  unfaltering  confidence  in  our  institutions,  while 
foreign  nationalities  are  forced  to  pay  the  tribute  of  involuntary  respect 
to  a  people  who,  true  to  the  memories  and  traditions  of  their  fathers, 
and  faithful  to  the  sacred  trust  of  liberty  committed  to  their  care,  stand 
nnappalled  by  the  dark  events  of  the  gigantic  war  in  which  they  have 
been  engaged. 

As  a  State,  notwithstanding  the  war,  we  have  prospered  beyond  all 
former  precedents.  Notwithstanding  nearly  two  hundred  thousand  of 
the  most  athletic  and  vigorous  of  our  population  have  been  ivithdrawn 
from  the  field  of  production,  the  area  of  land  now  under  cultivation  is 
greater  than  at  any  former  period,  and  the  census  of  1865  Will  exhibit 
an  astonishing  increase  in  every  department  of  material  industry  and 
advancement;  in  a  ^reat  increase  of  agricultural,  manufacturing  and 
mechanical  wealth ;  m  new  and  improved  modes  for  production  of  every 
kind ;  in  the  substitution  of  machinery  for  the  manual  labor  withdrawn 
by  the  war;  in  the  triumphs  of  invention;  in  the  wonderful  increase  of 
railroad  enterprise;  in  the  universal  activity  of  business,  in  all  its 
branches ;  in  the  rapid  growth  of  our  cities  and  villages ;  in  the  bounti- 
ful harvests,  and,  in  an  unexampled  material  prosperity,  prevailing  on 
every  hand ;  while,  at  the  same  time,  the  educational  institutions  ot  the 
people  have  in  no  way  declined.  Our  colleges  and  schools,  of  every 
class  and  grade,  are  in  the  most  fiourishing  condition ;  our  benevolent 
institutions,  State  and  private,  are  kept  up  and  maintained ;  and,  in  a 
word,  our  prosperity  is  as  complete  and  ample  as  though  no  tread  of 
armies  or  beat  of  drum  had  been  heard  in  all  our  borders.

Since  December  1, 1862,  in  addition  to  the  regular  semi-annual  pay-« 
ments  of  accruing  interest  on  the  State  debt,  the  following  amounts 
have  been  liquidated,  with  the  proceeds  of  the  fund  derived  from  the 
Illinois  Central  Railroad,  vis :

cember  Ist,  making,  in  the  whole,  $906,148  40  of  the  public  debt  ex- 
tinguished in  a  little  over  two  years.  The  amount  derived  from  the 
two-mill  tax,  on  the  assessment  of  the  year  1863,  applicable  to  dividend 
on  State  indebtedness,  presented  to  the  Auditor  January  Ist,  1865,  is 
some  six  hundred  thousand  dollars.  This  added  to  the  amount  extin- 
guished with  the  Central  Railroad  fund,  makes  an  aggregate  of  one  and 
a  half  millions  of  payment  on  the  debt  of  the  State,  since  December  1, 
1862.  And  the  indications  of  increased  receipts  from  the  Central  Bail- 
road,  and  from  the  two-mill  tax,  are  such  as  to  warrant  the  belief  that 
at  least  one  million  of  dollars  per  annum  will  be  hereafter  realized  from 
these  two  sources. 

BEOEIPTS  FBOM  THB   OBNTBAX   BAILBOAD.

SEYENUE — BBOEIFTS  AND  BXFENDITUKE8. 

The  receipts  into  the  treasury  for  revenue  purposes,  for  two  years, 
ending  November  30,  1864,  have  been  $497,616  11;  of  which  amount 
$109,547  64  was  received  for  tax  levied  in  the  year  1862,  and  $315,- 
088  46  for  tax  levied  in  the  year  1863 ;  the  remainder  of  the  amount 
received  being  from  miscellaneous  sources.  The  amount  in  the  treas- 
ury, December  1, 1862,  was  $374,697  19,  which,  added  to  the  amount 
received,  makes  an  aggregate  of  $872,303  80. 

The  amount  of  warrants  drawn  against  this  fund,  from  December  1, 
1862,  to  November  30, 1864,  $884,014  97,  and  the  amount  of  the  same 
outstanding,  unpaid  December  1, 1864,  as  appears  from  the  Auditor's 
report,  was  $20,510  98.  It  will  be  seen  that  a  continuation  of  the  ex- 
penditures, in  the  same  ratio,  as  for  the  past  two  years,  and  of  the  re- 
ceipts from  taxation,  as  for  the  collection  for  1863,  will  result  in  a  defi- 
ciency of  the  receipts,  as  compared  with  the  expenditures,  of  more  than 
one  hundred  thousand  dollars  per  annum ;  and  this,  without  consider- 
ing die  greatly  enhanced  prices  necessary  to  be  paid  for  all  articles  .pur- 
chased for  the  use  of  the  otate,  and  of  all  services  rendered,  except  such 
as  the  compensation  for  which  is  fixed  in  amount. 

The  rate  of  tax  now  levied  for  revenue  purples  is  one  and  one-fifth 
mill  on  the  dollar  of  valuation,  producing,  for  the  year  1863,  (as  before 
stated,)  $816,088  46  of  actual  receipts  at  the  treasury,  whilst  one-half 
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of  the  amount  expended  in  two  years  will  be  found  to  be  $442,007  48. 
The  conclusion  is  obvious  that  an  increase  of  taxation  or  a  reduction  of 
expenditures  is  of  absolute  necessity. 

COLLECTION  OF  TAXES. 

The  act  of  the  last  General  Assembly  authorizing  the  collection  of 
taxes  in  legal  tender  notes  and  postal  currency  expired,  by  limitation, 
on  the  1st  of  January,  1865,  thus  leaving  the  act  of  1853  in  force; 
which  act  requires  payment  of  taxes  in  gold  and  silver.  I  presume  that 
no  argument  is  needed  to  show  that  a  reenactment  of  the  law  authoFiz- 
ing  payment  of  taxes  in  United  States  notes  is  a  matter  not  only  of  pub- 
lic policy  but  of  absolute  necessity. 

APPROPBTATION   ACT  OF   FEBRUAKT   14,   1863. 

The  act  of  the  last  General  Assembly,  approved  February  14,  1863, 
entitled  "An  act  to  provide  for  the  ordinary  and  contingent  expenses  of 
the  government  until  the  adjournment  of  the  next  regular  session  of  the 
General  Assembly,"  and  containing  provisions  for  the  payment  of  the 
incidental  and  contingent  expenses  of  the  government  and  of  the  differ- 
ent State  departments,  clerk  hire  of  the  different  State  oflBcers,  etc.,  and 
in  aid  of  sick  and  wounded  Illinois  soldiers,  has  been  pix)nounced  by 
the  Supreme  Court  to  be  void.  Previous  to  the  rendering  o^  this  deci- 
eion  several  warrants  had  been  issued  by  the  Auditor,  for  purposes  con- 
templated by  said  act;  none  of  which  have  been  paid.  In  fact,  the  de- 
cision of  the  Supreme  Court  was  rendered  in  suits  brought  against  the 
Treasurer,  with  the  view  of  compelling  him  to  make  payment  of  said 
warrants.  All  these  warrants  were  regularly  issued  by  the  Auditor 
on  account  of  services  actually  rendered  and  articles  actually  furnished ; 
and  all  of  the  same  should  rightfully  be  paid.  The  aggregate 
amount  of  such  warrants  is  less  than  seven  thousand  dollars.  The  cost 
of  clerk  hire  and  incidental  expenses  of  the  several  State  departments 
have  been  borne  by  the  State  officers,  from  private  means,  for  the  past 
two  years,  and  I  would  therefore  recommend  the  reenactment  of  the 
law,  with  a  provision  legalizing  the  warrants  outstanding,  and  requiring 
the  State  Treasurer  to  treat  the  same,  in  all  respects,  in  like  manner 
with  warrants  issued  under  other  laws. 

It  will  be  recollected,  in  this  connection,  that  in  June,  1863,  a  disa- 
greement having  occurred  between  the  two  houses  of  the  General  As- 
sembly as  to  the  time  of  adjournment,  I  availed  myself  of  the  power 
vested  in  me  by  the  constitution  to  prorogue  them.  Seeing,  as  I  sup- 
posed, a  disposition  to  embarrass  the  government  in  the  prosecution  of 
the  war,  ana  a  refusal  to  make  the  necessary  appropriations  to  carry  on 
the  State  government,  and  provide  aid  for  the  relief  of  our  sick  and 
wounded  soldiers,  and  also  to  interfere  with  the  prerogatives  of  the  State 
Executive,  1  deemed  it  my  duty  to  avail  myself  of  the  contingency 
which  the  constitution  placed  in  my  hands,  of  rescuing  our  noble  State 
from  obloquy,  by  a  prorogation  of  the  General  Assembly.  It  will  be 
seen,  however,  that  such  a  necessity,  and  the  subsequent  decision  of  the 
Supreme  Court,  declaring  the  said  law,  making  the  contingentappropria- 
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tioDS  aforesaid,  void,  devolved  upon  the  State  authorities  the  alternative 
of  raising  the  means  necessary  to  carry  on  the  government,  by  advances 
from  private  citizens,  which  would  necessarily  be  large,  by  reason  of 
greatly  increased  service  and  expenditures  in  every  department  of  the 
government,  growing  out  of  the  complications  of  the  war.  I  therefore 
recommend  the  reenactment  of  the  said  law,  with  a  clause  for  adjusting 
and  paying  all  accounts  for  expenditures  incurred  as  above  stated,  to  be 
audited  by  the  Auditor,  and  warrants  issued,  upon  the  approval  of  the 
Governor. 

I  herewith  submit  a  report  of  the  expenses  incurred  in  my  office,  and 
other  necessary  expenses,  incurred  according  to  the  intent  of  said  appro- 
priation. 

Much  credit  is  due  to  liberal  and  patriotic  citizens  of  Chicago,  Spring- 
field and  Knox  county,  for  advances  made  by  them  so  generously  to 
the  State,  in  its  emergency. 

ARMT   AITDniNG   BOARD. 

I  submit  herewith  the  final  report  of  the  Board  of  Army  Auditors, 
appointed  under  the  "Act  creating  a  war  fund  and  to  provide  for  audi- 
ting all  accounts  and  disbursements  arising  under  the  call  for  volun- 
teers." It  embodies  a  detailed  statement  showing  the  dates  of  all 
claims  filed,  names  of  the  parties  filing  the  same,  their  amounts,  what 
for,  and  amounts  allowed ;  also  the  amount  of  claims  rejected,  suspend- 
ed, withdrawn,  barred,  etc.  The  report  is  valuable,  and  should  be  pub- 
lished. 

BARBED   WAR  ACCOUNTS. 

Under  the  fifth  section  of  the  act  of  May  2, 1861,  creating  a  war  fund, 
and  providing  for  auditing  accounts  of  war  expenses,  all  claims  for  such 
expenses  were  required  to  be  presented  for  adjustment  within  three 
months  from  the  accruing  of  the  same — in  default  of  which,  such  ac- 
counts were  required  to  be  ''considered  donated  to  the  State,  and  not 
thereafter  allowed,  under  any  pretense  whatever."  This  provision  of 
the  law  has,  in  many  instances,  worked  very  great  hardsnip.  Many 
persons  furnished  articles,  and  rendered  service,  in  utter  ignorance  of 
this  provision  of  the  law,  and  others  were  ordered  away  from  the  State, 
in  the  military  service,  and  had  not  the  opportunity  to  present  their 
claims  until  long  after  the  three  months  had  expired. 

The  Board  of  Commissioners,  wishing  to  do  all  that  lay  in  their 
power  to  facilitate  the  collection  of  claims  which  they  considered  meri- 
torious, have  examined  and  passed  upon  a  considerable  number  of  such 
claims,  and  have  stated  that  thev  would  have  allowed  the  same  for  pay- 
ment, but  for  the  limitation  made  in  the  law.  I  would  recommend  that 
the  Auditor  be  authorized  to  issue  warrants  in  payment  of  such  ac- 
counts as  were  so  passed  upon  by  the  Oommissioners,  the  same  being 
first  approved  by  the  Governor.  The  accounts  eo  passed  upon  aro  now 
an  file  in  the  Auditor's  office. 
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THS  PHYSICAL  BE60UK0BB  07  OUB  STATE. 

The  physical  resources  of  a  State  are  the  foundation  of  all  others. 
They  make  it  great  or  little.  They  shape  its  destiny.  They  even 
affect  its  moral  and  religious  character.  History  teaches  this  truth. 
All  the  great  nations  of  ancient  and  modern  times  demonstrate  it. 
Egypt,  Syria,  Greece,  Rome,  Great  Britain,  France,  the  United  Stiates, 
are  so  many  proofs  that  favorable  phvsical  situations  and  resourced  are 
absolutely  necessary  to  material  and  moral  development.  Illinois,  in 
this  respect,  stands  preeminent  among  the  States  of  the  Union.  She 
is  the  heart  of  the  Northwest.  In  agricultural  resources  she  is  unsur- 
passed. In  manufacturing  and  commercial  facilities  she  has  no  supe- 
rior. On  the  east,  south  and  west,  the  Great  River  of  the  continent 
and  its  tributaries  water  her  border  counties,  while  their  branches  pene- 
trate to  every  part  of  the  State,  irrigating  her  soil,  draining  her  low 
lands,  and  affording  water  power  for  her  manufactures.  The  Illinois 
river  runs  for  over  two  hundred  miles  through  the  State,  from  north- 
east to  southwest,  forming  a  natural  highway  between  the  lakes  and  the 
Mississippi,  the  key  of  which  is  entirely  in  our  pos  ession.  This  high- 
way is  one  of  the  most  important  of  the  physical  resources  of  the  State; 
while,  in  a  military  point  of  view,  it  enables  us  to  doRiinate  the  lakes 
on  th3  one  hand,  and  the  Father  of  Waters  on  the  other.  A  State, 
holding  this  great  water-way,  must  always  be  a  power  on  the  continent, 
as  well  as  in  the  Union.  Then,  we  have,  on  the  northeast,  an  outlet  to 
the  ocean  through  the  great  lakes,  those  inland  seas  of  the  continent; 
while  that  one  of  them,  Michigan,  which  laves  our  northeastern  border, 
is  almost  land-locked,  and  thus  the  least  liable  to  hostile  incursions  from 
foreign  powers.  This  secures  to  us  the  site  for  a  naval  depot,  for  dock- 
yards, for  the  building  and  repair  of  vessels,  for  foundries  for  cannon, 
for  work-shops  for  all  descriptions  of  war  material,  at  some  point  on 
Lake  Michigan,  between  the  Wisconsii}  and  Indiana  State  lines.  Our 
State  is  also  on  the  direct  route  of  the  Pacific  railroad,  which  must  in- 
tersect it  from  east  to  west ;  thus  making  it  a  portion  of  the  great  high- 
way between  Europe  and  the  Indies.  Then,  again,  all  our  lines  of 
communication,  from  the  interior  of  the  State  to  shipping  points  con- 
nected with  tide-water,  at  which  bulky  articles  of  merchandise  or  agri- 
cultural products  can  be  received  or  delivered,  are  short.  This  saves 
the  cost  of  lengthy  transportation  of  such  articles  by  railway,  which 
must  always  be  expensive.  At  present,  in  some  of  the  States  to  the 
west  and  northwest  of  us,  large  quantities  of  grain  have  been  stored  on 
the  navigable  rivers  for  the  last  two  seasons.  On  account  of  low  water 
it  cannot  be  sent  to  market  by  steamboat,  while  the  cost  of  railway 
transportation  would  eat  up  its  value.  This  can  never  be  the  case  in 
Illinois,  as  long  as  water  runs  in  the  Mississippi,  and  that  of  the  great 
lakes  flows  unoostructed  to  the  sea.  But  not  alone  do  we  possess  agri- 
cultural resources  of  an  almost  unlimited  character :  we  have  also  with- 
in the  limits  of  our  State,  facilities  for  manufactures,  which  equal  those 
of  nearly  all  the  other  States  of  the  Union  combined.  Beneath  the 
surface  of  our  blooming  prairies  and  beautiful  woodlands  are  millions 
of  tons  of  coal,  easy  of  access,  close  to  the  great  centers  of  commerce 
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and  rnanufactures,  on  great  navigable  rivers,  and  intersected  by  railway 
facilities  of  the  best  description. 

Illinois,  in  1860,  was  the  fourth  State  in  the  Union  in  the  number  of 
tons  of  coal  produced.  But  what  has  been  produced  bears  no  compari- 
son to  what  may  be.  Our  State  Geologist  assures  me  that  in  a  single 
county  in  this  State  there  are  a  thousand  millions  tons  of  coal  awaiting 
the  various  uses  to  which  the  civilization  of  the  future  will  apply  it.  It 
will  thus  be  seen  that  Illinois  possesses  within  itself  the  physical  re- 
sources of  not  only  a  great  State,  but  a  great  nation. 

But  if  Providence  has  been  bountiful  in  the  natural  resources  of  the 
State,  it  is  neceteary  that  man  must  be  able  and  willing  to  use  them  to 
advantage;  that  he  must  have  the  capacity  both  to  discern  the  capa- 
bilities of  our  situation  and  turn  them  to  the  advantage  of  our  own  and 
the  people  of  other  climes  and  countries.  While,  as  I  have  shown,  the 
physical  resources  of  a  State  are  the  foundation  of  all  other,  it  is  also 
true  that  the  people  of  a  State  must  be  equal  to  the  demands  and  re- 
quirements of  its  physical  capabilities.  The  most  favored  situation 
may  be  thrown  away  on  a  degenerate  or  incapable  people.  But,  hap- 
pily, we  not  only  possess  the  physical  resources  of  a  great  nation,  but 
the  mental  and  moral  capacities  of  a  dominant  and  progressive  race. 
All  it  needs,  then,  for  a  proper  development  of  our  resources  is,  that 
our  efforts  be  well  directed ;  that  we  organize  and  direct  labor,  to  the 
end  that  the  greatest  amount  of  developnient  may  be  attained  by  the 
least  possible  expenditure  of  brute  force;  that  by  combination  of  effort, 
by  organization  of  industry,  by  bringing  into  harmonious  working  de- 
velopment the  three  great  branches  of  human  industry — agriculture, 
manufactures  and  commerce — we  may  so  weld  each  apparently  hostile 
but  really  mutually  dependent  interest,  into  such  a  symmetrical  whole, 
as  to  produce  the  most  perfect  social  system.  And  this  has  been  the 
aim  of  philosophy  and  statesmanship  since  the  world  began.  But  it 
can  only  be  attained  by  the  triumph  of  mind  over  matter;  by  a  con- 
tinual progress,  in  which  the  apparently  inert  forces  of  nature  are  made 
to  subserve  the  highest  uses  of  man. 

The  war  now  being  wa/ed  has  tended,  more  than  any  other  event  in 
the  history'  of  the  country,  to  militate  against  the  Jeffersonian  idea,  that 
"the  best  government  is  that  which  governs  least."  The  war  has  not 
only,  of  necessity,  given  more  power  to,  but  has  led  to  a  more  intimate 

g revision  of  the  government  over  every  material  interest  of  society. 
»y  creating  a  large  debt,  it  has  necessitated  an  extended  and  elaborate 
syrttem  of  taxation.  This  system  tukes  note  of  every  man's  business, 
its  profits  and  its  probable  future  increase,  so  that  the  State  may  know 
what  revenue  it  has  at  the  present  time  and  what  it  may  depend  on  in 
the  future.  But,  by  creating  a  large  debt,  the  war  has  also  created  a 
means  of  stimulating  the  industry  of  the  country.  It  has  created  a 
credit,  in  the  shape  of  public  securities,  which  is  so  much  banking  capi- 
tal for  the  industry  of  the  nation,  and  forms  a  sure  basis  for  creating 
more  wealth  through  all  the  ramifications  of  industry.  A  merely  agri- 
cultural country,  such  as  the  ideas  of  the  great  minds  of  the  earlier  pe- 
riod of  the  democratic  partv  believed  to  be  the  nltfma  thule  of  the  social 
state,  never  could  sustain  the  immense  debt  which  we  are  compelled  to 
provide  for.    It  is  only  through  the  enlargement  of  the  manufacturing 
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and  commercial  induetries  of  the  coantry  that  it  can  be  borne.  But 
tbrungh  those  it  can  be  made  that  which  the  people  of  Qreat  Britain 
proudly  call  theirs:  ^^a  great  national  bleseing."  It  can  be  made  to 
enlarge,  strengthen,  and  place  upon  an  enduring  basis  of  prosperity, 
those  great  material  interests  of  the  country,  which  are  the  pride  as  well 
as  the  distinguishing  features  of  every  civilized  nation.  It  will  be  the 
devehipment  of  manufactures  and  commerce  to  the  highest  possible 
point,  which  will  finally  rescue  the  present  social  state  from  the  many 
evils  which  accompany  it,  and  usher  in  the  millenium  day  of  true  social 
and  political  equality.  While  I  cannot  say  that  I  desire  a  large  na- 
tional debt,  yet,  as  we  are  to  have  it,  we  can  console  ourselves  that 
while  a  large  debt  has  its  disadvantages  it  also  has  its  compensatoir 
blessings.  It  brings  the  government  nearer  to  the  individual,  it 
makes  the  man  recognize  himself  as  part  and  parcel  of  the  State.  He 
supports  it,  and  he  feels  that  it  is  bound  to  protect  him.  The  man  who 
pays  twenty  dollars  of  a  school  tax  expects  that  his  children  will  receive 
a  proper  education.  The  manufacturer,  or  farmer,  or  merchant,  or 
ship  owner,  who  pays  his  taxes  on  his  particular  branch  of  industry, 
justly  expects  that  that  industry  will  be  fostered  and  protected.  It  is 
true  that  a  great  national  debt  binds  us  more  closely  as  a  people — makes 
us  realize  the  great  benefits  of  a  government,  while  it  causes  us  to  feel 
its  burdens.  All  duty  is  reciprocal.  "With  whatever  measure  yo 
mete,  it  shall  be  measured  to  you  again." 

But  it  is  to  our  debt,  as  a  means  of  stimulating  our  industrial  inte- 
rests, that  I  particularly  desire  to  call  your  attention  ;  because  it  lies  in 
your  poster  to  provide  the  means  through  which  those  interests  can  be 
enlarged  and  extended.  We  must  utilize  the  credits  of  the  State  and 
nation,  if  we  would  keep  pace  with  the  progress  of  other  states  and  peo- 
ples; if  we  desire  to  bear  our  share  of  the  burdens  of  the  present  war; 
if  we  hope  when  the  white-winged  messenger  of  peace  shall  glad  a  dis- 
tracted country,  to  provide  employment  for  the  thousands  of  our  "gal- 
lant boys  in  blue,"  who  are  now  braving  the  storms  of  battle  on  many 
fields,  wlien  they  return  to  the  peaceful  avocations  of  industry.  We 
must  encourage  the  formation  of  corporations  for  extending  agriculture, 
manufactures  and  commerce.  We  must  mobilize  capital,  so  that  it  shall 
not  be  "buried  in  a  napkin,"  but  shall  eani  for  itself  the  ability  to  in- 
crease, and,  by  such  increase,  stimulate  industry  and  re-create  itself.  I 
feel  deeply  on  this  subject,  because,  from  a  careful  study  of  the  condi- 
tion of  our  national  finances,  I  am  irresistibly  led  to  the  conclusion  that, 
in  order  to  pay  the  interest  on  our  debt  and  carry  on  the  war  to  a  tri- 
umphant close,  it  is  absolutely  necessary  that  the  resources  of  the  na- 
tion should  be  enlarged  and  extended.  The  labor  and  capital  of  the 
country  are  the  bases  and  sources  of  all  its  wealth.  It  is  possible  that 
this  may  be  overtaxed,  and  thus  eventually  permanently  contracted  into 
narrower  channels ;  but  it  is  not  possible,  with  such  vast  material  re- 
sources as  are  possessed  by  our  favored  land,  that  the  former  can  ever 
be  too  widely  extended  or  too  minutely  varied,  or  that  the  latter  can  be 
too  greatly  increased  or  too  widely  diffused.  Where  would  our  State 
be  now,  as  to  agricultural,  manufacturing  and  other  resources,  or  even 
military  power  and  prestige,  if  the  internal  improvement  system,  of 
which  the  lamented  Gov.  Duncan  was  the  able  and  persistent  advo- 
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cate,  had  been  entirely  neglected,  and  the  Empire  State  of  the  North- 
west allowed  to  vegetate  in  the  imperfect  condition  of  a  merely  agri- 
cnltural  and  pastoral  State  ? 

AGSIOULTUSAL,   MEOHAIYIOAL  AND  OOMMSBOIAL  BUBSAU. 

In  connection  with  the  above  subject,  and  for  the  benefit  of  the  in- 
dustrial interests  of  the  State,  I  would  respectfully  recommend  tho  crea- 
tion of  an  Agricultural,  Mechanical  and  Commercial  Bureau  of  Statis- 
tics.   This  would  be  a  highly  useful  department  of  state  government 
as  well  as  a  great  assistance  to  immigration.    But  this  is  but  a  small 
part  of  the  benefit  it  wonld  confer.    The  nation  is  passing  into  a  new 
era  of  its  existence.     Old  forms  must  be  abandoned,  and  enlarged  views 
of  the  principles  of  government  accepted.     The  garments  of  the  youth 
are  too  contracted  for  the  man.    With  increasing  and  varying  industrial 
pursuits,  the  people  demand  increased  duties  on  the  part  of  the  State. 
At  present,  corporations,  representing  special  interests,  take  upon  them 
duties  which  properly  belong  to  the  State  at  large.    Thwi  the  only 
statistical  tables  are  those  prepared  by  the  Chambers  of  Commerce  of 
our  cities,  or  by  corporations  interested  in  a  special  branch  of  industry. 
These  tables  are,  of  course,  but  partial  representations  of  the  condition 
of  the  industrial  interests  of  the  State.    We  should  have  a  Bureau, 
which  would  prepare  statistics  and  present  facts  regarding  all  the  in- 
dustriJEd  interedfis  of  the  l^tate,  agricultural,  mechanical  and  commercial. 
These  would  be  of  use,  not  only  to  the  farmer,  the  manufacturer  and 
the  merchant,  but  to  the  statesman  and  social  economist.     A  short 
time  since,  when  a  distingnished  foreign  statesman  requested  to  see  a 
compilation  of  the  social  and  industrial  statistics  of  the  Stato,  it  was  a 
matter  of  embarrassment  to  me,  when  compelled  to  inform  him  that 
there  was  no  such  work  in  existence.     Sucn  a  work  would  be  more 
highly  useful  than  most  persons  are  apt  to  imagine.     It  would  enable 
the  merchant  to  regulate  the  quantity  of  his  stocks,  the  farmer  to  fix 
his  prices,  the  manufacturer  to  determine  his  wants,  and  the  statesman 
to  draw  up  the  most  comprehensive  and  least  oppressive  system  of  tax- 
ation.   As  we  now  stand,  in  this  respect,  all  tfiese  things  are  done  at 
haphazard.    The  consequence  is,  a  loss  of  time  and  money,  and,  very 
often,  our  people  are  driven  from  certain  markets  and  overstock  others, 
through  ignorance  of  the  particular  wants  and  necessities  of  the  country, 
and  the  quantity  of  Mercnandise  needed  to  supply  them.     Suppose  the 
statistical  tables  of  the  State  showed  that  Illinois  possessed  a  certain 
quantity  of  corn  in  her  cribs  and  store-houses,  would  not  this  fact  draw 
buyers  from  all  parts  to  invest  in  the  cheapest  market,  and  not  leave 
the  people  subject  to  a  few  monopolists  ?    And  so  with  other  articles. 
The  difinsion  of  knowledge  on  the  state  of  the  markets  is  one  of  the 
best  safeguards  to  the  great  mass  of  the  people  against  the  chicanery 
and  fraud  of  speculators,  monopolists  ana  middle-men  generally.    To 
protect  the  weak  against  the  encroachments  of  the  strong,  is  one  of  the 
primary  olvjects  of  government    For  these  and  other  reasons,  I  earnest- 
ly recommend  the  establishment  of  a  Bureau  of  Statistics,  to  be  presi- 
ded over  by  a  Commissioner  practicaUy  familiar  with  the  great  indus- 
trial interests  of  the  State. 
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aSOLOOIOAL  BUBVSr. 

This  work  has  now  been  in  progress  Dearly  seven  years,  under  the 
charge  ot*  the  present  director,  and  his  reports,  embracing  the  results  of 
the  labors  of  the  Geological  corps  employed  in  the  survey,  have  been, 
from  time  to  time,  presented  to  the  i>roper  authorities  for  publication. 
A  voluminous  report  is  now  ready,  embracing  the  general  result  of  all 
the  labor  performed  up  to  the  present  time,  with  about  fifty  plates  of 
illustration,  besides  the  necessary  maps  and  geological  sections,  which 
have  been  executed  in  a  manner  highly  creditable  to  the  artists  who 
have  been  employed  in  this  department.  It  is  greatly  to  be  desired 
that  some  provision  should  be  made  by  the  Legislature,  at  its  present 
session,  for  the  publication  of  this  work ;  for,  although  the  responsibility 
is  thrown  on  the  Executive,  by  the  law  organizing  the  survey,  there  is 
no  special  provision  in  that  law  for  placing  at  my  disposal  the  means 
necessary  to  defray  the  expenses  attending  it. 

For  further  information  in  relation  \o  the  present  condition  of  this 
work,  I  refer  you  to  the  "Report  of  Progress"  of  the  State  Geologist, 
which  is  herewith  submitted,  and  to  my  former  messages,  in  which 
this  subject  is  more  fully  presented. 

THS  PBNITXNTIABT. 

Since  my  last  message,  the  work  upon  the  State  Penitentiary  has 
gone  on  vigorously,  and  gratifying  i progress  has  been  made.  But  the 
appropriation  voted  by  the  last  Legislature  for  the  finishing  of  this  in- 
stitution, and  which,  at  the  time,  was  believed  to  be  sufficient,  has  been 
exhausted,  leaving  some  important  and  necessary  portions  of  the  work 
still  incomplete.  The  usual  detailed  reports  of  the  officers  of  the  peni- 
tentiary have  been  received  by  the  Auditor,  and  will  be  duly  submitted 
to  the  Legislature.  The  commissioners  present  a  statement  of  the  man- 
i^emeut  of  the  institution,  and  of  expenditures  upon  it  during  the  last 
two  years,  and  state  its  future  needs.  It  will  remain  for  the  Legisla- 
ture to  do,  in  its  wisdom,  what  shall  be  thought  best  to  preserve  and 
promote  this  great  State  undertaking. 

As  it  has  been  charged  by  a  portion  of  the  press  of  the  State  that  the 
lease  of  penitentiary  convicts  made  to  James  M.  Pittman,  at  the  session 
of  June,  1863,  was  a  fraud  upon  the  State,  and  that  the  interests  of  the 
State,  as  well  as  the  discipline  of  the  convicts,  very  materially  suffer 
under  the  present  management,  I  deem  it  my  duty  to  recommend  the 
General  Assembly  to  institute  a  thorough  investigation  of  the  charges 
made,  and  into  the  management  and  discipline  of  the  penitentiary. 
The  almost  complete  absorption  of  my  time  by  the  military  affairs  of 
the  State  has  prevented  me  from  giving  that  attention  to  the  subject  of 
the  discipline  and  well-being  of  the  convicts  as  I,  under  other  circum- 
stances, should  have  done. 

The  object  of  punishment  is  not  only  to  deprive  the  offender  of  the 
opportunity  of  committing  further  crime,  and  to  deter  others  from  its 
commission,  but  also  a  most  important  object  is  the  reformation  of  the 
offer.der,  especially  where,  after  his  release,  he  is  to  go  back  and  be- 
come a  member  of  society.    After  conferring  with  those  who  have  had 
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experience  on  this  subject,  I  am  fully  eatisiied  that  there  should  be,  as 
we  have  at  the  head  of  our  State  benevolent  institutions,  some  general 
superintendent  of  every  such  institution;  a  man  of  the  highest  moral 
character,  of  practical  wisdom  and  business  talent,  who  should  be  re- 
sponsible for  tne  entire  cortrol  of  the  penitentiary.  He  should  appoint 
the  guards,  clerks,  stewards,  and  all  the  Inferior  officers ;  he  should 
regulate  the  police,  arrange  the  discipline,  appropriate  the  funds  for  tLe 
necessary  expenses,  transact  the  business  of  the  prison,  either  by  agents, 
clerks,  or  contractors,  and  always  have  the  control  of  the  convicts.  He 
should  have  a  fixed  salary,  and  not  a  per  centage  on  the  profits.  Se- 
condly, the  warden  should  have  the  general  care  of  the  convicts  in  his 
charge;  also,  superintendence  of  the  guards  and  of  the  police.  He 
should  not  be  in  any  way  interested  in  the  business  of  the  prison,  ex- 
cept to  oversee  the  men  in  their  labor,  and  discipline  offenders  under 
rules  laid  down  by  the  general  superintendent.  He  should  also  have  a 
fixed  salary. 

A  liberal  appropriation  should  be  made  for  the  mainienance  of 
an  efficient  chaplain — one  who  should  have  the  moral  and  religious  care 
of  the  men;  the  regulation  of  their  religious  services;  should  select 
books  for  the  library,  (for  which  purpose  a  liberal  appropriation  should 
be  made ;)  be  allowed  to  write  letters  for  the  convicts ;  and  should  have 
free  access  to  the  prisoners  and  the  hospital.  And  here  I  must  say, 
in  most  emphatic  terms,  that  the  fact  that  the  State  allows  only  five 
dollars  per  week  to  the  chaplain  of  the  State,  and  where  there  are  six 
hundred  convicts,  is  a  disgrace  to  the  State,  which  this  Legislature,  I 
trust,  will  wipe  out,  and  give  to  the  chaplain  a  salary  of  not  less  than 
one  thousand  dollars  per  year.  Also,  as  not  one  dime  is  allowed  for 
newspapers,  I  recommend  that  at  least  one  hundred  dollars  be  appro- 

Jjriatcd  for  newspapers,  to  be  selected  by  the  superintendent,  and  circu- 
ated  among  the  convicts. 

The  province  of  the  physician  should  be  to  administer  to  the  infirmi- 
ties of  the  convicts,  and  be  responsible  to  the  general  superintendent  for 
his  care  and  attention. 

Such,  generally,  in  my  humble  opinion,  should  be  the  outline  of  the 
penitentiary  management.  I  have  no  hesitation  in  suggesting  that 
some  such  system,  perfected  by  men  of  practical  wisdom  and  experi- 
ence, would  result  in  vast  saving  to  the  State,  and  largely  promote  the 
welfare  of  the  unhappy  multitudes  thrown  upon  its  care,  and  lead  to 
many  permanent  reformations  of  the  prisoners.  All  the  dictates  of  hu- 
manity require  that  particular  attention  should  be  given  to  this  impor- 
tant subject  by  the  members  of  the  General  Assembly.  I  refer  you  to 
two  interesting  communicationF  from  the  present  and  former  chaplains, 
transmitted  herewith. 

EDUCATION. 

For  a  view  of  the  progress  and  present  condition  of  the  common  and 
Normal  schools  of  the  State,  I  refer  you  to  the  rept/rt  of  the  Superin- 
tendent of  Public  Instruction,  and  invite  your  attention  to  the  necessity 
of  making  provision  for  the  immediate  expansion  and  more  perfect  de- 
velopment of  the  system.    The  grand  procession  of  events,  political 
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and  military,  which  crowd  the  present,  must  not  blind  us  to  the  inexo- 
rable demands  of  the  future.  No  lesson  of  this  historic  period  is  being 
more  impressively  taught  us  than  this:  that  under  a  constitution  like 
ours  the  whole  people  must  be  trained  to  a  just  conception  of  their  ri^^hts 
as  men;  of  their  duties  as  citizens;  and  of  their  sacred  obligations  as 
patriots.  This,  in  theory,  is  the  end  sought  by  our  system  of  free 
schools,  and  very  great  progress  has  been  made.  But  the  time  has 
come  when  a  vast  accession  must  be  made  to  the  educational  forces  of 
the  State.  Ten  years  have  brought  us  to  a  new  era,  demanding  new 
agencies,  new  measures,  and  a  more  comprehensive,  aggressive  and 
liberal  educational  policy.  More  money  must  be  appropriated,  more 
men  most  be  employed,  more  forces  organized  and  put  in  operation. 
The  progress  of  events  has  superannuated  the  scale  of  operations  upon 
which  our  free  school  system  was  inaugurated.  What  did  very  ^vell  in 
1855,  will  not  do  for  1865. 

Much  of  the  machinery  of  common  schools  needs  to  be  simplified, 
reorganized  and  perfected ;  temporary  schools  of  instruction  for  teach- 
ers must  be  organized  and  conducted,  at  suitable  points  throughout  the 
State;  the  changeless  laws  of  mental  growth  and  action  must  be  pro- 
claimed to  the  people  everyw^here,  that  they  may  be  able  to  estimate 
the  difFerence  between  right  and  wrong  methods  of  teaching — the  price- 
less blessings  of  good  teachers  and  schools,  and  the  worthlessness  of 
bad  ones ;  the  duty  of  obedience  to  hygienic  laws  in  the  management 
of  schools,  must  be  inculcated,  that  we  may  have  a  generation  of  youth 
sonnd  in  body  as  well  as  in  mind  ;  a  spirit  of  taste  and  beauty  must  be 
diffused  until  the  chaste  and  attractive,  though  simple  and  uncostly, 
designs  of  modem  improved  school  architecture  shall  be  substituted  for 
the  monotonous  deformity  which  now  prevails  in  most  of  our  rural  dis- 
tricts. In  a  word,  the  people  must  be  led  to  understand  the  true  idea 
and  end  of  education  itself — why  men  should  be  educated,  and  how  they 
ehonid  be  educated,  as  set  forth  with  unanswerable  power  in  the  last 
biennial  report,  to  the  end  that  they  may  see  the  inevitable  abyss  into 
which  a  republican  government  must  ultimately  plunge  without  intelli- 
gence and-  virtue  coextensive  with  the  franchises  of  the  citizen  under 
the  constitution. 

To  realize  these  grand  aims,  the  resources  of  the  central  educational 
oflSce  of  the  State  must  be  increased,  both  in  men  and  means.  It  can- 
not be  done  by  the  Superintendent,  confined  to  his  office,  for  lack  of 
clerical  help,  with  no  traveling  fund  and  no  competent  assistants.  Jt 
can  only  be  done  in  Illinois  as  it  has  been  done  in  Massachusetts  and 
other  eastern  States,  and  as  it  is  being  done  in  Michigan,  Wisconsin, 
and  other  western  States,  by  a  liberal  appropriation  for  State  Institutes 
and  for  the  State  Department  of  Public  Instruction,  that  the  living 
heralds  of  these  great  educational  principles  may  go  forth  among  the 
people.  Proper  legislative  action  is,  of  course,  necessary ;  but  if  our 
8chool  laws  were  as  perfect  as  inspiration  itself  could  make  them,  they 
would  be  powerless  to  achieve  the  desired  end  without  the  living 
agency  of  qnalified,  experienced  men.  The  salary  of  the  State  Super- 
intendent BDoald  be  increased  to  an  equality,  at  least,  with  that  of  the 
PriDcipal  of  the  Normal  University,  and  he  should  be  allowed  at  least 
two  assistants,  with  salaries  sufficient  to  command  the  very  best  educa-

tional  experience  and  ability.  The  compensation  of  the  head  of  the 
Normal  Kchool  is  not  too  large,  and  should  not  be  reduced  ;  but  no 
good  reason  can  be  given  why  the  head  of  the  whole  system  should  re- 
ceive only  three-fifths  as  much  (which  is  now  the  fact)  as  the  presiding 
officer  of  an  institution  which  is  but  a  unit  in  that  system.  A  compari- 
son of  the  duties  and  responsibilities  of  the  two  positions  would  justify 
no  such  disparity  of  compensation.  Much  is  said  about  the  necessity 
of  economy  in  public  expenditures.  No  man  shall  be  before  me  in  act- 
ing upon  that  principle.  I  advocate  liberal  appropriations  for  educa- 
tional purposes  because  it  is  the  only  true  economy^  in  the  long  run.  N"o 
investment  will  prove  more  profitable  on  final  settlement. 

The  Normal  university,  under  its  present  very  able  administration, 
is  more  than  fulfilling  the  most  sanguine  expectations  of  its  founders 
and  friends,  and  should  be  reo;arded  with  just  pride  by  every  citizen  of 
the  State.  Its  halls  are  literally  crowded  with  students,  from  all  parte 
of  the  State.  It  is  doing  a  great  and  good  work.  I  commend  it  and 
its  interests  to  the  confidence  and  favor  of  the  Legislature. 

In  dismissing  thus  briefly  this  great  public  interest,  I  proclaim  it  as 
my  belief  that  no  other  should  receive  more  serious  attention  and  en- 
lightened action  at  the  hands  of  this  General  Assembly.  The  character 
of  our  future  as  a  State  and  people  will  depend  more  upon  the  educator 
than  the  politician.  It  is  a  disgraceful  fact  that  this  great  State,  so 
matchless  in  all  the  elements  of  material  wealth  and  power — so  illustri- 
ous in  her  record  of  heroism  and  devotion  to  the  Union — so  soon  to  ex- 
ercise, by  her  position  and  character,  a  controlling  influence  in  the 
councils  of  the  nation — this  great  S^ate  is  among  the  most  meagre  and 
inadequate  of  all  the  free-school  States  of  the  Union  in  the  endowment 
of  her  State  Department  of  Education.  I  trust  that  this  will  be  so  no 
longer.     We  cannot  afford  to  neglect  these  interests. 

OONGBESSIOZTAL  GBANT   OF  LANDS  FOR  EDUCATIONAL  PURPOSES. 

It  will  be  remembered  that  Congress,  by  act  approved  July  2, 1862, 
donated  to  the  several  States,  under  certain  conditions,  public  lands,  or 
scrip  for  the  same,  in  tlie  proportion  of  thirty  thousand  acres  for  each 
senator  and  representative  in  Congress,  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  of 
which,  or  the  land  scrip  to  be  issued  therefor,  is  to  be  invested  in  stocks 
of  the  United  States,  or  of  the  States,  or  some  other  sate  stocks,  yield- 
ing not  less  than  five  per  cent,  upon  the  par  value  of  said  stocks,  and 
to  constitute  a  perpetual  fund,  the  interest  of  which  is  to  be  inviolabJy 
appropriated  to  the  endowment,  support  and  maintenance  of  at  least  one 
college  in  each  State,  where  the  leading  object  shall  be,  without  exclu- 
ding other  scientific  and  classical  studies,  and  including  military  tactics, 
to  teach  such  branches  of  learning  as  are  related  to  agricultural  and 
mechanic  arts,  in  such  manner  as  the  Legislature  may  prescribe,  in  or- 
der to  promote  the  liberal  and  practical  education  of  the  indastrial 
classes  in  the  several  pursuits  and  professions  in  life ;  also  further  pro- 
viding that  any  State  which  may  take  the  benefits  of  the  provisions  of 
the  act,  shall  provide,  within  five  years  of  the  date  of  such  act,  at  least 
one  college,  as  described  in  the  act,  or  the  grant  to  the  State  to  cease, 
and  requiring  the  State,  by  its  Legislature,  to  express  its  acceptance  of 
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the  provisions  of  the  act  within  two  Tears  after  the  date  of  its  approval. 
The  latter  provision  has  been  carried  oat  by  the  act  of  the  last  Legisla- 
ture accepting  the  donation,  but  no  steps  were  taken  to  carry  into  eflect 
the  provisions  requiring  the  establishment  of  a  college,  and  it  is  for  voa 
to  take  such  action  as  will  secure  to  our  State  the  benefit  of  this  valua- 
ble grant. 

This  brief  synopsis  of  the  general  features  of  the  act  of  Congress,  will 
enable  you  to  understand  more  fully  the  position  which  this  State,  by 
the  action  of  the  last  Legislatnve,  occupies  in  reference  to  the  subject. 

Pursuant  to  the  acceptance,  and  after  being  duly  notified  thereof,  the 
Secretary  of  the  Interior  has  placed  in  my  hands  land  scrip  for  the 
location  of  four  hundred  and  eighty  thousand  acres.  There  being  no 
public  lands  within  the  limits  of  this  State  subject  to  private  entry,  upon 
which  said  scrip  can  be  properly  located,  it  becomes  the  duty  of  the 
General  Assembly  to  provide  by  law  for  its  sale,  and  investment  of  the 
proceeds  thereof  in  stocks,  as  contemplated  and  required  by  said  act  of 
Congress.  There  remains  but  a  little  more  than  two  years  within 
which  time  the  State  must  comply  with  the  provisions  of  the  act,  and 
to  establish  a  college  or  colleges  for  the  purposes  specified,  or  the  grant, 
as  to  this  State,  is  to  cease. 

The  shortness  of  the  time,  the  importance  and  magnitude  of  the  en- 
terprise, its  effects  npon  the  educational  interests  of  the  State,  and  the 
variety  of  great  questions  involved,  justify  mo  in  calling  your  special 
attention  to  the  subject  at  this  time.     I  therefore  advise  that  a  commis- 
sion be  appointed,  charged  with  the  duty  of  carrying  out  the  provisions 
of  the  act  of  Congress,  under  such  safeguards  as  your  wisdom  may  sug- 
gest and  approve.    No  part  of  the  fund  arising  from  this  grant  can  be 
appropriated  to  the  erection  or  repair  of  edifices  or  buildings,  and  it 
therefore  becomes  necessary  for  the  General  Assembly  to  provide  for 
the  same  within  the  time  limited  by  the  act  of  Congress.     Doubtless 
there  are  many  localities  within  the  State  which  would  undertake  to 
famish  the  requisite  buildings  and  stnictnrcs  for  snch  an  institution 
^      without  cost  to  the  State,  in  consideration  of  the  local  benefits  they  may 
^^      be  supposed  to  derive  from  the  same ;  and  I  therefore  recommend  that 
!  ^/      the  appointment  of  a  commission,  to  locate  said  institution,  be  provided 
*^^      for  by  act  of  the  General  Assembly,  and  that  the  powers  and  duties  of 
^       said  commission  be  so  specified  and  defined  as  to  insure  a  due  consid- 
^^      eration  of  the  best  interests  of  the  cause  of  industrial  education,  in  its 
"^K      relation  to  the  whole  people  of  the  State. 

*^  At  the  fair  of  the  State  Agricultural  Society,  held  during  the  month 

^'-^  of  September  last,  this  subject  was  ably  discussed,  by  the  farmers  and 
^^^  mechanics  present,  at  a  series  of  conventions  called  for  the  purpose. 
^  Tlie  views  and  suggestions  will  be  submitted  to  you  by  the  committee 
>^  appointed  at  that  time,  together  with  the  draft  of  a  bill  embodying  the 
^  views  of  the  agricultural  and  mechanical  interests  represented  at  said 
f!  fair.  The  eminent  qualifications  of  the  gentlemen  composing  this  com- 
^  mittee,  for  determining  what  would  be  to  the  best  educational  interests 
)^  of  the  mechanical  and  agricultural  classes,  as  well  as  the  respectable  and 
'^  prominent  standing  which  they  occupy  in  society,  entitle  their  recom- 
^  mendations  to  your  most  favorable  consideration.  A  committee,  also 
^j     representing  the  views  of  the  mechanics  of  Chicago,  will  lay  a  commu-

nication  before  you,  which,  with  any  other  comrannications  on  the  sub- 
ject, will,  I  trust,  receive  your  careful  consideration. 

It  is  needless  for  me  to  add,  that  to  this  General  Apserably  is  com- 
mitted this  ^reat  and  sacred  trust,  in  which  not  alone  the  present,  but 
future  generations  of  this  State  are  deeply  interested.  If  it  is  economi- 
cally and  wisely  administered,  it  ^i\\  bo  a  source  of  great  blessings,  and 
will  reflect  credit  upon  this  General  Assembly,  upon  whom  has  devolved 
the  important  responsibility  of  devising  the  best  mode  for  carrying  out 
the  ^reat  purposes  of  its  creation.  There  are  other  features  of  said  act 
of  Congress  which  should  be  responded  to  by  legislation  on  the  part  of 
the  General  Assembly,  but  which  need  not  be  enumerated.  The  whole 
subject,  freighted  as  it  is  with  the  most  important  hopes  and  promises 
for  the  future  of  our  young  and  growing  State,  I  leave  in  your  hands, 
trusting  that  in  whatever  may  be  done,  the  rights  of  the  farmers  artd 
mechanics,  for  whose  benefit  this  munificent  donation  was  made,  will 
be  fully  regarded. 

A   REGISTRY   LA.W. 

The  elective  franchise  is  a  distinguishing  feature  of  our  republican 
system.     The  legislation  of  the  country,  its  policy  and  its  institutions, 
arc  determined  by  the  majority  of  the  legal  voters  of  the  state  or  nation, 
and  the  mode  of  ascertaining  that  majority  is  by  the  ballots  of  the  voters 
deposited  in  the  ballot  box.     In  the  absence  of  any  guards  or  restric- 
tions thrown  around  the  ballot  box,  a  fair  expression  of  the  will  of  the 
majority  may  be  defeated  by  illegal  voting.    It  is  but  too  often  the  case 
that  corrupting  influences  are  brought  to  bear  upon  voters  who,  from 
mercenary  considerations,  or  under  political  excitement,  are  led  to  vote 
o::iiier  than  they  are  entitled,  and  who  lack  the  requirements  of  age, 
residence,  or  other  qualifications  required  by  the  constitution  and  laws. 
It  is  sometimes  the  case  that  men  who  plead  exemption  from  military 
service,  and  claim  the  protection  of  foreign  governmen*-   in  case  of  a 
draft,  are  yet  among  the  first  to  claim  and  exercise  the  right  of  suffrage 
at  the  polls.     Again,  instances  are  known  of  unworthy  citizens  who  go 
from  place  to  place,  casting  their  votes  under  assuujed  names,  wherever, 
through  the  oversight  or  political  connivance  of  the  judges  of  the  elec- 
tion, they  can  have  them  received.     To  prevent  such  practices,  I  recom- 
mend the  passage  of  a  stringent  registry  law,  requiring  the  name  of  each 
voter  to  be  recorded  for  a  given  number  of  days  previous  to  such  gen- 
eral election.     The  time  should  be  sufiScient  to  secure  an  investigation 
into  the  qualifications  of  the  voter  in  every  doubtful  case.     Laws  of  this 
character  have  been  found  to  operate  well  and  meet  the  apj>robation  of 
men  of  all  parties  who  desire  to  maintain  the  purity  of  the  ballot  box. 

BLAOK  LAWS. 

Of  the  black  laws  I  have  but  little  to  say,  except  to  recommend  that 
you  sweep  them  from  the  statute  books  with  a  swift,  relentless  hand. 
My  opinion  of  them  cannot  be  better  expressed  than  in  the  language 
of  a  resolution,  which,  as  a  member  of  the  General  Assembly,  in  Feb- 
ruary, 184:9, 1  had  the  honor  in  a  feeble  minority  to  advocate,  "declar- 
ing the  laws  of  the  State,  applicable  to  negroes  and  mulattoes,  tyranni- 
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cal,  iniqnitoos  and  oppressive  upon  this  weak,  harmless  and  unfortunate 
class,  and  unbeeomins^  the  statutes  of  a  free,  magnanimous,  enlightened 
and  christian  nation."  They  were  originally  enacted  to  gratify  an  un- 
justifiable public  prejudice  against  the  friends  of  liberty,  and  an  inhu- 
man feeling  towards  a  poor,  unfortunate  class  of  our  fellow-citizens. 
They  assumed  a  fact,  which,  to  the  honor  of  the  Jeffersonian  ordinance 
of  1787,  never  existed :  that  slavery  did  or  conld  exist  in  the  free  State 
of  Illinois.  Section  nine  of  these  laws  provides  that  ''if  any  slave  or 
servant  shall  be  found  ten  miles  from  the  tenement  of  his  or  her  master 
*  without  a  pass,'  he  may  be  punished  with  stripes,  not  exceeding 
thirty-five  " — thus,  by  the  phraseology  of  the  law,  recognizing  the  ex- 
istence of  the  institution  of  slavery  within  our  borders,  and  prescribing 
an  infamous  punishment.  It  is  unconstitutional,  as  decided  by  the  Su- 
preme Court  in  this  State,  "  in  attempting  to  legislate  upon  the  subject 
of  the  rendition  of  fugitive  slaves  to  their  masters,  over  which  subject 
the  court  decides  that  Congress  has  supreme  and  exclusive  power." 
It  authorizes  a  system  of  slavery,  by  providing  that  every  colored  man 
who  shall  be  found  in  this  State,  "without  having  a  certificate  of  free- 
dom^'^  shall  be  deemed  a  runaway  dave  or  servant — "to  be  committed 
to  the  custody  of  the  sheriff  of  the  county,  who  shall  advertise  him  at 
the  Court  house  door,"  and  "  to  hire  him  out  for  the  best  price  he  can 
get,"  "  from  month  to  month,"  "for  the  space  of  one  year."  Any  law, 
thus  placing  any  man,  white  or  black,  in  the  power  of  a  purchaser,  for 
money,  is  utterly  inconsistent  with  the  humanity  of  the  age  and  the 
spirit  of  our  free  constitution.  These  laws  are  unconstitutional,  because 
by  the  laws  of  many  of  our  states  free  colored  persons  are  citizens,  and 
the  constitution  of  the  United  States  expressly  provides  that  "  the  citi- 
'zens  of  each  state  shall  be  entitled  to  all  the  privileges  of  citizens  in 
the  several  states." 

An  examination  of  the  various  provisions  of  these  laws  will  satisfy 
this  General  Assembly  of  their  inhumanity,  and  the  humane  and  phi- 
lanthropic will  everywhere  hail  their  repeal  with  joyful  acclamations. 

In  reply  to  those  who  say  that  if  these  laws  are  repealed  we  shall 
have  a  large  influx  of  free  negroes  into  this  State,  I  have  to  answer 
that  the  laws  are  now  almost  a  dead  letter.  Negroes  are  not  kept  out 
oi  the  State  by  them,  for  it  is  only  now  and  then,  indeed  a  rare  case, 
that  a  man  can  be  found  who  is  barbarian  enough  to  insist  upon  the 
application  of  the  penalties  imposed  by  these  laws.  And  upon  the 
subject  I  cannot  present  my  views  better  than  by  the  following  extract 
from  my  message  of  January  5th,  1863.  Referring  to  the  emancipation 
policy  of  the  administration,  I  say : 

"  1  am  sure  of  two  things :  First,  that  when  slavery  is  removed,  this 
rebellion  will  die  out,  ana  not  before.  Second — 1  believe  and  predict, 
and  commit  the  prediction  in  this  state  paper  to  meet  the  verdict  of  my 
successors  in  oiBce  and  of  posterity,  that  the  change  brought  about  by 
the  policy  of  emancipation  will  pass  off  in  a  way  so  quietly  and  so 
easily^  that  the  world  will  stand  amazed  that  we'  should  have  enter- 
tained such  fears  of  its  evils.  During  the  war,  there  will  be  necessarily 
some  suffering  among  so  many  slaves  thrown  out  of  employment,  and 
many,  perhaps  large  numbers  of  them,  will  seek  a  temporary  refuge  in 
the  free  states,  and  every  man  who  has  a  human  heart  withm  him  will 
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treat  them  kindly ;  but  with  the  return  of  peace,  the  demand  for  labor 
in  the  South  will  be  greatly  increased,  and  there  will  be  an  exodus  not 
only  of  these  fugitives,  but  of  the  free  colored  population,  to  the  South. 
The  demand  for  labor  in  the  South  will  be  greatly  increased  by  the 
eubdivisi^n  of  large  farms  into  numerous  small  ones,  in  the  hands  of  a 
much  larger  number  of  owners ;  also  by  the  reclamation  of  immense 
regions  of  tertile  country  in  all  our  southern  states,  waiting  only  the 

Elastic  touch  of  free  labor,  the  settlement  of  which  has  been  retarded 
y  the  existence  of  slavery,  tending,  as  it  always  has,  and  necessarily 
always  will,  to  disc^mrage  the  immigration  of  free  white  citizens.  No 
reasonable  fears  of  competition  with  the  free  labor  of  the  northern 
statce  need  be  entertained,  because  the  emancipated  slave  will  have 
protection  and  employment  upon  the  soil  which  he  has  heretofore  culti- 
vated in  bondage.  Emancipation  does  not  increase  the  number  of  ne- 
groes by  an  additional  one.  There  will  not  be  a  single  acre  of  land 
Jess  for  cultivation,  but  a  gre&t  deal  more  will  probably  be  cultivated ; 
there  will  be  the  same  and  an  increasing  demand  for  the  culture  of  cot- 
ton, tobacco,  sugar  and  rice,  for  which  the  negro  is  peculiarly  adapted ; 
the  southern  climate  will  remain  unchanged,  congenial  to  his  constitu- 
tion ;  and  it  is  in  the  highest  degree  improbable  that  the  negro  will 
leave  the  state  of  his  nativity,  where  his  labor  is  in  demand,  wnere  he 
understands,  better  than  any  one  else,  the  business  to  be  done,  and 
where  the  climate  is  adaptea  to  him,  to  seek  the  cold  climates  of  the 
North,  to  face  the  strong  competition  of  northern,  skilled  free  labor,  to 
encounter  the  prejudice  against  his  color,  and  the  pauperibm  and  neg- 
lect which  would  meet  him  on  every  hand." 

I  will  not  say  that  legislation  will  not  be  necessary  upon  this  subject 
of  the  residence  of  free  negroes  in  our  midst ;  but  I  will  say,  that  what- 
ever is  necessary  should  be  free  from  political  prejudice,  having  regard 
to  the  welfare  of  our  own,  free,  white  citizens,  and,  at  the  same  time, 
marked  with  humanity  and  a  due  regard  to  that  unfortunate  cla^s  of  our 
fellow  beings  whom  Providence,  in  its  wise  and  inscrutable  plans,  has 
placed  in  our  care.  ^ 

SOLDDSKS'   VOTING. 

In  my  last  message  I  recommended,  in  strong  terms,  the  importance 
and  justice  of  an  enactment  extending  to  our  citizen  soldiers,  in  the 
field,  the  right  of  suffrage,  but  no  action  was  had  upon  the  same.  Du- 
ring the  last  two  years  the  subject  has  been  fully  considered  and  acted 
upon  in  many  of  the  loyal  States,  and  althongh  the  constitutions  of  the 
States  have  been  framed  without  reference  to  a  state  of  war,  yet  the 
subject  has  undergone  the  scrutiny  of  the  highest  judicial  tribunals,  and 
the  right  to  take  the  votes  of  poldiers  in  the  field  has  been  clearly  re- 
cognized.  Laws  passed  for  this  purpose  have  been  carried  into  opera- 
tion and  found  to  operate  well,  without  any  public  injury.  I  can  see 
nothing  in  our  State  constitution  which  prohibits  the  pat^sage  of  such  a 
law.  Section  1,  Art.  6  of  our  State  constitution,  provides  as  fullowa : 
*'In  all  elections,  every  white  male  citizen,  above  the  age  of  twenty -one 
years,  having  resided  in  the  State  one  year  next  preceding  any  election, 
shall  be  entiUed  to  vote  at  such  election ;  and  every  white  male  inhabi- 
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tant,  of  the  age  aforeeaid,  who  may  be  a  resident  at  the  time  of  the 
adoption  of  this  constitation,  shall  have  the  right  of  voting  as  afore- 
8eid  ;  but  no  such  citizen  or  inhabitant  shall  be  entitled  to  vote,  except 
in  the  district  or  county  in  which  he  shall  actually  reside  at  the  time  of 
soch  election."  It  is  evident,  from  this  clause,  that  the  elector  cannot 
vote  in  any  other  precinct  than  that  in  which  he  actually  resides. 

Section  4,  art.  6  of  the  constitution  of  the  Ui^ited  States,  provides 
that  ^^No  elector  shall  be  deemed  to  have  lost  his  residence  in  this  State 
by  reason  of  his  absence  on  the  business  of  the  United  States  or  of  this 
State." 

Under  this  latter  claoee,  a  minister  of  the  United  States  to  a  foreign 
court,  though  absent  for  years,  is  an  actual  resident  of  the  district  or 
county  in  which  he  resided  at  the  time  he  left  the  country,  on  his  mis- 
sion. The  same  may  be  said  of  the  soldier  who  has  left  the  county  or  dis- 
trict, because  he  is  absent  on  the  business  of  the  United  States,  and  there- 
fore does  not  lose  his  residence.  Now,  is  it  reasonable  to  presume  that 
the  framers  of  our  constitution,  while  thus  preserving  the  residence  or 
the  soldier,  evidently  for  the  purpose  of  securing  to  him  the  right  of 
suifrage,  at  the  same  time  meant  to  prohibit  the  Legislature  from  ma- 
king any  provision  to  enable  him  to  exercise  that  right  ?  While  the 
elector  is  required  "to  vote  in  the  district  or  county"  in  which  he  resides, 
it  is  not  necessarily  required  that  he  is  to  be  present,  in  person,  at  the 
polls,  and  cast  his  vote.  The  object  of  the  framers  of  the  constitution 
was  to  preserve  the  purity  of  the  ballot  box,  and  to  prevent  the  vdter 
from  voting  more  than  once,  or  at  more  places  than  one,  at  the  same 
election.  The  object  evidently  was,  to  provide  that  his  vote  should  only 
be  cast  in  the  one  district  or  county  in  which  he  resided.  Now  the  con- 
stitution, and  the  objects  of  its  framers,  are  fully  complied  with,  when 
the  soldier  has  cast  bis  vote  in  his  district  or  county,  whether  he  be  pre- 
sent, and  cast  his  vote  there  in  pei'son,  or  whether  the  ballot  is  deposited 
there  by  his  attorney,  under  the  proper  checks  and  restrictions — as  to 
his  qualifications  of  age,  residence,  etc.-— or  whether  his  vote  is  taken  in 
^e  field,  in  some  mode  to  be  provided  by  the  Legislature,  and  deposited 
in  the  ballot  box  of  the  district  or  county  in  which  he  resides,  as  has 
been  provided  in  the  laws  of  several  of  the  States.  The  following  plan, 
with  such  guards  and  details  as  will  prevent  frauds,  is  suggested,  as  a 
practicable  way  of  effecting  the  object :  The  three  field  officers,  or,  in 
their  absence,  the  three  ranking  officers  of  each  regiment  of  infantry  or 
cavalry,  and  three  highest  commissioned  officers,  or  those  acting  in  their 
places,  of  each  battery  of  artillery,  or  each  company  or  squadron  of  in- 
lantry  or  cavalry  on  detached  service,  might  be  made  the  inspectors  of 
the  election,  with  power  to  appoint  the  proper  person  clerk  of  the  elec- 
tion, so  tiiat  every  vote  may  be  taken  on  the  day  fixed  by  the  constittution. 

There  is  no  way  of  reaching  the  case  by  amendment  to  the  constitu- 
tion, without  disfranchising  the  soldier  for  at  least  two  years  to  come, 
for  the  constitution  requires  that  two-thirds  of  the  General  Assembly 
shall  recommend  to  the  people  to  vote  for  or  against  calling  a  conven- 
tion to  amend  the  constitution,  at  the  next  regular  election  of  members 
of  the  Oeneral  Assembly,  and  that  the  General  Assembly  thus  elected 
shall,  within  three  months,  call  an  election  for  members  to  the  conven- 
tion.   It  would  require  a  i^ill  longer  time  to  reach  the  object  under  the 
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clanse  whicli  proyides  for  amendment  by  snbmittinff  it  as  a  single  pro- 
position. It  IS  therefore  plain  that  if  this  Generd  Assembly  fails  to 
pass  a  law  authorizing  our  soldiers  to  vote,  these  gallant  defenders  of 
our  homes  and  liberties  must  be  disfranchised  for  over  two  years  to 
come. 

I  recommend  therefore  to  you,  as  one  of  your  first  acts,  the  passaige 
of  a  law  providing  for  taking  the  votes  of  our  soldiers  in  the  field.  In- 
deed, I  will  say,  decorously  however,  that  failure  to  protect  the  rights  of 
the  noble  men  who  have  left  business  and  property,  home  and  kindred, 
to  preserve  to  you  the  enjoyment  of  this  same  peaceful  right  of  sufiTra^e, 
together  with  all  other  rights  you  hold  dear,  would  subject  you  to  tne 
charge  of  being  unfaithful  servants  to  your  country.  The  soldiers  are 
citizens ;  they  are  the  people  of  the  country ;  their  persons,  their  fami- 
lies, their  property,  their  rights  are  as  deeply  afifectea  by  the  legislation 
of  the  country  as  those  of  tne  citizens  who  remain  at  home,  in  the  quiet 
enjoyment  of  peace  and  safety.  If  the  soldier  is  not  worthy  to  vote, 
who  is?  If  he* who  bares  his  breast  to  the  storm  of  battle,  and  bears 
aloft  our  flag,  against  the  hordes  who  are  madly  striving  to  tear  down 
our  magnificent  temple  of  eonstitutional  liberty ;  if  he  shall  have  no 
voice  in  selecting  his  rulers,  who  shall  ?  Therefore  let  this  General 
Assembly  signalize  its  patriotism  by  this  act  of  prompt  and  necessary 
justice  to  the  gallant  citizen  soldier  of  the  State. 

I  would  suggest  to  the  General  Assembly  that,  while  I  do  not  antici- 
pate an  unfavorable  decision  of  the  Supreme  Court  upon  an  enactment 
to  be  passed  securing  the  right  of  suffrage  to  the  soldiers,  yet,  in  view 
of  any  such  contingency,  proper  action  should  be  taken  for  amendment 
to  the  constitution,  as  the  next  only  mode  of  securing  the  object 
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Appreciating,  before  the  first  gun  was  fired  at  Sumter,  the  determina- 
tion of  treasonable  political  leaders  to  inaugurate  rebellion,  and,  when 
war  was  actually  made  against  the  government,  the  great  preparation 
made  by  them  for  revolt,  and  the  magnitude  of  the  struggle  we  would 
be  compelled  to  pass  through,  I  earnestly  insisted  upon  and  urged  more 
extensive  preparation  for  the  prosecution  of  the  war.  The  conciliatory 
policy  which  looked  towards  avoiding  a  bitter  stru^le,  by  appeals  to 
the  loyal  sentiment  of  the  southern  States,  and  the  justification  in  the 
ultimate  rigid  prosecution  of  war,  should  that  fail ;  thus  placing  the 
government  in  a  consistent  and  peaceful  attitude  towards  foreign  na- 
tions, and  establishing,  by  long  forbearance,  the  dispcisition  of  one  sec- 
tion, in  the  majority  and  in  power,  to  concede  and  allay  the  animosities 
of  the  other  section,  in  the  minority,  and  defeated  at  the  ballot  box ; 
also,  that  if  the  struggle  endangered  the  existence  of  the  government 
and  Fnion  under  the  old  constitution,  that  the  President,  as  command- 
er-in-chief of  the  armies  and  navy  of  the  Bepublic,  would  be  justified 
by  Uie  civilized  world,  and  by  the  trust  reposed  in  him,  in  waging  war, 
even  to  the  destruction  of  institutionB  which  endangered  the  peace  of 
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all  other  nations,  and  which  foreign  powers  admit,  and  the  majority  of 
oar  own  people  had  declared,  as  subversive  of  the  constitution  and  dan- 
gerous to  the  existence  of  the  Union.  These  views  aie  perhaps  sound 
in  theory,  and  may  ultimately  redound  to  our  credit  in  historic  pages ;. 
but  I  never  altogether  sympathised  with  the  policy.  The  events  of  the 
war,  and  revolutions  in  public  sentiment,  have  sustained  the  warnings 
given  in  the  early  days  of  open  treason,  and  my  position  taken  at  the 
first  declaration  of  secession  and  war:  ^Hhat  secession  was  disunion/ 
that  to  concede  to  one  State  the  right  to  release  her  people  from  the 
duties  and  obligations  belonging  to  their  citizenship,  and  you  would  by 
that  act,  annihilate  the  sovereignty  of  the  Union,  by  prostrating  its 
ability  to  secure  allegiance  ;^'  also,  that  the  violation  of  law,  and  a  defi- 
ance of  the  authority  and  power  of  the  General  Government,  however 
small,  demanded  the  immediate  punishment  of  the  ofienders,  and  the 
complete  vindication  of  national  integrity;  and  tlmt  the  President 
should  immediately  employ  the  whole  material  of  the  government^ 
morale  political  and  physical^  if  need  be,  to  preserve,  protect  and  defend 
the  constitution  of  the  United  States. 

After  the  war  had  progressed  a  year,  and  the  mild  measures  which 
were  still  persistently  advocated  by  many  friends  of  the  administration,, 
and  with  all  the  evidence,  on  the  part  of  the  rebels,  foe  complete  pre- 
paration and  determination  to  wage  a  long  and  desperate  war  against 
the  government,  I  sent  the  President  the  following  dispatch  : 

EzxcuTin  Departicknt,  Sprimghild,  Illinois,  Jviy  Wth,  \Wi, 

PsisroEKT  LiHCOLX,  WothingUm^  D.  C: 

The  crisis  of  the  war  and  our  national  existence  is  upon  us  I  The  time  has  come  for  the 
adoptinn  of  more  decisive  measures.  Greater  yigor  and  earnofltness  must  be  infused  into 
our  military  movementa  Blows  must  be  struck  at  the  vital  parts  of  the  rebellion.  The 
government  should  employ  every  available  means  compatible  with  the  rules  of  warfare  to 
subject  the  traitors.  Summon  to  the  standard  of  the  Republic  all  meu  willing  to  fight  for 
the  Union.  Let  loyalty,  and  that  alone,  be  the  dividing  line  between  the  nation  and  its 
foes.  Generals  should  not  be  permitted  to  fritter  away  the  sinews  of  our  brave  men  in 
gutfding  the  property  of  traitors,  and  in  driving  back  into  their  hands  loyal  blacks,  who 
offer  us  their  labor,  and  seek  shelter  beneath  the  Federal  flag.  Shall  we  sit  supinely  by, 
and  see  the  war  sweep  off  the  youth  and  strength  of  the  land,  and  reftise  aid  from  that  class 
of  men,  who  are  at  least  worthy  foes  of  traitors  and  the  murderers  of  our  government  and 
of  our  children  ? 

Our  armies  should  be  directed  to  forage  on  the  enemy,  and  to  cease  paying  traitors  and 
their  abettors  exorbitant  exactions  for  food  needed  by  the  sick  or  hungry  soldier.  Mild  and 
conciliatory  means  have  been  tried  in  vain  to  recall  the  rebels  to  their  allegiance.  The 
conservative  policy  has  utterly  failed  to  reduce  traitors  to  obedience,  and  to  restore  the  su- 
preiriacy  of  the  laws.  They  have,  by  means  of  sweeping  conscriptions,  gathered  in  countless 
hordes,  and  threaten  to  beat  back  and  overwhelm  the  armies  of  the  Union.  With  blood  and 
treason  in  their  hearts,  they  flaunt  the  black  flag  of  rebellion  in  the  face  of  the  government, 
and  threaten  to  butcher  our  brave  and  loyal  armies  with  foreign  bayonets.  They  arm  ne- 
groes and  meiciless  savages  in  their  behalf. 

Mr.  Lincoln,  the  crisis  demands  greater  and  sterner  measures.  Proclaim  anew  the  good 
old  motto  of  the  Republic,  **  Liberty  and  Union,  now  and  forever,  one  and  inseparable," 
and  accept  the  services  of  tiU  loy<d  mai,  and  it  will  be  in  your  power  to  stamp  armies  out  of 
the  earth — irresistible  armies,  that  will  bear  our  banners  to  certain  victory. 

In  any  event,  Illinois,  already  alive  with  beat  of  drum,  and  resounding  with  the  tramp  of 
new  recruits,  will  respond  to  your  calL  Adopt  this  policy,  and  she  will  leap  like  a  flaming 
giant  into  the  fight 

,  This  policy  for  the  conduct  of  the  war  will  render  foreign  intervention  impossible,  and  tho 
•ran  of  the  Republic  invincible.  It  will  bring  the  conflict  to  a  speedy  close,  and  secure 
pssee  on  a  permanent  hwis.

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Impressed  with  these  views,  and  the  necessity  of  each  State  giving 
immediate  and  the  most  practical  support  to  the  government,  and  in- 
spired by  the  unparalleled  enthusiasm  of  the  people  of  Illinois,  I  asked 
that  millions  should  be  armed  where  the  government  asked,  in  limited 
calls,  only  for  a  few  hundred  thousand  men.  Bull  Run,  Carthage,  Wil- 
son's Creek,  and  the  attitude  of  Kentucky  and  Missouri,  painfully  de- 
monstrated the  inadequacy  of  preparation  on  the  part  of  the  government 
for  the  crisis ;  and  had  it  not  been  for  the  overpowering  uprising  of  the 
people  of  the  free  States,  and  their  loyal  and  determined  expression  to 
take  the  war  into  their  own  hands,  we  might  have  had  enacted  on  our 
own  soil  the  scenes  which  have  desolated  border  States,  and  the  country 
involved  in  a  strife  for  a  period  and  in  bitterness  far  exceeding  the 
darkest  periods  we  have  passed  in  the  last  three  years. 

Before  the  battle  of  Bull  Run,  and  before  important  points  being  oc- 
cupied by  rebel  troops — after  consultation  with  the  Governors  of  the 
loyal  States,  and  with  distinguished  citizens  of  Illinois,  who,  as  com- 
manding generals,  have  led  our  gallant  soldiers  to  brilliant  victories — 
I  recommended  the  occupation  of  New  Orleans,  Memphis,  Columbus, 
and  commanding  positions  op  the  Cumberland  and  Tennessee  rivers, 
by  United  States  regular  troops ;  thus  obviating  the  necessity  of  array- 
ing sections  against  each  other  by  the  employment  of  a  volunteer  army, 
and  plainly  foreshadowing  the  determination  of  the  government  to  firm- 
ly resist  and  punish  violations  of  law,  and  overwhelm  the  presumptuous 
insolence  of  rebel  leaders  in  the  act  of  inaugurating  rebellion  m  the 
States.  These  efforts  were  unavailing,  and  the  government  was  after- 
wards compelled  to  occupy  these  important  positions  by  larger  armies 
of  volunteer  troops,  and  at  fearful  sacrifice  of  life  and  expenditure  of 
millions  of  dollars.  The  conciliatory  policy,  so  destructive  to  our  inte- 
rests in  the  west,  entered  largely  into  the  organization  of  the  army 
formed  for  the  defense  of  the  national  capital,  and  offensive  operations 
in  Virginia;  and  we  had  the  lamentable  picture  of  the  General  chosen 
to  chief  command  issuing  orders  that  slaves  discovered  in  making  war 
for  the  government  against  their  rebellious  masters  should  be  put  down 
with  an  iron  hand,  and  one  temporizing  Governor  of  Missouri  pronounc- 
ing the  act  of  the  President,  in  calling  for  a  detachment  of  militia  to 
enforce  the  national  authority,  ^illegal,  unconstitutional,  revolutionary, 
inhuman,  diabolical,  and  cannot  be  complied  with."  Anotlier  replied 
that  "  Kentucky  will  furnish  no  troops  for  the  wicked  purpose  of  sub- 
duing her  sister  southern  States.;''  and  ''Tennessee  will  not  furnish  a 
single  man  for  coercion." 

Kid  glove  in  civil  council,  and  tid  glove  and  warm  sympathy  "for 
our  erring  southern  brethren"  in  the  organization  of  the  eastern  army, 
made  service  there  distasteful  to  western  volunteers ;  and  this  sentiment 
impressed  me  with  the  importance  of  securing  the  dose  consolidation 
of  our  State  forces  at  the  commencement  of  the  war ;  and,  as  far  as  it 
was  consistent  or  possible  for  me  to  do  so,  I  secured  the  intimate  asso- 
ciation of  all  our  re^ments  in  brigade  and  division  organizations  in  the 
field.  This  also  facilitated  the  convenient  distribution  of  supplies  then 
issued  by  the  State  for  the  General  ^Government;  provided  the  earliest 
relief  possible  to  the  largest  nnmbec,  after  long  marches  and  severe  en- 
gagements; affordied  the  easiest  aad  cheapest  transit  of  aanitary  snp- 
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pUea  to  field  and  general  hospitals ;  and  conoentrated  onr  contingents 
to  the  national  army  in  corps  designed  for  campaigns  through  territory 
{amiliar  to  both  officers  and  men,  and  in  which  they  would  more  speed- 
ily develop  their  genius  for  military  life,  and  render  the  roost  efficient 
and  practical  service  to  the  government.  It  was  natural  to  presume  that 
our  yonng  men  who  passed  their  early  days  in  States  south  of  the  Ohio, 
and  deplored  the  dedication  of  their  old  homissteadi)  and  associations  to 
the  cause  of  rebellion;  and  that  the  immigrant  from  New  England,  the 
Middle  States,  and  Europe,  dwelling  upon  onr  fertile  prairies,  anf 
growing  rich  and  independent  from  me  products  of  free  labor,  wouli 
recc^ize  the  importance  and  more  zealously  prosecute  the  re-conquest 
of  the  valley  of  the  Mississippi,  and  the  control  of  its  great  river — our 
natural  outlet  to  the  ocean,  so  vital  to  the  success  of  our  enemies,  and 
80  necessary  to  the  protection  of  our  local  interests,  and  the  integrity  of 
the  Union — and  that  our  whole  people  would  sympathize  with  and  sus^ 
tain  efforts  to  thus  gather  and  unite  the  whole  strength  of  the  State  in 
solid  force  against  treason,  and  for  the  restoration  of  the  national  unity, 
perfect  in  all  its  parts. 

Belmont,  Donelson,  Island  No.  10,  Shiloh,  Corinth,  Parker's  Cross 
Roads,  Port  Gibson,  Eajmond,  Champion  Hills,  Black  River,  Siege  of 
Vicksbnrg,  Perry ville.  Stone  River,  Chickamauga,  Lookout  Mountain, 
Atlanta,  Franklin,  Nashville,  and  the  triumphal  march  of  Sherman, 
speak  in  thunder  tones  of  the  consolidated  efforts  of  Illinois,  vying 
with  the  volunteers  of  other  States  in  battling  for  the  Union. 

We  liave  lost  thousands  of  our  best  men,  and  whole  regiments  and 
batteries,  in  the  conflicts  of  this  fearful  war;  but  we  have  not  to  deplore 
the  decimation  of  the  ranks  of  gallant  regiments,  led  by  timid  and  halt- 
ing generals  on  fruitless  and  purposeless  campaigns,  prosecuted  without 
skill  or  vigor,  and  with  the  deplorable  morale  of  a  fear  to  punish  trai- 
tors not  actually  in  arms,  and  the  employment  of  the  best  strength  of 
their  armies  in  protecting  rebel  property. 

The  following  exhibits  the  quotas  of  the  State  under  respective  calls 
since  commencement  of  the  war,  and  the  number  of  men  furnished  to 
the  national  armies  to  the  present  time:

During  the  years  1861,  1862,  and  to  the  18th  day  of  October,  1 863, 
the  State,  by  voluntary  enlistment,  had  exceeded  its  quota  under  all 
calls.  Prior  to  that  date  settlements  had  not  been  made  with  the  War 
Department,  because  of  the  voluntary  action  of  our  people  in  meeting 
the  requirements  of  the  country  and  their  persistence  in  organizing, 
with  unparalleled  enthusiasm  and  determination,  a  larger  number  of 
raiments  and  batteries  than  the  actual  quota  under  each  levy  called 
for.     Prior  to  17th  October,  1863,  the  State  had  furnished  and  been 
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credited  with  one  hundred  and  twenty-five  thousand  three  hundred  and 
twenty-one  (125,321)  men — a  surphis  of  eight  thousand  one  hundred 
and  fifty-one  (8,151)  over  all  other  calls,  to  be  credited  to  our  quota  for 
that  call,  and  which  reduced  it  to  19,779  men ;  and  we  claimed,  be- 
sides, other  credits,  which  could  not  be  fully  adjusted  becapse  of  im- 
perfect record  of  citizens  (and  in  some  cases  whole  companies  of  lUi- 
noisans)  who  had  entered  the  service  in  regiments  of  other  States,  at 
times  when  our  quotas  on  special  calls  were  full,  and  because  of  which 
I  was  compelled  to  decline  their  services.  Six  thousand  and  thirty-two 
(6,032)  citizens  of  Illinois  prior  to  that  date  had  been  enlisted  in  Mis- 
souri regiments,  and  residents  of  Missouri  had  enlisted  and  been  mus- 
tered in  Illinois  regiments,  which  left  a  credit,  as  between  the  States, 
in  favor  of  Illinois  of  4,373  men. 

After  adjustment  of  credit  of  125,321,  at  and  prior  to  October,  1863, 
it  was  ascertained  we  were  entitled  to  an  additional  credit  of  10,947, 
which  increased  the  number  enrolled  in  our  own  regiments^  and  for 
which  we  were  entitled  to  credit  prior  to  that  call,  to  136,268 — leaving 
the  whole  account,  at  that  date,  thus :

At  this  time  there  was  a  claim  made  by  the  State  for  volunteers  pre- 
viously furnished,  which  would  more  than  account  for  the  balance 
against  us  of  4,459.  This  adjustment  was  made  in  February,  1864,  and 
was  exdtcsive  of  old  regiments  re-enlisting  as  veterans^  and  disclosed 
the  fact  that  at  the  time  the  first  draft  was  ordered,  viz:  January  1st, 
1864,  under  the  call  of  October,  1863,  Illinois  had  exceeded  her  quota, 
and,  by  the  voluntarily  demonstrated  patriotism  of  her  people,  was  free 
from  draft. 

The  unadjusted  balances  of  the  State  claimed  as  above  were  allowed 
in  the  settlement  made  with  the  War  Department,  in  August  last. 

Between  the  first  day  of  October,  1863,  and  the  first  day  of  Decem- 
ber, 1864,  we  have  furnished  and  received  additional  credits  for  fifty- 
five  thousand  six  hundred  and  nineteen  (55,619)  men  which,  added  to 
credit  of  140,641  to  October  1,  1863,  makes  197,260  men,  which  leaves 
our  whole  account  thus :

The  deficit  of  one  hundred  men  has  been  more  than  balanced  by  en- 
listments during  the  mouth  of  Decembr,  1864. 
Of  the  entire  quota  of  one  hundred  and  niuety-SQven  thousand  three 
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hnndred  and  sixty  (197,360)  men,  we  have  famished  one  hundred  and 
ninety'four  thousand  one  htmdred  and  ninety-eight  (194,198)  vohmteers 
and  three  thousand  and  sixty4wo  (8,062)  drafted  m^n— organized  as 
follows : 
138  regiments  and  one  battalion  of  infantry. 
17  regiments  of  cavalry. 
2  regiments  and  8  batteries  of  artillery.

After  the  fall  of  Yicksbarg,  in  1868,  and  General  Sherman's  raid  in- 
to Mississippi,  Georgia  and  Alabama,  active  military  operations  were 
transferred  from  the  Mississippi  to  Eastern  Tennessee  and  Georgia. 
The  forces  of  the  enemy,  daring  the  winter  of  1868-4,  were  being 
largely  increased  and  careftiUy  prepared  for  a  desperate  spring  and  snm* 
mer  camj>aign,  east  and  west,  ana  in  April  he  had  concentrated  his 
strength  for  offensive  operations  in  Virginia  and  Georgia,  or,  in  the 
event  of  our  advance,  for  the  most  determined  and  bitter  resistance. 
To  hold  the  vast  extent  of  country  wrested  from  the  enemy,  embracing 
many  States  and  territories,  many  thousands  of  miles  of  sea  coast,  the 
whole  length  of  the  Mississippi,  and  most  of  her  tribntaries,  and  pro- 
tect oar  long  lines  of  sea  and  river  coast  and  rail  communication,  re- 
quired an  immense  stationary  force.  The  towns  and  cities  surrounding 
strongholds,  posts  and  garrisons,  situated  in  the  midst  of  a  doubtfm 
and  in  most  part  disloyal  population,  required  too  great  a  portion  of 
our  large  army  for  their  protection  and  defense.  In  view  of  these  cir- 
eamstances,  and  of  the  palpable  evidence  which  surrounded  us  that  the 
battles  about  to  be  fougnt  in  Virginia  by  the  army  under  the  direct  su- 
pervision of  Lieutenant  General  Grantj  and  in  Georgia  under  General

Sherman,  wonld  donbtless  decide  the  fate  of  the  coontrj,  the  Governors 
of  the  Northwestern  States  believed  that  the  efficiency  of  the  armj  and 
the  prospects  of  crowning  victories  to  the  national  arms  would  be  greatly 
increased  by  a  volanteer  force,  immediately  raised,  and  which  should 
occupy  the  points  already  taken  aud  relieve  our  veteran  troops,  and 
send  them  forward  to  join  the  main  army  soon  to  engage  the  effective 
forces  of  the  enemy.  I  therefore,  in  connection  with  Governors 
Brough  of  Ohio,  Morton  of  Indiana,  and  Stone  of  Iowa,  offered  the 
President  infantry  troops  for  one  hundred  days'  service,  to  be  organized 
under  regulations  of  the  War  Department,  and  to  be  clothed,  equipped, 
armed,  subsisted,  transported  and  paid  as  other  United  States  intautry 
volunteers,  and  to  serve  in  fortifications  wherever  their  services  might 
be  required,  within  or  without  the  State.  There  bein^  no  law  autlio* 
rizing  it,  no  bounty  could  be  paid  or  the  service  credited  on  any  draft. 
Our  quota  offered  was  20,000  men,  which  was  a  fair  proportion  to  the 
aggregate  number  (85,000)  to  be  made  up  by  all  of  said  States. 

Our  regiments,  under  this  call,  performed  indispensable  and  invalu- 
able services  in  Kentucky,  Tennessee  and  Missouri,  relieving  garrisons 
of  veteran  troops,  who  were  sent  to  the  front,  took  part  in  uie  Atlanta 
campaign,  several  of  them,  also,  composing  a  part  of  that  glorious  army 
that  has  penetrated  the  very  vitals  of  the  rebellion,  and  plucked  some 
of  the  bnghtest  laurels  that  this  heroic  age  has  woven  for  the  patriot 
soldier.  Five  of  our  one  hundred  days'  regiments,  alter  their  term  of 
service  had  expired,  voluntai*ily  extended  their  engagement  with  the 
government,  and  marched  to  the  relief  of  the  gallant  and  able  Kose- 
crans,  who,  at  the  head  of  an  inadequate  and  poorly  appointed  army, 
was  contending  against  fearful  odds  for  the  preservation  of  St.  Louis 
and  the  safety  of  Missouri.  The  officers  and  soldiers  of  these  regiments 
evinced  the  highest  soldierly  qualities,  and  fully  sustained  the  proud 
record  our  veterans  have  ever  maintained  in  the  field— and  the  State 
and  country  owe  them  lasting  gratitude,  and  we  have,  in  a  great  degree, 
to  attribute  our  successes  in  Virginia  and  Georgia  to  the  timely  organi- 
zation and  efficient  services  of  the  one  hundred  day  volunteers,  furnish- 
ed by  all  of  said  States.  The  President  has,  by  order,  returned  them 
Ihe  thanks  of  the  government  and  the  nation  for  the  service  thus  ren- 
dered, and  accords  the  full  measure  of  praise  to  them,  as  our  supporters 
and  defenders  in  the  rear,  to  which  the  regular  reserve  force  of  large 
armies  are  always  entitled. 

BBOBUrriNG  SS&TIOB. 

The  General  Government  has  aimed  to  divide  the  burden  of  supply* 
ing  troops  for  the  national  army  equally  between  the  loyal  States,  and, 
according  to  the  best  information  attainable,  I  believe  the  States  have 
responded  fully.  To  husband  the  resources  of  the  State,  in  its  number 
of  arms-bearing  men,  I  have  thrown  every  guard  possible  around  the 
recruiting  system.  In  1861,  by  proclamation,  iseued  in  July,  I  forbade 
the  recruitment  of  volunteers  in  Illinois  for  the  regiments  of  other 
States,  and  discouraged  our  citizens  from  leaving  the  State  to  join  the 
organizations  of  others— but  in  that  year  was  partially  unsuccessful,  be- 
cause of  the  small  number  of  regiments  accepted  in  proportion  to  the 
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very  large  nmnber  of  onr  dtizens  who  tendered  their  services.    Dili- 

{i;eDt  efforts  were  made  to  trace  out  organizations  and  individuals  who 
eft  the  State  under  these  circumstances,  and  the  records  in  the  Adju- 
tant General's  ofSce  exhibit  our  success  in  reclaiming  several  whole 
regiments,  and  nearly  10,000  men,  distributed  through  various  regi- 
ments of  Missouri  and  other  sister  States. 

In  1861  and  1862  a  few  arrests  were  made  for  violation  of  the  order, 
and  parties  guilty,  upon  surrendering  the  recruits,  were  dismissed,  upon 
obligation  to  observe  the  prohibition  in  future.  In  1863  there  was  no 
marked  violation  of  the  regulation ;  but,  in  1864,  when  the  emergencies 
and  casualties  of  the  services  demanded  the  reinforcement  and  large  in- 
crease of  the  army,  many  of  the  States  became  almost  exhausted  in 
number  of  citizens  who  could  voluntarily  offer  their  services  to  the 
country ;  and,  to  protect  their  agricultural,  manufacturing  and  other  in- 
dustrial interests,  their  legislatures  had  provided,  by  law,  for  the  pay* 
ment  of  large  bounties,  from  their  State  treasuries,  and  authorized 
towns  and  counties  also  to  pay  bounties,  and  to  levy  a  tax  to  provide 
for  the  same — ^thus  affording  additional  inducements  (to  residents  of 
other  States,  nut  making  such  provisions,)  to  the  general  bounty  and 
premium  provided  by  laws  of  Congress. 

The  enrollment  act  of  last  Congress  also  provided  for  enlistment  of 
volunteer  recruits  in  insurrectionary  districts,  and  provided  for  the  ap- 
pointment, by  Governors  of  the  resi>ective  States,  of  agents  to  recruit 
there,  at  State  expense,  and  that  volunteers,  thus  enlisted,  should  be 
credited  to  the  quota  of  the  town,  township,  ward  of  a  city,  precinct,  or 
election  district  of  a  county  procuring  them. 

As  there  was  no  State  law  for,  or  appropriation  made,  from  which  to 
pay  the  expenses  of  this  system,  I  was  unable  to  employ  agents  to  re- . 
emit  for  the  State ;  but  in  my  proclamation  of  August  9th,  1864,  an- 
nouncing the  quotas  and  credits  to  July  18th,  1864,  and  calling  upon 
the  people  to  ml  our  quota  by  volunteering,  this  system  was  fully  pre- 
sented, and  towns,  cities  and  districts  invited,  at  their  own  expense,  to 
avail  themselves  of  the  privileges  of  the  law  and  orders  of  the  war  de- 
partment, made  in  pursuance  thereof,  to  meet  delinquencies  of  past  calls, 
or  to  fill  np  their  quotas  under  the  call  of  July  18th,  1864,  then  pend- 
ing. A  very  small  number  had  agents  appointed,  but  I  believe,  with- 
out practical  results — ^the  inducements  they  were  enabled  to  offer  being 
inferior  to  those  presented  by  agents  of  other  States. 

To  provide  against  the  enlistment  of  citizens  of  this  State,  or  persons, 
white  and  colored,  who  had  taken  refuge  here  from  States  or  districts  in 
rebellion,  in  the  regiments,  or  to  be  used  as  the  contribution  of  wealthy 
counties  or  localties  of  other  States,  which  would  result  in  increasing 
the  burdens  of  war  (either  in  men  or  doUa/rs)  upon  our  citizens,  I  deem- 
ed it  proper  to  issue  the  following  proclamation :

It  is  henhy  ordered  thai  do  recmitiiig  for  oompaoies  or  regiments  of  oiher  States  shaU  be 
petmicted  in  thn  Sute. 

AU  recmiting  oflBcers  and  agents  for  other  States,  and  the  agent  or  attomej^s  of  compa- 
Biea  onanised  to  proenie  substitntes  for  persons  drafted  in  other  States,  are  hereby  peremp- 
torily focbidden  to  recruit  or  enUst  Tolnnleers  or  substitutes  within  this  State  during  tho 
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This  order  shall  apply  to  all  residents  or  oiiizena  of  Illinpis,  as  well  as  the  oitisens  of  other 
States,  rocraiting  within  this  State  for  regiments  of  other  States. 

All  recruiting  agants  for  Illinois  regiments.  Provost  Marshals,  and  loyal  citizens  are  re- 
quested to  give  notice  of  any  vioUtion  of  this  order,  that  offenders  may  be  arrested  and 
punished,  and  the  objects  designed  by  this  limitation  to  recruiting  entirely  accomplished. 

Illinois  has  heretofore  promptly  responded  to  all  calls  for  volunteers,  and  it  behooves 
every  good  citizen  to  contribute  evory  reasonable  influence  to  sustain  our  veteran  regiments, 
which  have  so  honored  the  State  in  efforts  to  sustain  the  Union,  and  I  earnestly  entreat  all 
citizens  who  desire  to  enter  the  military  service  of  the  country  to  Join  Illinois  regiments 
only.  As  our  brave  boys  have  struggled  to  give  our  State  its  proud  position,  let  us  eschew 
all  selfish  inducements  (presented  by  other  States)  and  generously  sustain  them  and  our 
yeteran  organizations  in  the  field.  KIGHARD  YAT£S,  Oovtmor. 

Besides  enforcini^  the?  view  that  the  State  should  not  be  called  upon 
or  allowed  to  furnish  more  than  her  quota,  I  was  impelled  to  insist  upon 
her  husbanding  our  resources  for  the  future  demands  of  the  country ; 
also,  by  a  desire  to  have  our  entire  quota  assigned  to  our  old  regiments, 
that  they  might,  without  consolidation,  retain  their  names  and  organi- 
zations, rendered  illustrious  by  gallant  deeds  on  scores  of  battle-fields  ; 
and  in  justice  to  tried  officers,  who  could  not  be  promoted  until  their 
companies  and  regiments  were  full;  and  because  of  the  immediate 
effectiveness  of  new  recruits,  in  veteran  organizations,  under  experi- 
enced officers.  I  am  glad  to  state  that  the  Secretary  of  War  issued 
orders  to  the  United  States  officers,  on  duty  in  this  State,  to  enforce 
the  provisions  of  the  order. 

In  prompt  support  of  the  government  at  home,  and  in  response  to 
calls  for  troops,  tne  State  stands  pre-eminently  in  the  lead  among  her 
loyal  sisters ;  and  every  click  of  the  telegraph  heralds  the  perseverance 
of  Illinois  generals,  and  the  indomitable  courage  and  bravery  of  Illinois 
sons,  in  every  engagement  of  the  war.  Our  State  has  furnished  a  very 
large  contingent  to  the  fighting  strength  of  our  national  army.  In  the 
West,  the  history  of  the  war  is  brilliant  with  recitations  of  the  skill  and 

frowess  of  our  general,  field,  staff  and  line  officers,  and  hundreds  of 
llinois  boys  in  the  ranks  are  specially  singled  out  and  commended  by 
Generals  Grant,  Sherman,  and  other  generals  of  this  and  other  states, 
for  their  noble  deeds  and  manly  daring  on  hotly  contested  fields.  One 
gallant  Illinois  boy  is  mentioned  as  being  the  first  to  plant  the  stars  and 
stiipes  at  Donelson ;  another,  at  a  critical  moment,  anticipates  the  com- 
mands of  a  superior  officer,  in  hurrying  forward  an  ammunition  train, 
and  supervising  hand  grenades,  by  cutting  short  the  fuses  of  heavy 
shell,  and  hurling  them,  with  his  own  hands,  in  front  of  au  assaulting 
column,  into  a  strong  redoubt  at  ^icksburg;  and  the  files  of  my  office 
and  those  of  the  Adjutant  General  are  full  of  letters  mentioning  for 
promotion  hundreds  of  private  soldiers,  who  have,  on  every  field  of  the 
war,  distinguished  themselves  by  personal  gallantry,  at  trying  and 
*  critical  peri<K]s.  The  list  of  promotions  from  the  field  and  staff  of  our 
regiments  to  lieutenant  and  major  generals,  for  gallant  conduct,  and  the 
pre-requisites  for  efficient  and  successful  command,  compares  brilliantly 
with  the  names  supplied  by  all  other  states,  and  is  positive  proof  of  the 
wisdom  of  the  Government  in  conferring  honors  and  responsibilities ; 
and  the  patient,  vigilant  and  tenacious  record  made  by  our  veteran 
regiments,  in  the  camp,  on  the  march,  and  in  the  field,  is  made  a  snb- 

1'ect  of  praise  by  the  whole  country,  and  will  be  the  theme  for  poets  and 
listorians  of  all  lands,  for  all  time. 
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Prominent  among  the  many  distineaisheJ  names  who  have  borne 
their  early  commissions  from  Illinois,  I  refer,  with  special  pride,  to  tlie 
character  and  priceless  services  to  the  country  of  Ulysses  8.  Grant. 
In  April,  1861,  he  tendered  his  personal  services  to  iine,  saying  that  he 
"had  been  the  recipient  of  a  military  edncation  at  West  Point,  and 
that  now,  when  the  country  was  involved  in  a  war  for  its  preservation 
and  safety,  he  thought  it  his  duty  to  oiier  his  services  in  defense  of  the 
Union,  and  that  he  would  esteem  it  a  privilege  to  be  assigned  to  any 
position  where  he  could  be  useful."  The  plain,  straight-forward  de- 
meanor of  the  man,  and  the  modesty  and  earnestness  which  character- 
ized his  offer  of  assistance,  at  once  awakened  a  lively  interest  in  him, 
aud  impressed  me  with  a  desire  to  secure  his  counsel  for  the  benefit  of 
volunteer  organizations  then  forming  for  government  service.  At  first, 
I  assigned  him  a  desk  in  the  executive  office;  and  his  familiarity  with 
military  organization  and  regulations  made  him  an  invaluable  assistant 
in  my  own  and  the  office  of  the  Adjutant  General.  Soon  his  admira- 
ble qualities  as  a  military  commander  became  apparent,  and  I  assigned 
him  to  the  command  of  the  camps  of  organization  at  ^^  Camp  Yates," 
Springfield,  "Camp  Grant,"  Mattoon,  and  ^Camp  Douglas,"  at  Anna, 
Union  county,  at  which  the  7th,  8th,  9th,  loth,  lltli,  12th^  18th,  19th 
and  2l8t  re^ments  of  Illinois  volunteers,  raised  under  the  call  of  the 
President,  of  the  15th  of  April,  and  under  the  "Ten  liegiraent  Bill," 
of  the  extraordinary  session  of  the  Legislature,  convened  April  23rd, 
1861,  were  rendezvoused.  His  employment  had  special  reference  to 
the  organization  and  muster  of  these  forces — the  first  six  into  United 
States,  and  the  last  three  into  the  State  service.  This  was  accomplished 
about  the  tenth  day  of  May,  1861,  at  which  time  he  left  the  State  for  a 
brief  period,  on  a  visit  to  his  father,  at  Covington,  Kentucky. 

The  2l8t  regiment  of  Illinois  volunteers,  raised  in  Macon,  Cumber- 
land, Piatt,  Douglas,  Moultrie,  Edgar,  Clay,  Clark,  Crawford  and  Jas- 
ST  counties,  for  thirty  days'  State  service,  organized  at  the  camp  at 
attoon,  preparatory  to  three  years'  service  for  the  Government,  had 
become  very  much  demoralized,  under  the  thirty  days'  experiment,  and 
doubts  arose  in  relation  to  their  acceptance  for  a  longer  period.  I  was 
much  perplexed  to  find  an  efficient  and  experienced  officer  to  take  com- 
mand of  the  regiment,  and  take  it  into  the  three  years'  service.  I  or- 
dered the  regiment  to  Camp  Yates.  I  decided  to  ofter  the  command 
to  Capt.  Grant,  and  accordingly  telegraphed  him,  at  Covington,  Ken- 
tucky, tendering  him  the  colonelcy.  'Ho  immediately  reported,  accept- 
ing  the  commission,  taking  rank  as  colonel  of  that  regiment  from  the 
loth  day  of  June,  1861.  Thirty  days  previous  to  that  time  the  regi- 
ment numbered  over  one  thousand  men ;  but  in  consequence  of  laxity 
in  discipline  of  the  first  commanding  officer,  and  other  discouraging 
ohistacles  connected  with  the  acceptance  of  troops  at  that  time,  but  six 
hundred  and  three  men  were  found  willing  to  enter  the  three  years' 
service.  In  less  than  ten  days  Col.  Grant  filled  the  regiment  to  the 
maximum  standard,  and  brought  it  to  a  state  of  discipline  seldom  at- 
tained in  the  volunteer  service,  in  so  short  a  time.  His  was  the  only 
regiment  that  left  the  camp  of  organization  on  foot  He  marched  from 
Springfield  to  the  Illinois  river,  but,  in  an  emergency  requiring  troops 
to  operato  against  Missouri  rebels,  the  regiment  was  transported  Dy

rail  to  Quincy,  and  Col.  Grant  was  assigned  to  command  for  the  pro- 
tection of  the  Quincy  and  Palmyra,  and  Hannibal  and  St.  Joseph  rail- 
roads. He  soon  distinguished  himself  as  a  regimental  commander,  in 
the  field,  and  his  claims  for  increased  rank  were  recognized  by  his 
friends  in  Springfield,  and  his  promotion  insisted  upon,  before  his  mer- 
its and  services  were  fairly  understood  at  Washington.  His  promotion 
was  made  upon  the  ground  of  his  military  education,  fifteen  years'  ser- 
vices as  a  lieutenant  and  captain  in  the  regular  army,  (during  which 
time  he  was  distinguished  in  the  Mexican  war,)  his  great  success  in  or- 
ganizing and  disciplining  his  regiment,  and  for  his  energetic  and  vigor- 
ous prosecution  of  the  campaign  in  J^orth  Missouri,  and  the  earnestness 
with  which  he  entered  into  the  great  work  of  waging  war  against  the 
traitorous  enemies  of  his  country.  His  iirst  great  oattle  was  at  Bel- 
mont, an  engagement  which  became  necessary  to  protect  our  south- 
western army  in  Missouri  from  overwhelming  forces  being  rapidly  con- 
solidated against  it  from  Arkansas,  Tennessee,  and  Columbus,  Ken- 
tucky. The  struggle  was  a  desperate  one,  but  the  tenacity  and  soldierly 
qualities  of  Grant  and  his  invincible  little  army  gave  us  the  first  practi- 
cal victory  in  the  West.  TJie  balance  of  his  shining  record  is  indelibly 
written  in  the  history  of  Henry,  Donelsou,  Shiloh,  Corinth,  Vicksburg, 
Chattanooga,  the  Wilderness,  Siege  of  Richmond,  and  the  intricate  and 
difiScuIt  command  as  lieutenant  general  of  the  armies  of  the  Union — 
written  in  the  blood  and  sacrifices  of  the  heroic  braves  who  have  fallen, 
following  him  to  glorious  victory — written  upon  the  hearts  and  memo- 
ries of  the  loyal  millions  who  are  at  the  hearth-stones  of  our  gallant 
and  unconquerable  ^^  Boys  in  Blue.''  The  impress  of  his  genius  stamps 
our  armies,  from  one  end  of  the  Bepublic  to  the  other;  and  the  secret 
of  bis  success  in  executing  his  plans,  is  in  the  love,  enthusiasm  and 
confidence  he  inspires  in  the  soldier  in  the  ranks,  the  harmony  and  re- 
spect of  his  subordinate  officers,  his  own  respect  for  and  deference  to 
the  wishes  and  commands  of  the  President,  aud  his  sympathy  with  the 
Government  in  its  war  policy. 

As  evidence  of  the  materials  of  the  State  of  Illinois  for  war  pur- 
poses, at  the  beginning  of  the  war,  and  a  pleasing  incident  of  Grant's 
career,  I  refer  to  an  article  in  a  Vicksburg  paper,  the  **  Weekly  Sun,'* 
of  May  18th,  1861,  which  ridicules  our  enfeebled  and  unprepared  con- 
dition, and  says:  ''An  official  report  made  to  Governor  Yates,  of  lUi* 
nois,  by  one  Captain  Grant,  says  that  after  examining  all  the  State 
armories,  he  finds  the  muskets  amount  to  just  nine  hundred  and  four, 
and  of  them  only  sixty  in  serviceable  condition."  ]^ow  the  name  of 
that  man,  who  was  looking  up  the  rusty  muskets  in  Illinois,  is  glory- 
crowned  with  shining  victories,  and  will  fill  thousands  of  history's 
brightest  pages  to  the  end  of  time.  I  know  well  the  secret  of  his 
power;  for  afterward,  when  I  saw  him  at  head-quarters,  upon  the 
march,  and  on  the  battle-field,  in  his  plain,  thread-bare  uniform,  modest 
in  his  deportment,  careful  of  the  wants  of  the  humblest  soldier,  person- 
ally inspecting  all  the  dispositions  and  divisions  of  his  army,  cairn  and 
courageous  amidst  the  most  destructive  fire  of  the  enemy,  it  was  evident 
that  he  had  the  confidence  of  every  man,  from  the  highest  ofiicer  down 
to  the  humblest  drummer  boy  in  his  whole  command.  His  generalship 
rivals  that  of  Alexander  and  Napoleon,  and  his  armies  eclipse  those  of 
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Greece  and  Rome,  in  their  proudest  days  of  imperial  grandenr.  He  is 
a  gift  of  the  Almighty  Father  to  THE  Nation,  in  its  extremity,  and  he 
has  won  his  way  to  the  exalted  position  he  occupies  through  his  own 
great  perseverance,  skill  and  indomitable  bravery ;  and  it  is  inexcusably 
vain  for  any  man  to  claim  that  he  has  made  Grant,  or  that  he  has  given 
Grant  to  the  country,  or  that  he  can  control  hip  great  genius  and  deeds 
for  the  private  ends  of  selfish  and  corrupt  political  ambition. 

WAR  EXPENDITURES. 

The  inability  of  the  Government  to  clothe,  arm,  subsist,  transport 
and  pay  the  first  quota  of  troops,  devolved  upon  the  State  extensive 
eipenditures. 

The  Legislature,  specially  convened  in  April,  1861,  provided  for  sup- 
plying troops  raised  under  the  first  calls,  and  passed  laws  authorizing 
the  issuing  of  bonds  to  defray  war  expenses,  and  the  appointment  of  a 
board  of  army  officers,  to  audit  accounts.  This  board  were  governed 
by  the  provisions  of  the  State  law  in  adjusting  war  claims,  and,  upon 
their  recommendation,  approved  by  the  Governor,  the  Auditor  issued 
warrants  on  the  Treasurer  to  claimants.  The  difficulty  of  getting  ac- 
counts of  the  State  adjusted,  and  reimbursements  from  the  United 
States,  created  the  necessity  of  frequent  journeys  to  Washington,  by 
myself  and  agents,  as  it  was  found  impossible,  in  the  immense  pressure 
upon  the  departments,  to  accomplish  much  without  persistent  personal 
application.  It  was  at  length  found  necessary  to  adopt  the  plan  of 
other  states,  and  appoint  a  State  agent  there.  Hon.  Thos.  H.  Campbell, 
formerly  State  Auaitor,  was  appointed,  and  gave  constant  attention  to 
the  settlement  of  the  State  accounts,  up  to  the  time  of  his  death.  Af- 
terward, Hon.  James  C.  Conkiing  was  employed  to  go  to  Washington 
and  press  the  settlement  of  our  accounts,  and  succeeded  in  procuring 
pajrment  of  anfficient  sums  to  relieve  the  Treasurer  from  the  pressure 
of  claimants  holding  warrants  on  the  war  fund.  But  owing  to  the  im- 
mense pressnre  of  business  upon  the  Treasury  Department,  and  diffi- 
culties experienced  in  making  satisfactory  explanations  of  accounts  sus- 
pended and  disallowed,  he  found  it  impossible,  at  the  time  of  his  last 
visit,  to  secare  a  final  adjustment  of  our  claims. 

In  March,  1864r,  I  sent  Col.  John  S.  Loomis,  who  had  been  connected 
with  the  State  Department  from  the  commencement  of  the  war — first 
as  Assistant  Adjutant  General,  and  recently,  as  my  principal  aid-de- 
camp— ^to  Washington,  with  instructions  to  urge  final  adjustment  of  all 
our  accounts.  His  extensive  acquaintance  with  the  origin  and  history 
of  our  military  organization,  and  contracting  and  settlement  of  war 
claims,  enabled  him  to  make  full  explanation  of  our  vouchers,  and  pro- 
secute appeals  from  what  were  considered  erroneons  decisions  of  adjust- 
ing officers  of  the  Treasury,  in  disallowing  and  suspending  a  part  of  our 
daims.  He  was  accompanied  by  Gen.  John  Wood,  Quartermaster 
General  of  the  State,  whose  services  were  required  to  aid  settlement  of 
the  class  of  cl^ms  originating  in  his  department.  From  the  report  of 
Col.  Loomis,  and  copies  of  his  appeals  on  suspended  and  disallowed 
aeoounts,  herewith  transmitted,  it  will  be  seen  that  the  claims  of  the 
Stale  against  the  Government,  filed  in  the  Treasury  Department,  for 
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war  expenses,  amounted  to  three  millions  eight  hundred  and  twelve 
thousand  five  hundred  and  twenty-five  dollars  and  fifty-four  cents, 
($3,812,525  54;)  of  which  amount  there  has  been  allowed,  on  various 
settlements  with  the  Third  Auditor,  three  millions  seven  hundred  and 
twenty-six  thousand  seven  hundred  and  ninety-two  dollars  and  eighty- 
seven  cents,  ($3,726,792  87 ;)  leaving  a  dltferenco  between  the  claims 
and  allowances,  in  that  department,  of  eighty-five  thousand  seven  hun- 
dred and  thirty-two  dollars  and  sixty-seven  cents,  ($86,732  67,)  sue- 
})ended  and  disallowed,  because,  in  the  opinion  of  the  said  Auditor,  the 
aw  did  not  sufticiently  provide  for  them.  Of  the  amount  allowed  by 
the  Third  Auditor,  and  passed  to  the  Second  Comptroller  of  the  Treas- 
ury, it  will  also  be  seen  that  the  Comptroller  suspended  nearly  all  of  our 
State  claims,  upon  ground  of  insufficiency  of  vouchers,  but  which  de- 
cision, upon  the  appeal  of  Col.  Loomis,  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury 
reversed,  and  ordered  a  settlement  of  the  accounts.  An  appeal  was 
also  taken  upon  the  suspension  and  disallowment  of  accounts  in  the 
Third  Auditor's  office,  ($85,732  67,)  which  is  set  forth  in  the  report.     . 

I  am  recently  advised,  by  letter  from  the  Treasury  Department,  that 
upon  last  settlement  there  was  found  to  be  due  the  State  four  liundred 
and  sixty-eight  thousand  two  hundred  and  sixty-five  dollars  and  ninety- 
eight  cents,  ($468,265  98,)  and  that  the  amount  of  suspensions  and 
disallowances  has  been  reduced  to  twenty-seven  thousand  three  hun- 
dred and  ninety  dollars  and  seventy-four  cents,  ($27,390  74.) 

Thirty  thousand  dollars  have  recently  been  paid  by  the  Government 
on  the  balance  found  due  on  our  accounts ;  wnich  sum  is  sufficient  to 
pay  off  all  warrants  drawn  upon  the  State  Treasury  against  the  war 
fund. 

There  being  no  provision  made  by  the  Legislature  for  paying  contin- 
gent expenses  of  the  State  government,  or  lor  expenses  of  prosecuting 
claims  against  the  Government,  the  expenses  incurred  since  the  death 
of  Mr.  Campbell  have  been  advanced  by  these  agents,  who  should  be 
reimbursed  by  the  State. 

In  this  connection,  I  desire  to  call  your  attention  specially  to  the  re- 
port of  Col.  Loomis.  It  gives  a  complete  history  of  a  necessity  for  iQl 
the  expenses  incurred  by  the  b'tate  for  the  General  Government,  and, 
in  my  opinion,  clearly  establishes  the  right  of  the  State  to  reimburse- 
ment of  every  dollar  wo  have  advanced,  and  which  yet  remain  sus- 
pended. 

RBPOBT  07  THB  ADJUTAlTr  GENERAL. 

I  regret  that  on  account  of  the  severe  illness  of  Adjutant  General 
A.  C.  Fuller,  in  November  and  December  last,  he  has  been  unable  to 
submit  his  regular  biennial  report.  I  transmit  herewith  a  communica- 
tion from  him,  exhibiting  the  expenses  of  his  department  during  the 
past  two  years,  the  inadequate  appropriations  made  by  the  Legislatare 
to  meet  such  expenses,  and  the  amount  required  to  pay  the  balance  due 
various  persons  therein  mentioned ;  and  I  recommend  that  an  appro- 
priation be  made  at  an  early  day  to  pay  it. 

I  have  also  lately  inspected  the  Adjutant  General's  office,  and  deem 
it  proper  to  say,  that  it  is  as  complete  in  all  its  arrangements,  and  in 
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the  perfection  of  its  Bystem  and  method,  as  any  similar  oflBce  in  the 
United  States.  General  Fuller  has  been  a  most  able,  faithful  and  ener- 
getic officer,  and  is  entitled  to  the  gratitude  of  the  State. 

THE   STATS  SANITABY   COMMISSION. 

During  the  first  yoar  of  the  war,  our  soldiers  in  the  field  received 
their  supplies  of  sanitary  stores  principally  through  "  Soldiers'  Aid  So- 
cieties," which  were  established  in  different  parts  of  the  State,  and 
operated  by  the  loyal  women  of  Illinois,  and  the  very  practical  and 
patriotic  munificence  of  citizens  of  Chicago,  who  established  the  "  Sani- 
tary Commission  of  Chicago."  The  operations  of  all  these  societies 
were  conducted  on  the  most  liberal  scale,  and  were  in  the  highest  de- 
gree useful.  Almost  every  village  and  neighborhood  in  the  State  were 
engaged  in  the  noble  work.  Humane  and  large-hearted  men  contribu- 
ted bountiful  supplies  of  money  and  material,  and  loyal  and  patriotic  wo- 
men plied  the  needle  and  prepared  articles  of  food  and  atores  of  every 
description,  indispensable  to  the  soldier;  and  the  agents  of  these  noble 
men  and  women  covered  the  field  with  ambulances,  and  filled  the  hos- 
pitals with  appliances  for  the  sick  and  wounded.  These  Soldiers'  Aid 
Societies  were  the  nucleus  for  all  the  great  sanitary  fairs  which  have  so 
bountifully  replenished  the  treasuries  of  the  United  States  and  Chris- 
tian Commissions. 

The  government,  in  the  early  part  of  the  war,  depended  upon  the 
States  for  supplies  for  the  regiments  of  each  State  entering  the  United 
States  service,  and  from  the  embarrassed  position  attendant  upon  the 
organization  of  so  large  an  army,  it  was  impossible  to  provide  eo  many 
at  the  right  time  and  place  with  sanitary  supplies.  Appeals  came  to 
me,  as  Governor  of  the  State,  from  agents  already  in  the  field,  and  from 
Burgeons  and  commanding  officers,  urging  the  lorwarding  of  sanitary 
stores,  and  I  deemed  it  my  duty  to  render  the  aid  of  the  State  to  the 
extent  of  my  power,  by  sending  relief  to  the  brave  men  who  had  with 
such  enthusiasm  and  patriotic  devotion  to  country,  to  peril  health,  life 
and  property  for  the  pi^servation  of  the  Union. 

On  the  20th  of  August,  1862, 1  established  a  State  Sanitary  Bureau, 
aod  assigned  charge  of  the  department  to  Col.  John  Williams,  Commis- 
sary General  of  the  State,  to  whom  all  communications  and  supplies  were 
to  be  sent  and  distributed.  I  then  addressed  a  circular  to  the  people  of 
the  State  of  Illinois,  soliciting  contributions  of  money  and  supplies,  and 
requesting  them  to  forward  them  to  this  commission.  As  proof  of  the 
liberal  response  of  the  people,  both  in  money  and  supplies,  I  take  plea- 
sure in  referring  you  to  the  comprehensive  report  of  Colonel  Williams, 
set  forth  in  **Ileport  of  Transactions  of  the  Illinois  State  Sanitary  Bu- 
reau," and  transmitted  herewith,  and  I  take  special  pleasure  in  referring 
to  the  patient  labors  of  Colonel  Williams,  who,  during  these  long  years 
of  war,  has  afforded  me  invaluable  advice  and  assistance  in  discharging 
our  mutual  obligations  to  the  people  and  the  army.  Upon  his  advice 
and  the  enlarged  and  extensive  neld  of  usefulness  prepared  for  us  by 
the  liberality  of  the  people,  in  subscriptions,  I  changed  the  organization 
of  the  Sanitary  Bureau  on  the  12th  aay  of  September,  1863,  by  estab- 
lishing the  "Illinois  State  Sanitary  Commission,"  with  Colonel  John 
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Williams,  Hon.  William  Batler,  John  P.  Reynolds,  Esq.,  Robert  Irwin, 
Esq.,  and  EHphalet  B.  Hawley,  Esq.,  constituted  as  a  Boaixi  of  Direc- 
tors, to  supervise  and  control  the  operations  of  the  Oomraission,  jand 
referred  to  this  board  the  annual  report  of  the  '^Sanitary  Bureau,''  em- 
bracing a  complete  statement  of  the  receipts  and  disbursements  of 
stores  and  moneys  contributed  by  citizens  of  the  State  for  sanitary  pur- 
poses. The  "Sanitary  Bureau,"  to  this  time,  had  received,  in  addition 
to  a  large  amount  of  sanitary  stores,  twenty-eight  thousand  dollars, 
($28,000,)  and  expended  twenty  thousand  dollars,  ($20,000,)  leaving  a 
balance  of  eight  thousand  dollars  ($8,000)  to  be  transferred  to  the  trea- 
sury of  the  "Illinois  State  Sanitary  Commission."  A  statement  of  the 
receipts  and  disbursements  of  this  commission,  from  its  organization  to 
the  31st  day  of  December,  1863,  will  be  found  in  the  joint  report  of  the 
"State  Sanitary  Bureau"  and  "Illinois  State  Sanitary  Commission,"  be- 
fore referred  to,  and  transactions  since  that  time  will  soon  be  communi- 
cated to  your  honorable  body. 

The  time  and  services  of  all  the  directors  of  the  "State  Commission" 
have  been  given  gratuitously,  and  they  have  been  most  faithful  and 
worthy  custodians  of  the  people's  bounty  to  our  brave  boys  in  the  field. 

I  may  be  pardoned  for  doing  merited  justice  to  the  aid  societies  of 
Quincy,  Jacksonville,  Springfield,  Alton,  Bloomington,  Decatur,  Peo- 
ria, Galesburg,  and  other  cities  and  towns  throughout  the  State,  and 
especially  to  our  metropolitan  city  of  Chicago,  which  through  her  Board 
of  Trade,  her  various  sanitary  associations,  Soldiers'  Aid  Societies,  and 
individual  efibrts  of  many  of  her  citizens  have  rendered  most  munifi- 
cent aid,  and,  in  this  respect,  has  fully  come  up  to  that  high  standard, 
which  in  so  many  other  matters  of  patriotic  and  public  spirited  enter- 
prise, has  given  her  justly  a  proud  rank  among  the  first  cities  of  the 
Union. 

REPORTS  OF  SANTTART  AGENTS. 

I  refer  the  General  Assembly  to  the  very  interesting  reports  of  onr 
sanitary  agents,  and  more  especially  to  the  reports  of  Colonel  T.  P. 
Bobb,  who  has  been  agent  for  the  State  from  the  commencement  of  the 
war,  and  whose  labors  have  been  most  severe,  arduous  and  efficient.  I 
recommend  that  a  large  number  of  his  reports  be  printed  and  circulated 
for  information  of  the  people.  The  reports  of  Dr.  O.  M.  Long,  State 
Agent  at  New  Orleans,  Edward  I.  Eno,  at  Nashville,  and  Mr.  Dunreth, 
at  Louisville,  and  some  others  which  I  submit,  contain  valuable  infor- 
mation. I  also  recommend  that  the  Legislature  make  proper  appropri- 
ations for  their  services  and  expenditures. 

8TATE  ARSENAL. 

During  the  four  years  past,  vast  quantities  of  ammunition  have  been 
fabricated  at  the  arsenal,  for  field  guns  and  small  arms  for  the  General 
Government.  Arms  have  been  repaired,  cleaned  and  stored,  and  near- 
ly all  the  arms  used  by  the  various  arms  of  the  service  in  the  field  from 
this  State,  have  been  received,  stored  and  issued  through  the  Engineer- 
in-chief  of  the  State.  The  State  arsenal,  for  the  most  part,  has  been 
used  as  an  ordnance  depot  for  the  General  Government    Frequently 
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the  arsenal  has  had  Btored  within  it  more  than  a  million  dollars  worth 
of  valnable  property.  Mnch  and  constant  labor  has  been  given,  in  arm- 
ing and  equipping  the  varions  regiments  of  the  State.  All  the  regiments 
for  the  three  months'  service  were  armed  and  equipped  from  its  stores : 
also,  all  the  arms  of  the  varions  veteran  regiments  have  been  received 
and  stored,  and,  at  the  expiration  of  furloughs,  re-issued  by  the  oflScer 
in  charge  of  the  department.  The  arsenal,  located  in  the  midst  of  the 
city,  in  which  is  stored  a  large  qnantity  of  materials  liable  to  explode 
at  any  moment,  has  given  rise  to  much  dissatisfaction  on  the  part  of  tba 
citizens  living  in  the  immediate  vicinity.  Quite  recently,  two  fires  oc- 
curred in  the  frame  buildings  adjacent,  and  it  was  saved  from  destruc- 
tion only  by  prompt  efforts  and  tne  removal  of  a  stable  adjoining.  In 
view  of  the  complaints,  which  seem  to  be  well  grounded,  I  would  re^* 
spectfnlly  suggest  that  the  General  Assembly,  in  the  exercise  of  sound 
discretion,  take  such  steps  for  its  removal,  or  the  building  of  a  larger 
and  more  suitable  ordnance  depot,  beyond  the  limits  of  the  city. 

I  would  also  recommend  that  sufficient  appropriation  be  made,  to 
reimburse  the  party,  the  destruction  of  whose  property  was  necessary 
to  save  the  arsenal. 

I  cannot  speak  in  too  high  terms  of  Col.  W.  D.  Orowell,  the  officer 
in  charge  of  the  arsenal.  He  has  shown  the  utmost  faithfulness  and 
ability  in  the  discharge  of  his  duties. 

THB  inMTIA. 

I  will  not  discuss  the  importance  of  a  military  organisation  of  liie 
State  further  than  to  refer  you  to  my  former  messages  on  this  subject, 
and  to  add  my  firm  conviction  that  it  is  the  duty  of  this  General  Assem*- 
bly  to  pass  a  law  pro vidii^  for  putting  the  State  upon  a  complete  mili- 
tary footing.  There  have  been  times,  during  my  administration,  whea 
I  felt  the  want  of  such  a  law.  The  raids  into  rennsylvania  by  Lee, 
and  into  Indiana  and  Ohio,  when  those  States  had  no  military  organi- 
zation to  meet  them,  shew  that  our  statesinen  have  not  p«id  much  atten- 
tion to  the  safe  maxim,  ^4n  peace  prepare  fbr  war."  The  threatened 
raids  upon  the  Ohio  at  Faducah  and  Shawneetown,  were  sufficient  to 
create  general  alarm.  If  Forrest  had  been  successful  at  Paduch,  or 
Price  had  been  successful  in  Missouri,  they  would  have  lodged  to  the 
rich  fields  of  Illinois  for  conquest  and  plunder.  The  first  duty  of  every 
dtiaen  is  to  the  State,  and,  therefore,  let  the  General  Assembly  enact 
such  laws  as  will,  in  case  of  emergency,  upon  the  shortest  notice,  secure 
the  services  <^  €very  able-bodied  citisen  to  the  State.  At  my  request, 
one  of  our  best  and  ablest  officers,  Colonel  John  M.  Loomis,  fate  of  the 
S6th  Illinois  infantry,  has  commenced  the  preparation  of  a  bill,  which  he 
will,  if  desired,  submit  to  the  committee  on  military  aiiairs,  for  their 
eonsideratioD. 

BBOOfiD  09  nULOrOIS  BOLDIBBS. 

1  would  recommend  to  the  Legislature  that  a  wock  be  prepared  and 
pablished,  giving  the  name,  age,  residence,  occupation,  nativity,  date  of 
enliatment  and  muster  of  every  Illinois  soldier  engaged  in  government 
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service  daring  this  war.  Also,  a  historical  memoranda,  embracing  the 
casualties  to  officers  and  men,  and  the  marches,  skirmishes  and  battles 
in  which  each  company  and  regiment  have  participated,  and  the  differ- 
ent brigade,  division,  army  corps  and  departments  to  which  they  have 
been  attached  daring  their  term  of  service.  This  record  could  be  com- 
piled from  rolls  and  files  of  the  Adjutant  General's  office,  and  reports 
from  the  field,  which  could,  with  proper  attention,  be  procured.  To  se- 
cure an  accurate  history  of  men  and  organizations,  the  work  should  be 
inamediately  commenced,  and  finished  before  regiments  now  in  service 
are  disbanded  on  expiration  of  term  of  enlistment.  The  work  would  be 
of  priceless  value  to  our  State  for  all  time,  and  would  remain  the  mo&t 
^orious  history  of  the  part  we  have  taken  in  the  war  for  defense  of  the 
U  nion,  that  could  possibly  be  written.  I  sincerely  hope  the  Legislature 
will  seriously  consider  and  carry  out  this  recommendation.

&EOOMMBNDATIONS  FOB  TAX  FOB  DESTITUTE  FAMILIES  OF  SOLDIEBS,  SOHOOUS 
FOB  SOLDIEBS'  OBPHAJHS,  AND  A  STATE  SANITABY  BUBEAU. 

I  solicit  the  earnest  consideration  of  the  General  Assembly  to  several 
important  propositions.  First — that  a  tax  be  levied  of  not  less  than 
two  mills  to  the  dollar  during  the  continuance  of  the  war,  for  the  relief 
of  the  destitute  families  of  our  deceased  and  disabled  soldiers.  Iq 
some  States,  large  provision  has  been  made  by  the  Legislature  for  this 
object,  while  in  ours  none  has  been  made.  The  cases  of  actual  suffer- 
ing which  have  come  to  my  notice  have  been  very  numerous.  Ohio 
levies  a  tax  of  two  mills  on  the  dollar  for  this  purpose.  Illinois  is  not 
a  parsimonioos  people,  and  while  no  State  has  beat  her  in  the  valor  of 
her  troops,  I  trust  none  shall  in  the  generosity  of  her  people.  Second 
— ^that  aState  Sanitary  Bureau  be  established,  and  ample  appropriation 
be  miade  for  sending  efficient  agents  to  all  the  principal  points  where  our 
troops  are  operating  to  distribute  supplies,  or  to  see  that  our  troops  re- 
oetve  their  full  share  of  the  supplies  from  this  State,  which  are  required 
to  be  distributed  through  the  United  States  Sanitary  Commission  ;  also 
to  visit  our  sick  and  wounded,  and  minister  to  their  wants  on  the  battle 
fleld,  to  aid  them  in  procuring  furloughs,  discharges,  pay,  etc.  Indeed, 
I  think  that  an  agent  might  be  usefully  employedin  accompanying  each 
regiment  of  Illinois  Volunteers,  for  the  purpose  of  taking  care  of  the 
sick,  burying  the  dead,  marking  the  spot  of  burial  and  corresponding 
with  the  friends  and  government  at  home,  and  making  an  annual  report 
to  the  Adjutant  General's  office  of  the  condition,  wants,  sufferings  and 
uchieyements  of  the  regiment  Under  the  supervision  of  this  Sureau 
might  be  established  a  claim  agency,  through  which  all  claims,  pensions 
una  bounties  might  be  collected,  free  of  cost  to  the  claimant 

Second — each  county  court  should  be  vested  with  authority  to  erect  a 
monument  to  the  officers  and  soldiers  from  that  county  who  had  died 
from  wounds  received  in  battle. 

Third— that  a  stipulated  sum  be  appropriated  by  a  well  digested  enact- 
ment of  this  General  Assembly,  with  the  all  the  proper  details,  guards 
and  restrictions,  setting  apart  a  fund  to  erect  building  and  endow  an 
institution  as  a  home  for  me  maintenance  and  education  of  the  orphan 
children  of  our  deceased  and  disabled  soldiers,  or  that  the  said  fund  be 
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properly  distribnted  for  their  support,  and  their  education  in  the  district 
schools  of  the  State. 

At  Chicago,  Quincy,  Mattoon,  and  other  places  in  the  State,  patriotic 
and  benevolent  indiTiduals  have  already  made  large  subscriptions  to- 
ward the  erection  of  homes  for  the  orphan  children  of  oar  soldiers,, 
which  entitles  them  to  the  gratitude  of  the  country ;  and  while  very 
much  has  been,  and  doubtless  will  be  done  by  patriotic  and  benevolent 
men  and  women,  in  this  direction,  I  appeal  to  the  General  Assembly 
not  to  snffer  the  performance  of  this  great  duty  to  depend  upon  the  un- 
certain contingency  of  |Mrivate  benevolence. 

If  this^overnm^^nt,  with  its  million  blessings,  is  to  be  secured  to  us,. 
and  transmitted  to  future  generations,  it  will  be  done  by  eijir  soldierB. 
If  the  army  saves  the  republic,  should  there  not  be  something  like  ade- 
quate remuneration  to  the  men  who  have  sacriiioed  so  mueh  for  the 
country?  and  should  not  we^who  have  remained  at  home,. having  a 
million  bayonets  between  us  and  danger,  enjoying  all  the  blessings  of 
peace,  and  many  actually  reaping  beneiits  besides  from  the  war,  in  all 
kinds  of  business  revived,  provide  for  the  comfort  of  their  families  ?. 
These  brave  boys  comprise  the  flower  of  tlie  commonwealth — are  a& 
intelligent  and  worthy  as  we.  Many  of  them  have  left  wivea  and  chil- 
dren dependent  upon  them  for  support,  and,  with  the  present  scanty 
pay,  they  find  it  impossible  to  keep  them  from  penury,,  and  I  know 
nundreds  of  instances  of  actual  suffering.  It  would  be  a  burning  shame 
if  the  exercise  of  noble  devotion  of  our  citizens,  wloo  are  willing  to  give 
up  their  homes,  theiv  wives  and  children^  should  be  the  cause  of  suffer- 
ing to  those  dearer  to  them  than  life.  Let  the  provision  be  an^le 
enough  for  every  child  in  Illinois  who  can  say,  "my  father  fell  at  Sel- 
mont,  or  at  Donelson,  or  Shiloh,  or  Corinth,  or  Vicksburg,  Stone  River, 
Chattanooga^  Mission  Bidge,  Mobile,  the  capture  of  Kichmond,  the 
siege  and  destruction  of  Charleston,  or  the  last  grand  triumphant  strug- 
gle between  freedom  and  slaverv."  It  is  no  charity  that  I  ask  you  to 
bestow  upon  them — it  is  your  auly  to  take  notice  of  every  householcf 
saddened  by  the  loss  of  a  father  or  son  in  this  war,  and  no  man  can  en- 
jov  the  blessing  of  an  approving  conscience  in  this  life,  or  the  hope  of 
Balvation  hereafter,  who  aares  to  neglect  them.  If  the  country  will  not 
take  care  of  and  provide  for  them,  we  are  unworthy  the  sacrifices  of  our 
patriot  sires  of  the  revolution,  and  the  shining  record  of  manly  courage 
and  lofty  patriotism  of  the  Union  armies  of  this  day.  No  State  is  wor- 
thy of  its  sovereignty,  and  no  government  the  respect  of  its  people,  who 
will  not  protect  and  nurture  the  children  of  its  soldiers.  ]No  mar- 
ble shaft  marks  the  spot  where  sleep  in  the  valley  of  the  Cumber- 
land or  Tennessee,  or  on  the  banks  of  the  father  of  waters,  the  remains 
of  the  brave  Illinois  volunteer,  but  \ve  will  most  honor  the  dead  by  ta- 
king care  of  the  living;  and  I  speak  in  the  name  of  die  loyal  millions 
of  Illinois  when  I  say  that  in  all  the  ranks  of  the  destitute  children  of 
oar  fallen  and  disabled  soldiers,  not  one  sh^U  be  left  to  beg  or  grow  up 
in  ignorance  for  want  of  an  education.  Illinois !  the  first  upon  the  roll 
of  lienor  among  all  the  States,  shall  she  not  be  among  the  first  to  em- 
blazon her  proud  historic  record  by  setting  apart  a  liberal  and  unfailing 
endowment  for  the  support  and  education  of  the  indigent  orphaas  of 
the  soldiers  of  the  State  ? 
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eOLDIBBS'   NATIONAL   OEMETBBY   AT  GETTYSBURG. 

In  August,  1863,  shortly  after  the  battle  of  Gettysburg,  Pennsylra- 
uia,  it  was  proposed  by  the  Governor  of  Pennsylvania,  that  a  National 
Cemetery  should  be  established  at  Gettysburg,  for  the  burial  of  all  the 
Union  soldiers  killed  in  said  battle.  This  proposition  was  made  to  the 
Governors  of  all  those  States  whose  soldiers  had  participated  in  the  bat- 
tle, to  wit:  the  States  of  Maine,  New  Hampshire,  Yennout,  Massachu- 
setts, lihode  Island,  Connecticut,  New  York,  New  Jersey,  Pennsylva- 
nia, Delaware,  Maryland,  Ohio,  Indiana,  Wisconsin,  Michigan,  Minne- 
sota and  Illinois;  and  in  it  was  embodied  a  plan  for  the  establishment 
of  the  cemetery,  which  provides  for  the  purchase  of  the  ground,  transfer 
of  the  bodies,  and  the  establishment  and  maintenance  of  the  cemetery, 
and  also  for  the  erection  of  a  suitable  monument,  and  the  expenses  for 
the  establishment  and  maintenance  of  th^  cemetery,  etc,  to  be  appor- 
tioned among  the  States  having  soldiers  buried  there,  each  State  to  be 
assessed  according  to  its  population,  as  indicated  by  its  representation  in 
Congress.  Without  express  authority,  I  deemed  it  my  duty  to  join  the 
Executives  of  other  States  named,  in  the  acceptance  of  the  plan,  and 
thus  securing  to  the  noble  sons  of  Illinois  who  had  lost  their  lives  in 
that  sanguinary  struggle  a  suitable  resting  place.  The  grounds  were 
accordingly  purchased  and  laid  out  by  the  State  of  Pennsylvania,  and 
in  November,  1863, 1  appointed  Messrs.  Clark  £.  Carr,  of  Galesburg, 
and  Wm.  L.  Church,  of  Chicago,  commissioners,  to  represent  the  State 
of  Illinois  at  the  inauguration  ceremonies,  which  took  place  on  the  19th 
of  November,  1868,  I  would  call  your  attention  to  all  the  correspond- 
ence on  this  subject  herewith  submitted,  and  the  interesting  report  of 
the  commissioners,  which  will  be  submitted  to  you. 

I  doubt  not  that  my  action  in  thus  accepting,  in  behalf  of  the  people 
of  the  State,  a  proposition  securing  to  their  brave  dead  a  resting  place 
and  a  monument  worthy  of  their  gallant  deeds,  will  be  approved,  and 
tliat  an  appropriation  will  be  made  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the 
proportionate  share  of  Illinois,  to  be  paid  to  the  treasurer  of  the  Na- 
tional Cemetery  Assooiation,  in  such  installments  as  may  be  called  for 
by  the  officers  of  the  association ;  and  also  that  an  appropriation  be 
made  to  pay  the  expenses  of  the  commissioners,  as  set  iorth  in  their  re- 
port. 

OUK  COUNTRY. 

In  my  inaugural  and  messages  I  presented  at  length  my  views  upon 
the  causes  and  remedies  for  the  political  troubles  in  which  our  country 
is  involved.  I  shall  now  only  refer  to  the  present  military  situation, 
and  to  the  hopeful  prospects  from  *the  emphatic  indorsement  of  the 
measures  of  the  administration  at  ths  late  election.  Of  the  former,  it 
is  sufficient  to  say  that,  without  feeling  the  first  symptoms  of  exhaustion 
in  the  tree  loyal  Stateo^  our  arms  are  everywhere  victorious,  upon  the 
land  and  upon  the  sea.  We  hare  lost  no  important  ground ;  we  have 
reclaimed  the  larger  ipart  of  the  territory  and  national  property  which 
had  been  taiken  from  ^us.  Grant  has  driven  the  enemy,  step  by  step, 
from  its  siege  of  Washington  to  the  gates  of  Biehmond ;  Sheridan  has 
swept  dean  the  valley  or  the  Shenandoah,  driving  Early  backward,  no 
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more  to  Isiy  waste  our  borders ;  Farragnt  remains  undisputed  conqueror 
of  the  seas;  Sherman  dashes,  with  Napoleonic  tramp,  and  roams  unre- 
strained, from  city  to  city,  through  the  very  lieart  of  the  confederacy, 
unfurls  our  flag  defiantly  in  the  lace  of  Charleston — soon  to  wave  in  re- 
established glory  upon.the  very  bights  from  which  traitor  hands  struck 
it  And  the  very  latest,  perhaps  the  cleanest  and  most  glorious  victory 
of  the  war,  displaying  the  most  indomitable  valor  and  brilliant  achieve- 
ments of  our  troops,  is  that  of  General  Thomas  and  his  brave  army. 
The  bonds  of  the  confederacy  are  worthless  in  their  own  and  every  for- 
eign market,  all  hope  of  foreign  intervention  or  northern  revolution,  has 
faUed  them,  and  to-day  our  nation  stands  under  brighter  skies  than 
have  smiled  upon  us  since  the  inauguration  of  the  President  on  the  4th 
of  March,  1861,  and  before  us  the  cneering  prospect  of  speedy  and  final 
victory. 

The  verdict  of  the  American  people,  at  the  late  election,  solved  finally 
and  forever  all  the  questions  of  doubt  as  to  the  policy  which  is  hereafter 
to  be  pursued.  The  history  of  the  world  presents  no  such  grand  re- 
sults achieved  in  the  interests  of  human  liberty  as  that  presented  on  the 
8th  day  of  November  last,  when  the  people,  in  the  face  of  heavy  taxa- 
tion and  enormous  debt,  in  the  face  of  immense  sacrifice  of  life  and 
treasure,  when,  amidst  the  trials,  stress  and  storms  of  civil  war,  and 
the  most  intense  political  excitement,  they  went  in  almost  breathless 
quiet  to  the  polls,  and  recorded  their  solemn  verdict  upon  all  the  con- 
troverted questions  which  before  have  divided  and  agitated  the  country i 

The  result  of  that  election  has  defeated  all  the  hopen  and  expectations 
of  the  rebel  leaders.  Vice  President  Stephens,  by  far  the  greatest  of 
all  the  insurgent  leaders,  confidently  looked  to  divided  counsels  in  the 
north  as  almost  the  last  and  only  hope  of  success.  But  the  verdict  of 
the  American  people  has  declared,  in  language  which  does  not  admit  of 
misconstruction,  an  invincible  determination  to  prosecute  the  war  to  the 
bitter  end  of  their  final  subjugation  and  r.nnihilation,  if  they  wickedly 
persist  in  their  purposes  and  ettorts  to  overthrow  the  government. 

Every  patriot  contemplates  with  gratitude  to  God  the  safe  passage 
of  the  nation  through  the  ordeal  of  the  Presidential  election.  We  were 
in  the  midst  of  a  terrible  war — a  fierce  party  contest  was  raging  in  all 
the  loyal  states,  with  personal  hatreds  and  private  ambition,  and  every 
element  calculated  to  fan  into  frenzy  the  popular  passions  ;  there  were 
ominoas  threatenings  of  civil  war  in  the  free  states ;  the  enemies  of  our 
government,  in  Europe,  as  well  as  in  the  disloyal  states,  expected  and 
predicted  fatal  divisions,  and  loyal  men  everywhere  held  their  breath, 
in  anxious  fear  of  anarchy  and  disruption.  But  universal  quiet  every- 
where prevailed,  and  peace,  like  the  breath  of  spring,  settled  upon  all 
the  territory  of  the  loyal  states ;  and  be  it  recorded  as  one  of  the  sub- 
limest  spectacles  in  history,  that  the  defeated  party  cheerfully  acquiesced 
in  the  will  of  the  majority.  It  is  a  pleasure  now  to  record  that,  whether 
the  minority  was  right  or  wrong  before  the  election,  they  are  all  right 
DOW,  and  aJl  bow  in  reverence  and  submission  to  the  decisions  of  the 
ballot  box — and  whether  they  do  believe  the  measures  of  the  adminis- 
tration were  the  best  or  not,  they  yield  a  cheerful  acquiescence,  and 
evince  every  determination  to  stand  by  the  authorities,  and  prosecute 
the  war  with  the  utmost  vigor,  because  such  is  the  verdict  of  the  people 
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I  am  far  from  disposed  to  consider  the  triumph  at  the  late  election  in 
the  light  of  a  mere  party  triumph.  It  was  a  national  victory.  The 
enemies  of  the  government  need  not  lay  the  flattering  unction  to  their 
souls  that,  because  there  was  not  perfect  unanimity,  there  was  any  great 
division  upon  the  leading  question  of  the  war,  whether  the  Union  shall 
be  preserved.  It  would  be  absurd,  and  maliciously  false,  as  well  as 
detracting  from  the  strength  of  the  nation,  to  denominate  as  rebels  all 
who  have  diflfered  with  the  measures  and  policy  of  the  government,  ^t 
is  but  justice  to  say  of  our  fellow  citizens  m  Illinois,  who  constitute  the 
minority,  that  however  they  differed  from  us  as  to  the  men  and  meas- 
ures of  the  administration,  yet  by  far  the  larger  part  of  them  had  con- 
victions as  strong  and  deep  as  our  own  in  favor  of  the  preservation  of 
our  glorious  Union,  and  that  to-day  the  sentiment  of  the  free  loyal 
states  approximates  closely  to  a  unit  in  favor  of  all  the  leading  prin- 
ciples of  our  republican  institutions.  This  important  fact  is  evidence  of 
our  national  strength,  and  a  warning  to  traitors  and  tyrants  that  though 
our  people  do  not  vote  alike,  yet  they  feel,  think  and  will  act  alike  upon 
the  main  question  of  preserving  unbroken  ouf  nationality. 

It  teaches  to  foreign  nations  that  there  is  an  intense  and  undivided 
sentiment  in  favor  of  the  preservation  of  the  Union  at  everj  hazard  of 
human  life  and  national  treasure,  and  that  while  the  United  States  de- 
sires and  prays  for  peace  with  all  the  world,  she  is  not  so  divided  as  to 
brook  any  interference  from  any  foreign  government,  potentate  or 
power,  in  the  adjustment  of  the  question  whether  she  shall  require  and 
enforce  obedience  to  her  constitution  and  laws.  And  protesting  that 
peace  is  our  desire  and  not  war,  I  speak  in  behalf  of  the  two  millions 
of  Illinois,  when  I  say  that  they  stand  ready  to  repel,  with  the  strong 
arm  of  military  power,  interference  from  any  foreign  country,  or  any  of 
its  dependencies ;  and  that  we  will  meet  them,  on  the  land  or  on  the 
sea,  whenever  they  seek  to  try  the  issue.  We  mind  our  own  business, 
let  foreign  nations  mind  theirs.  We  ask  no  favors — nothing  but  the 
neutrality  which  every  nation  interested  to  maintain  its  national  authori- 
ty must  have ;  and  that  we  will  have,  or  we  will  have  war.  Such  lan- 
jvnage  is  not  diplomatic,  but  it  is  the  feeling  of  every  true-hearted 
American,  who  lias  reluctantly  been  forced  to  believe  that  through 
jealousy  of  our  growing  power  and  our  free  and  liberal  institutions,  the 
two  great  nations  of  Europe  have  not  only  sympathized  with,  but  con- 
tributed material  aid  to  the  rebels,  in  their  attempt  to  overthrow  our 
government.  For  such  offences  the  United  States  has  too  long  been 
paid  with  diplomatic  apologies.  The  United  States  could  well  overlook 
the  unauthorized  acts  of  reckless  British  sailors  and  bravadoes;  but 
British  statesmen,  men  of  rank  and  power,  the  large  portion  of  the 
British  nobility  and  the  government  press  have,  from  the  beginning  of 
the  war,  exhibited  to  our  cause  bitter  hostility  and  rejoiced  in  the  re- 
verses to  our  arms.  They  have  given  friendly  connivance  to  vessels 
which  ran  our  blockades,  and  to  pirates  who  preyed  upon  our  commerce; 
have  suffered  piratical  ships  to  be  built  in  her  ports,  and  to  be  manned 
with  sailors  from  her  navy ;  and  our  brave  boys  fighting  for  the  Union 
have  been  shot  by  English  cannon  ^nd  English  muskets,  placed  in  the 
hands  of  the  rebels  by  British  gold.  Rebel  ambassadors  and  conspira- 
tors have  been  feled  and  lionized  at  British  courts,  while  our  ministers 
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have  been  treated  with  the  cold  formalities  of  diplomatic  interconrse. 
In  a  neighboring  British  province  traitors  from  the  south  and  the  north, 
and  foreign  emissaries  have  holden  their  counsel  of  treason  and  con- 
spiracy against  our  government,  while  southern  traitors  have  sought  the 
protection  of  English  soil  from  which  to  send  their  raiders  to  burn  oar 
vessels  on  the  lakes  and  rob  and  murder  our  citizens. 

Now,  our  only  reliance  for  a  continuance  of  peace  with  England  is 
thorough  and  ample  preparation  for  war.  We  cannot  calculate  npon 
her  justice  when  her  sympathies  and  prejudices  are  so  marked  against 
us.  Our  immunity  from  war  with  England  is  in  our  strength.  Our 
policy  and  our  safety  is  to  let  it  be  made  apparent  to  England  and  all 
foreign  nations  that  we  ask  no  favors,  and  that  we  can  make  war  more 
destructive  to  them  than  they  can  to  us.  While  we  appeal  to  their 
justice,  we  will  let  them  understand  that  we  expect  it  more  from  the 
strength  of  our  naval  marine  and  the  calibre  of  our  guns  than  from  any 
fair  foreign  appreciation  of  our  cause.  In  this  connexion,  I  recommend 
the  General  Assembly  to  express,  in  strong  terms,  their  approval  of  the 
action  of  the  President,  that  after  the  expiration  of  the  six  months  con- 
ditionally stipulated  in  the  arrangement  with  Great  Britain,  the  United 
States  will  proceed  to  increase  her  naval  armament  upon  the  lakes. 
The  State  of  Illinois,  as  well  as  every  State  bordering  upon  the  lakes, 
is  deeply  interested  in  this  question.  Our  cities  and  harbors  are  ex- 
posed to  raids  and  incursions  without  vessels  of  war  to  protect  them. 
Indeed,  the  power  to  control  the  northern  lakes  is  now  in  the  hands  of 
the  British  government,  because,  by  her  canals,  she  could  in  a  few 
weeks  place  a  fleet  of  gunboats  upon  them  by  which -she  could  annihi- 
late onr  commerce,  and  place  all  of  our  lake  cities,  without  a  single  ex- 
ception, at  the  mercy  of  the  invader.  And  here,  also,  is  the  war  argu- 
ment in  favor  of  our  own  ship  canal,  by  which  we  could  transfer  our 
fleets  of  gunboats,  transports  and  munitions  of  war  from  our  seaboard 
to  the  lakes,  if  required  by  the  emergency  of  war  with  a  foreign  nation. 

Bat,  again,  the  verdict  of  the  people  at  the  late  election  is  the  death 
of  the  traitorous  theory  of  secession.  It  reasserts  the  doctrine  of  our 
flithers,  as  maintained  in  the  late  Baltimore  platform,  that  the  Union 
is  not  a  mere  compact  or  league,  from  which  any  State  may  recede  at 
its  mere  caprice  or  pleasure ;  and  we  send  down  to  our  children  oar 
solemn  verdict  that  the  national  government  is  the  sovereign  power  of 
the  land — that  the  constitution  of  the  United  States  and  the  laws  made 
in  pnrsnance  thereof  shall  be  the  supreme  law  of  the  land.    There  is  no 

Solitical  heresy  so  dangerous  to  the  existence  of  our  government  as  the 
octnne  of  the  right  of  secession  which  southern  politicians  have  sugar- 
eoated  with  the  plausible  sobriquet  of  State  Sovereignty.  The  theory 
is  foil  of  danger — of  inevitable  national  disintegration  and  final  over- 
throw. Were  I  to  presume  to  leave  a  lesson  to  my  children  most  ser- 
viceable to  my  country,  it  would  be  to  guard  against  the  insidious  doc- 
trine of  State  sovereignty  in  the  meaning  which  nearly  all  southern  pol- 
iticians and  many  northern  politicians  have  given  to  it.  To  understand 
the  immense  danger,  look  at  the  action  of  Governor  Seymour,  who, 
daring  the  war,  has  thrown  the  power  of  the  Empire  State  of  the  Union 
•gainet  the  constituted  authorities  of  the  government,  and  consequently 
against  a  vigorous  prosecation  of  the*  war,  under  an  hypocritical  pre- 
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tense  that  his  action  was  dictated  by  a  controlling  de&ire  to  preserve  the 
rights  of  the  States  from  federal  usurpation. 

The  motto  ot  the  State  of  Illinois  is  "  State  Sovereignty  and  National 
Union,"  which,  properly  understood,  is,  in  my  estimation,  the  best  and 
most  beautiful  motto  which  adorns  the  armorial  bearings  of  any  state 
in  the  Union.  I  am  for  unlimited  state  sovereignty  in  the  true  sense : 
in  the  sense  that  the  state  is  to  control  and  direct  all  its  municipal  and 
local  legislation ;  and  I  would  be  among  the  first  to  resist  all  attempts 
upon  the  part  of  the  Federal  Government  to  interpose  tyrannical 
usurpation  of  power  in  controlling  the  legislation  of  the  states.  The 
states  are  sovereign,  in  every  sense  in  which  it  is  desirable  they  should 
have  sovereignty :  that  is,  the  people  know  and  understacd  their  imme- 
diate wants,  social,  agricultural,  commercial,  mechanical,  educational, 
municipal ;  and  the  mterference  of  Congress,  except  in  aid  of  these, 
with  the  consent  of  the  people  of  the  states,  would  be  a  flagrant  abuse 
of  power,  which  every  patriot  son  of  Illinois  would  resist  with  all  his 
energies,  and  all  his  life.  But  how  immensely  absurd  is  the  idea  that 
the  people  of  the  states  should  unite  together,  and  form  a  written  con- 
stitution, and  constitute  a  national  government,  with  representaticNu 
from  the  people  from  every  state,  and  confer  upon  that  government  all 
the  powers  of  peace  and  war,  and  every  power,  in  fact,  which  a£Fected 
the  safety  and  prosperity  of  all  the  states,  and  all  the  people,  as  one 
nationality,  and  constitute  a  Congress  to  make  the  laws  necessary  for 
the  government  of  the  whole,  an  executive,  chosen  from  all  the  people, 
to  execute  the  laws,  and  a  judiciary  composed  of  men,  residents  of  the 
different  states,  and  declare  the  constitution  and  laws  the  supreme  au- 
thority in  the  land,  to  decide  the  questions  at  variance  between  the 
Government  and  the  states,  and  the  several  States  themselves,  and  yet 
.admit  that  any  State  may,  at  its  mere  pleasure,  peaceably  withdraw 
from  the  Union.  Such  was  the  doctrine  of  the  old  confederacy.  The 
States  first  formed  a  confederacy  in  the  nature  of  a  mere  league ;  but, 
being  found  ineffectual,  a  constitution  was  formed  by  the  people  of  the 
States  for  a  more  perfect  union,  for  the  express  purpose  of  doing  away 
with  the  principle  of  unlimited  State  sovereignty. 

I  hail  it  as  the  most  important  result  of  our  glorious  war  that  the  doc* 
trine  of  the  fathers  has  been  re-asserted,  and  that,  while  we  are  opposed' 
to  a  monarchy  or  to  a  consolidated  government^  which  would  ignore  the 
existence  of  State  sovereignty,  yet  we  recognize  as  essential  to  union 
and  national  perpetuity,  the  centralization  somewhere  of  a  power  which 
shall  be  the  arbiter  in  the  case  of  disagreement  between  the  States. 
Otherwise,  indeed,  our  government  is  a  rope  of  sand.  If  any  one  will 
carefully  studv  the  form  of  our  government,  he  will  see  the  necessity  of 
the  checks  and  balances  which  our  fathers  threw  around  it;  for  there  are 
two  powers  in  constant  and  increasing  conflict,  and  if  a  fair  equilibrium 
is  not  maintained,  the  government  is  lost.  In  the  solar  system,  the  sun 
holds  the  planets  in  their  orbits,  and,  but  for  its  power,  eacn  planet  would 
fly  off  darkling  through  the  realms  of  space ;  but  if  its  pjower  were  un- 
controlled, and  above  all  the  laws  of  forces  and  equilibrium,  it  would, 
:by  the  force  of  natural  gravity,  draw  every  planet  headlong  into  the 
antral  orb,  which  would  be  consolidation,  and  resemble  the  despotism 
and  powero  of  Europe.    But,  on  the  other  hand,  if  the  sun  were  to  lose

its  enpremacy  alto$rether,  and  the  planets  should  become  the  BDorenaie 
forces,  they  would  fly  otf  lawless  through  the  void,  producing  wild  an- 
archy in  the  solar  system,  which  nothing  but  the  Almighty  Power,  who 
created  them  and  all  things,  could  subdue.  Our  only  safety  is  in  the 
hope  that  these  forces,  in  our  State  and  national  governments,  will  bal- 
ance each  other ;  that,  in  strict  obedience  to  constitutional  law,  the  States 
will  peribrm  their  duties  to  their  own  citizens,  to  each  other,  and  to  the 
whole  nation ;  and  that  the  national  ^vern  mint  will  commit  no  usurpa- 
tion of  State  privileges.  The  careful  observer  of  our  government  will 
perceive  that  the  tendency  is  not  to  consolidation,  but  to  anarchy  and 
dissolution.  The  rapidity  in  growth  and  population  of  tho  States, 
makes  them  feel  their  consequence  and  strength  more,  and  their  depend- 
ence less  sensibly  on  the  Federal  Government ;  like  the  high  spirited 
youth  who  feels  less  dependent,  from  day  to  day,  as  he  approximates 
the  a^e  of  his  majority. 

Indeed,  we  may  say  that  our  government  is  fearfully  and  wonderfully 
made,  and  that  the  great  machine  of  state  must  move,  self-poised,  mag- 
nificently onward  between  the  dead  calm  of  consolidation  and  the  con- 
vulsions of  anarchy  and  disunion. 

The  late  election  has  settled  all  disputed  questions.  It  is  settled  that 
traitors  may  be  arrested  and  hung ;  it  is  settled  that  the  first  duty  of 
every  citizen  is  to  his  country,  and  that  he  may  be  drafted  into  the  mili- 
tary service ;  it  is  settled  that  men,  irrespective  of  color,  may  be  em- 
ployed in  the  military  service  of  the  country. 

But,  again,  this  election  has  settled  the  great  question  of  slavery.  It 
has  indorsed  the  proclamation  of  the  President,  and  all  the  measures  of 
his  administration  tending  to  the  emancipation  of  the  slave.  Whatever 
ma^  have  been  the  sentiment  of  the  American  people  heretofore  on  the 
subject  of  slavery,  it  cannot  be  denied  that  they  nave  fully  resolved 
that  it  must  cease  to  exist  in  every  State  and  Territory  of  the  Union. 

I  have  ever  helieved  that  the  slavery  question  was  the  source  of  all 
our  national  troubles ;  that  it  was  at  war  with  the  genius  of  our  institu- 
tions, and  that  we  can  never  have  permanent  peace  and  a  harmonious 
Union  without  its  thorough  eradication ;  and  while  statesmen  of  the 
highest  standing,  and  many  good  men  everywhere,  have  feared  lest 
radical  measures  might  endanger  the  unity  of  the  triends  of  the  govern- 
ment, and  some  end  short  ot  radical  and  universal  emancipation  was 
the  best  policy  of  the  government,  and  necessary  to  the  preservation  of 
the  Union,  yet  I  have  ever  believed,  and  now  believe,  tnat  it  is  in  the 
councils  of  a  higher  power  than  man  that  this  rebellion  will  know  no 
end  except  upon  the  oasis  of  unconditional  and  universal  emancipation. 
In  fact,  1  may  go  further  and  say  that  I  scarce  desire  to  see  this  war 
terminated  with  this  disturbing  element  left  to  divide  our  councils,  to 
embroil  citizen  against  citizen  and  State  against  State,  to  result  in  an- 
other bloody  war  and  perhaps  in  final  disunion.  I  do  not  desire  to  see 
the  war  terminated  until  it  shall  be  a  recognized  fact — ^recognized  not 
only  by  our  own  government,  but  by  the  Confederate  States,  including  both 
government  and  people,  aDd  be  made  patent  to  all  the  civilized  nations 
of  the  world,  that  not  under  the  constitution  of  the  United  States — not 
under  any  constitution  or  law  of  any  seceded  state — ^not  under  any  de- 
cision of  any  legal  tribunal,  state  or  national — and  not  even  in  any 
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conventional,  moral,  social  or  individual  sense,  shall  the  relation  of  slave 
and  master,  in  the  form  of  absolnte  submission  on  the  one  hand,  and 
uncontrolled  ownership  on  the  other  hand,  be  recognized  upon  any 
portion  of  North  American  soil.  Already  reeling  and  tottering  beneath 
the  blows  it  has  already  received,  it  is  our  duty  to  give  this  accursed 
wrong  and  cause  of  all  our  sufferings  a  final  blow,  and  send  it  to  a 
grave  from  which  it  will  have  no  resurrection.  When  the  shout  of 
victory  comes  to  us  from  Grant,  or  Sherman's  armies,  we  rejoice,  be- 
cause we  consider  each  victory  brings  us  nearer  peace  and  the  restored 
authority  of  the  Government.  We  rejoice  when  we  hear  that  Atlanta, 
Mobile  or  Savannah  is  ours,  but  I  shall  consider  peace  nearer  when, 
either  through  the  legislation  of  Congress,  or  from  the  act  of  our  ar- 
mies, or  of  the  rebels  themselves,  slavery  is  destroyed.  It  is  signiticaot 
to  me  of  victory  when  I  see  the  recent  movement  of  the  South  toward 
organizing  the  negroes  into  regiments,  putting  aims  into  their  bande^ 
and  giving  them  their  freedom.  It  is  a  strange  phenomenon  in  his- 
tory:  the  leaders  of  an  insurrection  calling  upon  the  cause  of  that  in- 
surrection to  save  it.  Driven  to  madness  and  despair,  they  themselves 
commence  putting  down  their  "  divine  institution  "  for  which  they  com- 
menced the  war.  Providence  is  shaping  their  destiny  so  that  with 
their  own  hands  they  shall  bring  to  destruction  the  very  thing  that  they 
meant  to  maintain,  and  which  they  designed  to  make  the  permanent 
corner-stone  of  their  new  confederacy.  Of  what  use  will  a  new  gov- 
ernment be  to  the  rebels  when  their  slaves  are  free,  and  when  they  can 
have  no  use  for  it  ? 

I  am  for  freeing  the  negro  by  every  constitutional  means;  and  I  be- 
lieve, as  I  ever  did,  that  had  the  seceded  states  behaved  themselves — 
had  they  been  true  and  loyal  to  the  Government — they  had  from  all  the 
people  of  all  the  loyal  states  an  unfailing  guarantee  of  non-intervention 
m  their  domestic  institutions.  Indeed,  very  few  if  any  prominent 
statesmen  believed  that  Congress  had  any  power  whatever  to  interfere 
with  the  institution  of  slavery.  But  what  government  may  lawfully 
do,  in  time  of  peace,  against  its  own  citizens  who  are  loyal  to  the  Gov- 
ernment, and  what  it  may  lawfully  do  toward  those  citizens  in  time  of 
war,  when  they  themselves  have  thrown  off  their  allegiance  to  the 
Government,  and  become  open  and  diabolical  enemies  of  that  Govern- 
ment, is  quite  another  thing.  To  illustrate :  the  humblest  American 
citizen  has  rights  which  the  whole  American  Government  and  all  the 
powers  of  darkness  cannot  deprive  him  of  while  he  U  a  good,  loyal 
citizen,  and  obeys  the  laws  of  his  country.  To  him,  personal  liberty 
and  protection  is  a  sacred  right,  which  the  lordliest  in  the  land  dare  not 
infringe  with  impunity ;  but  if  he  violates  the  law — if  he  commits  theft 
or  murder — if  he  becomes  an  outlaw — then  he  may  be  deprived  of  his 
personal  liberty.  So,  although  it  was  in  the  bond  that  slavery  should 
not  be  interfered  with  in  the  states,  yet,  when  those  states  and  the  peo- 
ple break  the  bond — trample  the  very  constitution  and  laws,  which  were 
the  shield  of  their  protection,  nnder  their  feet — deny  their  allegiance  to 
that  constitution,  take  up  arms  to  overthrow  the  Government,  and  be- 
come the  public  enemies  of  the  country — then  the  Government  may 
take  that  man's  life,  or  his  property  of  any  and  every  kind,  if  necessary, 
to  compel  his  snbmission  and  save  the  Government    And,  therefore, 
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I  have  no  donbt  of  the  power  of  Congress,  in  such  a  case,  to  pass  a 
broad,  manly  act  of  emancipation,  breaking  tlie  chains  of  every  slave 
ID  every  seceded  state ;  and  my  doctrine  is  the  immediate,  total  aboli- 
tion of  slavery  in  every  seceded  state. 

Of  conrse,  Congress  would  have  no  power  to  abolisii  slavery  in  the 
loyal  and  adhering  states,  without  their  consent,  and  hence  the  neces- 
sity of  an  amendment  to  the  constitution,  by  which  slavery  shall  be 
at)oli8hed  in  every  state,  loyal  as  well  as  disloyal,  under  the  forms  and 
in  the  manner  prescribed  by  the  constitution,  and  thus  free  the  whole 
land  forever  from  the  everlasting  curse  of  human  bondage.  It  will  be 
one  of  the  earliest  duties,  I  trust,  of  your  honorable  bodies,  to  urge 
upon  Congress  immediate  action  upon  the  proposed  amendment  of  the 
constitution  abolishing  slavery  thronghont  the  United  States.  During 
the  last  session  of  Congress,  it  passed,  by  a  majorit}'  of  two-thirds  in 
the  Senate — both  the  Senators  from  Maryland,  both  the  Senators  from 
Weet  Virginia,  and  both  the  Senators  from  Missouri,  and  a  large  ma- 
jority of  the  Senators  representing  slave  states,  voting  for  it.  In  the 
House  it  failed  for  want  of  a  two-thirds  vote,  and  lacked  only  eleven 
votes  of  passinir,  so  that,  althongh  the  same  Congress  is  to  sit  again  this 
▼inter,  yet  60  emphatic  hiis  been  the  verdict  of  the  people  in  its  favor, 
as  to  indnce  the  belief  that  there  will  be  enough  members,  who  opposed 
it  before,  to  conform  to  the  national  will  and  carry  it  through  the  pre- 
sent Congress ;  but  if  they  do  not,  then  the  next  Congress,  already 
elected  upon  that  issne,  will  carry  the  measure  triumphaiitly  through. 
Tlien  it  will  be  part  of  the  or^^anic  law  of  the  Kepublic,  wiping  out  the 
last  blot  upon  the  fair  charter  of  our  freedom — universal  freedom  for  all 
— everywhere  under  the  folds  of  our  starry  banner. 

It  is  perhaps  difficult  to  tell  in  how  many  new  and  different  phases 
the  question  may  during  the  next  two  years  assume — how  many  plans 
for  gradual  or  half-way  emancipation — how  many  compromises  may  be 
devised  by  politicians,  but  I  confidently  trust  that  the  voice  of  Illinois 
shall  be  ever  living  and  potential,  tijrough  her  honored  representatives 
in  the  General  Assembly,  for  the  most  direct  and  shortest  route  to  radi- 
cal and  universal  emancipation. 

Another  lesson  taught  by  the  late  election  was,  that  the  war  shall  be 
vigoroasly  prosecuted  until  every  armed  rebel  shall  lay  down  his 
irros  and  submit  to  the  rightful  authority  of  the  government,  and 
intil  our  national  flag  shall  wave  in  triumph  over  all  our  broad  territory 
in  all  its  geographical  bounds,  one  and  unbroken,  from  gulf  to  gulf,  and 
from  ocean  to  ocean.  The  triumph  of  the  war  policy  at  the  polls  is  the 
triumph  of  the  war  itself.  It  never  has  been  a  question  in  the  mind  of 
any  sound  statesman  or  general,  whether  we  had  the  power  to  conquer 
the  rebels  into  obedience  to  the  government;  the  only  question  was 
whether  we  would  do  it — and  we  have  now  decided  the  question  of  the 
result  of  the  war  by  the  emphatic  announcement  of  the  people  that  thev 
intend  to  tight  the  war  through — yes !  light  it  through,  and  settle  all 
qnestions  in  dispute  for  all  time  to  come.  No  one  can  fail  to  admire  the 
wisdom  and  humanity  of  the  President  in  his  late  message,  wherein  he 
says,  in  substance,  that  while  he  declines  to  hold  out  terms  of  negotia- 
tion to  the  insurgent  leaders,  yet  he  holds  out  the  olive  branch  of  peace 
to  the  masses  who  follow  their  leaders,  and  tell  them  that  ^Hhey  can  at 
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any  moment  have  peace  by  laying  down  their  arms  and  submitting  to 
the  national  authority  under  the  constitution."  He  says,  ''the  door 
has  been  and  is  still  open  to  all,  but  the  time  may  come,  probably, 
when  public  duty  shall  demand  that  it  be  closed,  and  in  lieu,  more  vig- 
orous measures  than  heretofore  s^all  be  adopted." 

Now  is  a  time,  if  ever,  the  nation  can  afford  to  be  magnanimous,  in 
view  of  our  great  strength  and  the  unanimity  of  our  people,  as  express- 
ed at  the  recent  election — in  view  of  the  fact  that  the  enemy  is  every- 
where close  pressed  by  our  conquering  legions — we  can  now,  not  taking 
counsel  from  our  fears,  but  from  our  magnanimity  and  with  the  power 
of  conscious  strength,  knowing  that  our  tinal  triumph  is  but  a^question 
of  time,  we  can  invite  the  deluded  masses  of  the  South  to  lay  down 
their  arms  and  come  again  to  shar?  the  protection  and  blessings  of  the 
government. 

But  in  the  mean  time  every  effort  should  be  made  to  push  forward 
vigorously  the  car  of  war.  Not  for  one  moment  should  the  executive 
stay  his  strong  military  arm  in  the  suppression  of  the  rebellion.  The 
greatest  calamity  which  could  befall  this  country  now;  in  fact  the 
greatest  danger  to  be  apprehended  is  that,  from  the  very  consciousness 
of  our  strength  and  the  speedy  prospect  of  success,  we  may  relax  our 
efforts,  and  the  war  become  a  protracted,  lazy,  heavy,  draggling  war. 
Should  such  be  the  case,  there  is  no  telling  what  may  be  the  final  issue 
— what  demoralization  may  seize  our  army — what  divisions  may  spring 
up  among  the  people — ^at  what  time  foreign  nations  may  consider  it 
their  duty  to  intervene,  and  finally  wliat  disgraceful  compromise  and 
dishonorable  peace  may  be  brought  about,  leaving  all  the  blood  and 
treasure  of  four  years'  terrible  war  to  have  been  expended  in  vain.  The 
only  hope  of  the  enemy  is  that  we  will  fail  to  follow  up  the  advantages 
already  gained.  If  ever,  now  is  the  time  to  press  forward  with  over- 
whelming demonstration  of  our  national  power  and  forces  to  the  goal  of 
speedy  and  final  victory.  Onward  with  the  war.  The  people  should 
demand  it ;  every  legislative  assembly  should  press  it  upon  Congress ; 
Congress  should  press  it  upon  the  President,  and  the  rresident  upon 
the  G-enerals  in  the  army ;  the  whole  nation  should  wake  up  to  one 
great  purpose,  and  resolve  that  there  shall  now  be  no  lagging  in  the 
war.  And  while  we  hold  out  the  words  of  kindness  and  the  olive 
branch  of  peace  to  the  South,  let  us  resolve  upon  quick,  sharp,  decisive 
war,  and  besides  paying  liberal  bounties  to  our  soldiers  at  home,  let  as 
adopt  the  ancient  mode  of  war,  hold  out  to  our  boys  in  blue  the  sunny 
fields  of  the  south,  capture  the  territory,  divide  the  lands  among  the 
soldiers,  to  be  held  by  them  and  their  heirs  in  fee  simple  forever.  We 
have  long  held  out  this  same  olive  branch  by  the  proclamations  of  the 
President  The  only  answer  has  been  insult  and  injury.  The  most 
savage  cruelties  have  been  heaped  upon  our  prisoners  in  the  hands  of 
the  enemy,  and  from  Jeff  Davis  has  come  the  bold  and  defiant  languas:e 
that  he  will  never  consent  to  any  peace — his  voice  is  still  for  war  until 
the  United  States  shall  acknowledge  the  independence  of  the  Confed- 
erate States.  Now  I  am  iiere  to-day  to  say  in  behalf  of  the  loval  mil- 
lions of  Illinois,  and  1  trust  this  General  Assembly  is  prepared  to  say, 
and  to  throw  in  the  face  of  Jeff.  Davis  and  of  his  minions,  and  of  all 
traitors  who  would  destroy  our  Union,  the  determined  response  tliat  in 
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the  booming  thunders  of  Farragut's  cannon,  in  the  terrible  onslaught 
of  Sherman's  legions,  in  the  fiaining  sabres  of  Sheridan's  cavalry,  and 
in  the  red  battle  glare  of  Grant's  artillery,  oar  voice  is  still  for  war — 
war  to  the  knife — ^all  the  dread  enginery  of  war — persistent,  unrelent- 
ing, stupendous,  exterminating  war,  till  the  last  rebel  shall  lay  down  his 
arms  and  our  flag  float  in  triumph  over  the  land. 

Upon  the  subject  which  agitates  the  minds  of  many,  whether  the 
North  and  South,  after  such  deadly  strife,  can  ever  resume  friendly  re- 
lations and  live  in  harmonious  fellowship  in  one  Union  and  under  the 
same  government,  is  a  question  which  has  never  given  me  any  doubt. 
Slavery  has  been  the  only  ground  of  bitterness  and  division.    AH  other 
questions  were  political  and  commercial,  which  all  were  ready  to  sub- 
mit to.  the  common  arbitrament  of  the  ballot;  but  the  question  of 
slavery  was  social,  domestic  and  organic,  and  perhaps  like  all  the  ques- 
tioiw  involving  the  rights  of  man  and  the  principles  of  liberty,  which 
have  engendered  bloody  wars  in  all  ages  and  all  nations.    There  could 
have  been  no  solution  to  this  question,  except  the  war  which  has  grown 
OQi  of  it.     But  slavery  once  removed,  there  will  be  an  homogeneousness 
of  sentiment,  having  the  effect  to  bind  together  the  North  and  the 
South.     The  tides  ot  emigration  are  already  thrown  into  new  channels. 
Emigration  from  the  south  to  the  north  and  from  the  north  to  the  south 
now  crosses  each  other  at  all  our  commercial  points  on  our  rivers  and 
along  all  our  thoroughfares  of  trade. 

The  black  wall  of  slavery,  which,  like  a  frightful  spectre,  drove  the 
emigrant  from  the  sunny  fields  and  rich  savannahs  of  the  south,  is,  or 
soon  will  be,  broken  down — the  process  of  intermixture,  intermarriage, 
reciprocal  business  and  commercial  relations,  will  assume  the  place  of 
the   unsocial  isolations  which  have   heretofore  divided   the  sections. 
And  thongh  the  war  has  been  bitter  and  bloody,  yet  the  history  of  most 
narions  of  Europe  teaches  that  they  have  survived  long  and  bloody 
dvil  wars,  and  yet  afterwards  lived  in  peace  and  harmony  under  the 
same  goverment     Such  is  the  history  of  France,  after  her  revolution. 
The  civil  war  of  England,  in  the  memorable  days  of  Cromwell,  was 
narked  by  scenes  of  violence,  of  confiscation  of  property,  of  devasta- 
tion of  estates  and  desolation  of  towns  and  cities,  as  intense  and  terrible 
ae  thoee  which  have  marked  the  progress  of  our  civil  war.    Upon  the 
re-establishment  of  the  government,  the  people  became  united,  and 
every  memory  of  the  rancour  of  war  soon  disappeared.     And  so,  after 
the  vindication  of  our  national  authority,  each  section  awarding  to  the 
otiier  the  credit  due  to  lofty  and  indomitable  prowess,  like  friends  who 
Inve  fought  it  out  and  are  better  friends  ever  after,  so  will  the  North 
and  South  bury  the  memory  of  their  wrongs.    Massachusetts  and  Illi- 
nois will  again  reunite  with  Virginia  ancf  Georgia  over  the  grave  of 
treason,  and,  together  with  the  new-born  sisters  of  the  confederacy, 
will  live  on  in  the  bonds  of  a  new  brotherhood ;  and  with  fresh  allegi- 
aaee  to  the  constitution,  and  an  unfailing  faith  in  the  proved  strength  of 
oar  institutions  and  man's  capacitv  for  self-government,  streng^theued 
and  reasBored  by  the  baptism  of  blood  through  which  the  nation  has 
passed,  they  will  move  on  as  one  people,  united  forever. 

Such  is  to  be  the  end  of  events  passing  before  us ;  and  I  trust  that 
the  people  of  the  United  Stat^  and  their  posterity,  while  they  offer  up

praises  and  thanksgiving  to  Almighty  God  for  the  deliverance  he  has 
bronocht  to  our  people  out  of  this  red  sea  of  blood — they  will  bless  with 
a  nation's  gratitude,  from  age  to  age,  the  memories  of  the  brave  men 
who  have  periled  all  for  their  country  in  its  dark  and  trying  hour.  And 
when  our  own  Illinois,  upon  some  national  holiday,  shall  meet  all  oar 
returning  soldiers,  as  they  shall  pass  in  serried  ranks,  with  their  old 
battle  scarred  banners  and  shivered  cannons,  and  rusty  bayonets  and 
aabree — with  rebel  flags  and  rebel  trophies  of  ^v^rj  kind — ^at  this 
mighty  triumphal  procession,  surpassing  the  proudest  festivals  of  an- 
cient Rome  and  Greece,  in  their  palmiest  days,  then  the  loud  plaudits 
of  a  grateful  people  will  go  up:  All  hail  to  the  veterans  who  have  given 
our  nag  to  the  God  of  storms,  the  battle  and  the  breeze,  and  consecra- 
ted our  country  afresh  to  union,  liberty  and  humanity. 

Gentlemen  of  the  General  Assembly :  In  taking  my  leave  of  the 
high  responsibilities  of  the  executive  of  this  great  State,  I  can  congraiu- 
late  you  and  the  people  that  the  administration  of  its  affairs  will  pass 
into  the  hands  of  a  successor  who  is  fully  competent  to  the  trust  com- 
mitted to  his  care — who  has  given  the  highest  evidence  of  devotion  to 
the  country,  by  both  distinguished  civil  and  military  service — and  in 
whose  great  ability,  sound  judgment  and  unswerving  integrity  I  have 
the  most  entire  confidence. 

I  cannot  fail  here  to  refer  in  kindness  and  gratitude  to  Lieutenant 
Governor  Hoit'man,  who  has  been  my  constant  adviser  and  counselor, 
and  who  has  acted  as  Governor  in  my  absence,  with  grett  ability  and 
efficiency ;  and  to  my  associate  State  officers,  Hon.  Jesse  K.  Dubois, 
Hon.  O.  M.  Hatch  and  Hon.  William  Butler,  to  whom  I  am  deeply  in- 
debted for  wise  counsel  and  cordial  co-operation  in  important  matters  of 
my  administration.  Also,  to  Quartermaster  General  Ex-Governor  John 
Wood,  and  Commissary  General  John  Williams,  for  most  indefatigable 
and  efficient  service ;  also  the  aids-de-camp  in  my  office,  and  in  the  office 
of  the  Adjutant  General,  and  to  the  clerks  in  all  the  departments  of  the 
State  government,  for  their  faithful  and  useful  labors. 

I  must  be  indulged  in  saying  that,  while,  doubtless,  many  omissions 
have  occurred,  and  many  errors  have  been  committed,  yet  my  labors 
have  been  severe  and  arduous,  and  that  perplexities  of  a  most  difficult 
and  unusual  character,  growing  out  of  the  unsettled  condition  of  the 
country,  have  met  me  on  every  hand — ^among  which  was  lack  of  co- 
operation in  a  co-ordinate  branch  of  tlie  government,  and  the  want  of 
adequate  appropiations  required  in  the  new  emergencies  to  be  met  by 
the  Executive.  However,  I  shall  never  regret  the  anxieties,  cares  and 
responsibilities  which  have  devolved  upon  me,  if,  in  some  degree,  I  have 
discharged  the  high  trust  committed  to  me  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  peo- 
ple of  the  State.

The  undersigned,  members  of  the  twenty-fourth  General  Assembly  of 
the  State  of  Illinois,  and  of  the  Senate  thereof,  do  hereby  dissent  and 
protest  against  the  bill  for  an  act  entitled  ^^An  act  prescribing  the  duties 
of  the  Auditor  and  Treasurer  with  regard  to  the  payment  of  salaries 
and  compensations,"  which  passed  the  Senate  on  the  12th  instanU  and 
asfl]^  the  reasons  following,  and  ask  that  they  may  be  entered  upon 
the  ]onmals,  in  accordance  with  their  constitutional  rights. 

l^e  deem  the  said  act  injurious,  both  to  the  public  and  to  individuals, 
in  this: 

1.  It  is  a  direct  attack  upon  the  credit  and  currency  of  the  country, 
both  of  which  it  is  our  duty  to  sustain  and  defend. 

2.  It  increases  the  pay  of  persons  who  already  receive  fisu*  better  com- 
pensation than  those  who,  from  our  own  State,  are  now  periling  their 
uvea  in  battle,  and  enduring  the  hardships  and  privations  of  the  camp 
in  defence  of  our  country.. 
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3.  It  fnrnishes  the  disloyal  man  with  an  argnment  tending  to  prove 
that  those  whose  daty  it  is  to  sastain  and  defend  the  credit  of  the  conn- 
try  have  lost  confidence  in  the  ability  of  the  government  to  ever  redeem 
its  paper  or  to  retarn  to  a  specie  basis. 

4.  it  creates  a  precedent  ^hich,  once  established,  wonld  give  every 
officer  of  the  State — every  officer  of  every  town,  county  and  city  in  the 
State — a  right  to  demand  that  their  fees  and  salaries  shall  be  paid  in 
coin,  also. 

5.  It  provides  for  the  payment  of  certain  officials  in  coin,  while  the 
mechanics  and  laborers  must  still  continue  to  receive  currency. 

6.  It  will  tend  to  increase  the  premium  on  gold,  and  still  further  de- 
press the  currency  of  the  country. 

7.  It  is  the  members  of  the  General  Assembly  voting  additional  pay 
to  themselves. 

8.  It  will  speedily  exhaust  the  gold  now  in  the  treasury,  and  which 
ought  to  be  held  for  the  payment  of  interest,  and  sends  the  State  into 
the  market  to  purchase  coin  to  pay  the  salaries  of  its  officers,  while  these 
same  officers  may  pay  their  taxes  and  indebtedness  to  the  State  in  cur- 
rency. 

9.  The  salaries,  so  to  be  paid,  are  one  hundred  and  ten  members  of 
the  General  Assembly,  for  forty-two  days,  at  two  dollars  per  day,  each, 
together  with  their  mileage,  which  will  average  twenty  dollars,  each : 

110  members,  for  42  days,  at  $2,  each $9,240  00 

Average  mileage  to  each,  $20 ; 2,200  00 

Say  80  circuit  judges,  each  $1,000  per  year 30,000  00 

Three  supreme  court  judges,  each  $1,200  per  year. 3,600  00 

Secretary  of  State,  per  year 800  00 

Auditor  of  Public  Accounts,  per  year 1,000  00 

State  Treasurer,  per  year 800  00 

Governor. 1,600  00 

Amounting,  in  all,  to $49,140  00 

Which  the  State  must  yearly  procure  (except  that  which  goes  to  the 
members  of  the  General  Assembly,  and  that  every  other  year,)  to  pay 
those  officers,  while  all  its  taxes  are  paid  in  currency. 

10.  The  salaries  of  the  above  named  officers  may  be,  some  of  them 
certainly  are,  wholly  inadequate  to  the  value  of  the  services  performed, 
but  the  hardships  they  endure  by  reason  of  the  diflference  in  the  value 
of  gold  and  currency  are  die  result  of  the  war  for  the  preservation  of 
the  country,  and  they  are  not  hidf  as  great  as  the  hardships  which  that 
war  has  imijposed  upon  a  much  larger  and  equally  deserving  class  of  onr 
citizens.  The  increased  expense  may  be  insigmficant,  but  it  is  a  step, 
deliberately  taken  by  those  who  represent  and  speak  for  a  rich  and 
powerful  State,  directly  opposed  to  the  financial  policy  of  the  general 
government,  and  attacks  it  in  those  very  points  where  it  most  needs 
and  deserves  support    Respectfully  submitted.

Whidi  lies  o^et  under  the  rule. 

Mr.  McConnell,  by  consent,  presented  the  following  vesolution : 

Btmived^  That  tm  committee  on  railroads  be  instructed  to  prepare 
and  report  to  this  Senate  a  bill,  providing,  in  aubetanee,  as  follows, 
4o-wit: 

1.  TojproTide  that  the  assessors  of  each  coonty  on  the  line  of  the 
niincHS  Central  Railroad,  and  eadi  county  where  any  of  the  lands 
grmted  by  Congress  to  the  State  of  Illinoie,  to  aid  in  constructing  said 
railroad,  may  be  situated,  to  assess  and  return  to  the  Auditor  of  State 
all  the  lands  aforesaid,  with  the  cash  value  of  said  lands,  in  the  same 
manner  as,  by  law,  other  lands  and  real  estate  are  required  to  be 
assessed.  This  assessment  ehall  include  all  the  real  estate  now  belong- 
ing to  said  Central  railroad  company,  and  the  value  of  eadi  parcel  and 
tract,  except  the  road  bed,  beii^  the  atrip  cf  land  on  which  said  road  is 
boilt,  and  the  depot  buildings  and  other  buildings  erected  on  said  strip 
of  land  and  used  in  the  operation  of  said  road.  This  provision  shall 
apply  to  the  Chicago  branch  as  well  as  to  the  main  truuK  of  said  road. 

k  The  President  of  said  Central  railroad  diall,  en  or  before  the  first 
day  of  Annat,  1865,  and  each  mid  every  year  thereafter,  make  and  file 
b  the  AuditoT^s  office  a  list  of  all  the  lands  donated  to  said  company  by 
the  State  of  Illinois,  showing,  by  said  list,  what  parts  and  tracts  of  said 
hukd  said  company  have  sold,  and  when  eadi  tract  was  sold,  and  what 
tiaetB,  if  any,  have  reverted  to  said  company  for  want  of  payment;  and 
what  laads  sold  belong  to  said  company,  and  have  not  been  sold,  up  to 
the  first  day  of  May  next 

3.  Said  bill  shall  provide  that  all  said  lands  that  may  have  been  sold 
by  said  company,  and  that  have  not  reverted  to  said  company  for  non- 
payment, slmll  be  subject  to  tarnation  for  etate,  school  and  county  tax, 
without  refinnence  to  the  fact  as  to  whether  s«d  company  have  con- 
veyed aaid  land,  by  deeds  in  fee  or  otherwise^  to  the  purchasers  thereof 
•0  that  die  ri^t  to  tat  said  lands  in  the  hands  of  the  pnrahasers  shall 
eommenoe  and  tidca  effect  from  and  aflter  the  sale  thereof  by  the  com- 
pany, without  reference  to  the  form  of  sale  or  mode  of  convevance. 

4.  The  President  of  said  Central  Bailroad  Company  ahall,  on  or  be- 
fore the  first  day  ef  August  next,  and  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  Au- 
gwt  yeaily  thereafter,  me  in  the  Aufitor'a  office  o  written  atatement  of 
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the  Bums  of  money  due  to  said  company  on  the  fint  day  of  JonOy  each 
year,  for  lands  sold,  and  that  are  bearing  interest,  and  for  lands  sold 
that  are  not  bearing  interest,  if  any.  Hhe  said  \ml  should  so  provide 
that  npon  all  snch  sums  bearing  interest,  that  said  Central  Kailroad 
Company  should  pay  a  tax  like  other  tax  payers  of  the  State  are  re- 
quired by  law  to  pay  npon  personal  property. 

5.  Said  bill  should  provide  that  said  Central  railroad  company,  and 
all  other  railroad  companies  in  the  State  of  Illinois,  ahould^  on  the  first 
day  of  August  next,  and  on  the  first  day  of  August  yearly  and  eadi 
year  thereafter,  file  with  the  direct<H*  of  public  accounts,  a  statement 
signed  by  the  presidents  of  each,  of  said  roade,  showing  the  amount  of 
money  on  hand,  and  of  money  due  the  companies  bearing  interest  on 
the  first  day  of  May,  each  and  every  year ;  and  upon  each  of  said  sums 
each  of  said  companies  should  pay  a  tax,  as  other  tax-payers  of  the 
State  upon  like  property. 

6.  Said  bill  shoula  provide  that  if  said  Central  railroad  company  should 
fail  or  refuse  to  file  with  the  auditor  a  list  of  said  lands,  rikowing  the 
tracts  sold,  and,  consequently,  subject  to  taxation,  and  the  tracts  be- 
longing to  said  company  not  subject  to  taxation,  as  aforesaid,  then  that 
all  said  lands  donated  by  the  State  to  said  company,  should  be  subject 
to  state  and  county  tax,  according  to  the  value  thereof,  as  returned  by 
said  county  assessors. 

7.  If  said  Central  railroad  company  should  fail  or  refuse  to  file  with 
the  auditor,  as  aforesaid,  said  statement  of  money  doe  for  lands  sold, 
then  it  should  be  made  tne  doty  of  the  auditor  to  obtain  said  inf<»*ma- 
tion  in  any  manner  that  to  him  may  seem  proper,  and  to  levy  said  tax, 
and  cause  the  same  to  be  collected . 

8.  If  any  railroad  company  in  the  State  should  fail  or  refuse  to  file 
with  the  Auditor  of  State,  the  statement  of  money  on  hand,  and  money 
due  on  the  first  day  of  June^  as  proposed  to  be  provided,  said  Audi- 
tor may  adopt  any  course  he  may  deem  proper  to  obtain  the  necessary 
information. 

9.  All  said  lists  and  statements  should  be  signed  and  sworn  to  by  the 
president  or  principal  officers  of  said  company  or  companies,  and  act 
thereon,  and  assess  said  tax. 

10.  Said  bill  should  contain  full  and  effective  provisions  to  force  all 
purchasers  of  land  from  said  Central  railroad  company,  to  pay  a  tax 
upon  the  lands  so  purchased,  and  to  force  railroad  companies  to  pay  a 
tax  upon  demands  due  them,  and  money  on  hand,  like  other  owners  of 
similar  property  in  this  State. 

11.  The  president  of  said  Central  raiboad  company  shall,  on  or  be- 
fore the  first  day  of  May  next,  and  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  May 
yearly  and  each  year  thereafter,  deliver  to  the  assessor  of  each  county 
through  which  said  Central  railroad  and  the  Chicago  branch  thereof 
passes,  a  statement  of  the  value  of  all  the  real  estate  and  personal  prop- 
erty, (the  rolling  stock  on  said  road  excepted)  belonging  to  said  com- 
pany situated  in  each  of  said  counties ;  and  said  president  shall  deliver 
to  the  county  assessor  of  Cook  county,  a  statement  of  the  value  of  all 
the  rolling  stock  on  said  road  and  Omcago  branch,  and  if  either  of  said 
assessors  shall  not  be  satisfied  with  the  correctness  of  said  statements, 

assessors  may,  by  personal  examination,  or  otherwise,  assess  and 
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Talne  said  property.    Said  statements  by  said  president  of  said  com- 
pany, shall  be  under  oath. 

13.  The  Auditor  of  Pablic  Accounts  shall  ascertain,  by  the  returns  of 
said  assessors,  and  by  the  statements  before  provided  to  be  filed,  the  total 
amount  of  tax  that  would  be  assessed  upon  all  said  property,  real  and 

Sersonal,  belonging  to  said  company,  under  the  revenue  laws  of  the 
tate,  and  if  the  same  shall  exceed  the  aggregate  of  the  seven  per  cent. 
upon  the  gross  receipts  of  said  company  for  any  given  year,  tnen  said 
company  should  be  required  to  pay  to  the  State  Treasury  said  excess. 

Which  lies  over  under  the  rule. 

A  message  from  the  Hoase,  by  Mr.  Frazier,  Olerk : 

Mr.  Speaker :  I  am  directed  to  inform  the  Senate  that  the  House  of 
Bepresentatives  has  passed  the  following  resolution : 

Mesd^/oed^  That  the  Clerk  be  instructed  to  inform  the  Senate  that  the 
House  is  BOW  ready  to  receive  them  in  joint  session  for  the  inauguration 
of  Governor  and  Lieutenant  Governor  elect,  in  pursuance  of  joint  reso- 
lution-of  Tuesday  the  10th  inst. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Addams, 

The  Senate,  preceded  by  their  Speaker,  repaired  to  the  Hall  of  the 
House  of  Bepresentatives,  where  they  met  the  members  and  officers  of 
the  House  in  joint  convention. 

Whereupon  the  oath  of  office  was  duly  administered  to  their  excel- 
lencies, Richard  J.  Oglesby,  the  Governor  elect,  and  William  Bross, 
Lieutenant  Governor  elect,  and  to  Sharon  Tyndale,  the  Secretary  of 
State  elect  of  the  State  of  Illinois,  by  the  Honorable  Judge  Walker,  the 
Chief  Justice  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  Illinois. 

The  Governor  then  read  to  the  General  Assembly  his^  inaugural  ad- 
dress, as  follows : 

Fdlow  Citizens  of  the  Senate  and  Souse  Mypresenta/tives  ; 

The  period  has  arrived,  fixed  bv  our  constitution,  for  a  change  in  the 
administration  of  the  executive  affairs  of  the  State,  by  the  election  of  an- 
other Governor  for  four  years.  This  distinguished  honor*  by  the  gen- 
erous confidence  of  the  electors  of  the  State,  has  been  conferred  upon 
the  humble  person  who  now  addresses  you.  The  oath  required  by  the 
constitution  nas  been  administered  to  me,  and  I  at  once  outer  upon  the 
performance  of  the  high  duties  pertaining  to  the  office.  Kone  can  re* 
alize  more  sensibly  than  myselt  the  magnitude  of  these  new  responsi- 
bilities, and  the  ability  required  for  the  faithful  execution  of  them.  I^one 
can  feel  more  sensibly  than  myself  the  limited  qualifications  I  bring  to 
the  discharge  of  these  duties,  and  that  want  of  experience  which  in  some 
d^ree  might  atone  for  the  lack  of  other  qualities.  Of  one  thiug,  how- 
ever, gentleman,  I  can  assure  you,  and  those  you  have  the  honor  to  rep- 
resent :  I  bring  with  me  an  unflinching  determination  to  discharge  these 
datiee  to  the  best  of  my  ability,  with  an  equally  determined  purpose  of 
iaithfnlness  and  integrity  to  the  State  and  the  people,  under  all  circum- 
stances, to  the  end  oi  my  service. 

While  the  recent  canvass  in  our  National  and  State  elections  was 
marked  by  some  bitterness,  resulting  in  part  from  the  unfortunate  con- 
dition of  the  country,  thrust  upon  us  by  tne  efforts  of  the  enemy  in  arms 
against  it,  striving  by  actual  and  forcible  rebellion  to  divideand  destroy  the 
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National  Union  and  entail  npon  onr  people  perpetnal  misery,  sorrow  and 
dishonor,  in  part  from  the  recurrence  of  tne  Presidential  election,  which  al- 
ways brings  with  it  what  seems  inseparable  from  onr  form  of  government, 
party  organizations  and  political  hostility  to  the  administration  in  power, 
it  is  with  much  satisfaction  I  admit  it,  and  very  creditable  to  onr  oppo- 
nents, that  the  expression  of  the  people,  by  which  they  have  again  cboeen 
their  servants  for  another  term  of  office,  seems  to  be  accepted  with  a  be- 
coming and  respectful  acquiescence.  So  marked,  indeed,  has  been  the 
expression  of  the  popular  will,  I  do  not  fail  to  recognize  in  it  the  abeenoe 
of  a  mere  party  triumph.  Conscious  of  the  ruin  threatened  upon  oar 
country— determined  to  thwart  the  purposes  of  all  who  had  at  heart  the 
overthrow  and  destruction  of  the  government,  there  was  a  spontaneoua 
and  sublime  resolve  of  the  people,  rising  above  all  partisan  attachment, 
to  rush  to  the  standard  of  the  country,  and  by  an  outspoken  and  triumph- 
ant vindication  of  our  cause  and  the  administration  in  power,  convince 
the  rebels  in  arms  and  demonstrate  to  the  world  that  we  are  united  in 
our  holy  purpose  to  rescue  our  nation  from  the  jaws  of  death,  and  pnt 
to  silence  the  persistent  avowals  of  all  those  who  continually  asserted,  in 
every  form  by  which  men  can  give  expression  to  their  feelings,  that  the 
war  bad  been  prosecuted  on  onr  part,  by  the  President,  unwisely,  for 
selfish,  unlawful  and  unholy  purposes. 

I  do  not  disguise  the  fact,  nor  do  I  desire  te  do  so,  that  I  have  been 
chosen  to  this  high  position  by  the  Union  people  of  the  State,  without 
regard  to  party,  and  am  expected  by  them  to  administer  its  executive 
affairs  with  a  view  to  no  partisan  or  selfish  purposes,  and  thus  relieved 
of  many  of  the  burdens  wnvch  usually  attend  a  mere  party  triumph,  am 
left  free  with  you  to  follow  the  path  of  duty  pointed  out  so  clearly  that 
I  hope  to  be  able  to  adhere  to  it. 

In  addition  to  the  large  number  of  troops  of  every  branch  of  the  ser- 
vice, including  infantry,  cavalry,  artillery  and  engineers,  voluntarily  fur- 
nished by  the  State  in  the  last  three  and  a  half  years,  to  carry  on  the 
war,  could  anything  further  have  been  required  of  us  to  have  shown  to 
the  general  government  our  original,  persistent  and  unalterable  purpose 
to  contribute  every  energy  of  the  State,  and  the  cordial,  hearty  and  bouI- 
determined  will  of  the  people  to  maintain  the  integrity  of  the  Union, 
and  assist  in  extirpating  irom  the  soil  of  the  republic  the  last  vestige  of 
treason.  The  recent  matured  and  deliberate  expression  of  an  ever^ 
whelming  majority  of  the  people  of  the  State,  at  the  ballot  box,  «pon 
the  well-defined  issues  of  the  contest,  reassure  the  nation  and  the  civil- 
ized world  that  the  State  of  Illinois,  true  to  her  instincts  of  loyalty  and 
constitutional  liberty,  will  remain  faithful  to  her  allegiance,  true  to  the 
Union,  an  humble  participant  in  the  proud  history  and  pure  glory  of 
the  holy  sisterhood  of  States,  sharing  their  experience  and  abiding  tneir 
fortune  to  the  end  of  time.  We  say  the  republic  shall  not  die,  the 
Union  shall  not  be  divided,  the  rebellion  shall  not  prevail,  traitors  shaU 
not  conquer  patriots  pledged  to  the  maintenance  of  these  noble  and 
dignifiea  issues,  believing  their  defense  essential  to  the  complete  enjoy- 
ment of  all  the  blessings  promised  us  in  the  constitution  and  laws  of 
our  country — ^with  an  entire  oonscionsness  of  the  exacting  sacrifioee 
imperiously  demanded  to  support  and  uphold  them — ^wHh  onr  eyee  upon 
ana  hearts  ftdl  of  devotion  to  the  flag  of  our  ooontry,  we  deekre  heme 
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the  world  that  the  rebellion  and  human  alavorj  shall  (all  and  perish 
together. 

Ba%  gentlemen,  while  we  Tolnntarilj  accept  these  national  obligations, 
and  cheerfally  admit  their  binding  force,  we  are  also  required  to  guard 
with  special  care  the  local  interests  of  the  State,  and  to  contribute  our 
best  energies  in  developing  its  resources.  I  am  thankful  that  this  duty 
falls  chiefly  upon  the  legisbtire  branch  of  the  government.  To  you  the 
people  will  look  for  the  enactment  of  such  laws  as  will  be  required  to 
meet  the  present  condition  of  the  country.  Voluntarily  chosen  from 
all  the  pursuits  of  life — conversant  with  the  various  interests  of  the 
whole  community — ^in  iotimate  relation  with  your  constituents,  and  fuUv 
sharing  their  ooimdence — I  shall  be  happy  at  all  times  to  co-operate  with 
you  in  every  effort  to  protect  the  honor,  maintain  the  credit,  and  pro* 
mote  the  general  prosperity  of  the  State. 

The  biennial  message  of  my  predecessor  is  before  yon.  I  invite  your 
attention  again  to  the  full  and  careful  statements  it  contains  in  reference 
to  the  present  condition  of  the  government.  A  faithful  service  of  four 
years,  the  most  interesting  and  embarrassing  since  the  organization  of 
the  State  government-,  has  amplv  qualified  nim  to  study  carefully  the 
various  interests  of  the  State,  and  lends  a  dignity  to  his  statements  and 
recommendations,  not  to  be  accorded  to  those  of  one  less  experienced 
in  the  affairs  of  the  State.  The  result  of  his  arduous  labors  is  felt  in 
every  part  of  the  State,  and  everywhere  there  will  greet  him,  as  he 
retires  from  the  distinguished  office  he  so  ably  administered,  the  plaudits 
of  his  i^nerous  countrymen,  *'Well  done  thou  good  and  faithful 
servant'' 

It  is  a  gratifying  reflection  that,  since  the  commencement  of  the  war, 
our  State  has  been  faithful  to  all  her  obligations  to  the  national  govern- 
ment No  call  has  been  made  upon  her  that  has  not  been  promptly  and 
fully  answered.  When  it  was  the  custom  to  fill  the  quotas  of  tne  State 
by  volunteering,  she  exceeded  all  calls  upon  her  by  many  thousands, 
and  although  there  was  some  difference  of  views,  as  to  the  credits  to 
which  the  State  was  entitled,  she  nevertheless  proceeded  to  fill  the  quota 
settled  upon  her  under  the  apportionment  made  by  the  Provost  Marshal 
GeneraL  When  the  attempt  was  made  last  year  to  raise  the  required 
number  of  men  by  drafting,  and  although  for  a  time  serious  apprehen- 
sions  were  felt  that  stubborn  resistance  would  be  made  against  the  efforts 
of  the  r^nlarly  appointed  officers  of  the  law  to  enforce  the  draft,  time 
and  reflection  sufiiciently  demonstrated  to  those  who  may  have  contem- 
plated the  folly  of  this  appeal  to  force,  that  there  was  no  reliable  or 
respectable  portion  of  the  community  to  be  found  to  sustain  this  discred- 
itable and  oishonorable  feeling.  The  law  has  been  faithfully  executed 
in  every  part  of  the  State. 

I  think  I  may  with  all  truthfulness  say,  in  communicating  to  you  the 
state  of  the  government,  that  at  no  time  in  the  history  of  the  State  has 
Illinois  been  in  a  better  condition,  in  reference  to  all  the  great  interests 
of  the  people. 

The  cultivation  of  the  soil  is  the  great  source  of  all  our  happiness* 
Manufactures  and  commerce  have  no  substantial  basis  except  in  the 
proeperity  of  agriculture ;  when  this  fails  or  is  neglected,  all  fail  with 
It,  and  the  whole  enterprise  of  the  State  flags  and  desponds.    To  this 
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great  interest  we  must  constantly  recar,  as  the  only  certain  means  of 
reliance  in  every  condition  of  life.  We  are  a  State  of  farmers,  and 
since  this  is  the  great  foundation  of  all  oar  wealth  and  prosperity, 
famishing  the  support  of  the  State  and  the  sinews  of  war,  giving  energy 
and  animation  to  all  the  relations  of  life,  and  employment  to  far  the 
largest  portion  of  the  population  of  oar  State,  will  it  not  be  wise  to 
encourage,  by  liberal  appropriations,  whatever  fosters  or  tends  to 
advance  it? 

Whilst  I  would  urge  the  strictest  economy  in  every  department,  and 
by  all  the  agents  of  tlie  State  govemmevt,  and  a  watchful  care  over  all 
tno  resources  to  which  we  are  to  look  for  a  speedy  and  certain  extin- 
guishment of  the  public  debt,  I  would  by  no  means  be  understood  as 
advising  such  a  policy,  in  regard  to  the  great  industrial  pursuits  of  the 
State,  as  would  be  calculated  to  hinder  or  delay  their  full  development 

The  subject  of  education  has  so  long  and  so  uniformly  received  the 
attention,  encouragement  and  support  of  the  Legislature — the  public 
mind  is  so  thoroughly  wedded  to  our  system  of  public  instructional 
feel  called  upon  to  do  little  more  than  refer  to  it  as  one  of  the  general 
subjects  for  your  deliberation.  Our  statutes  contain  so  many  acts  for 
the  amendment  of  the  school  law,  adding  to  and  amplifying  the  system, 
as  experience  points  out  its  defects,  and  tnus  adapting  it,  year  after  year, 
to  the  condition  of  our  youth,  we  may  hope,  in  time,  the  system  will 
approximate  to  something  like  perfection.  The  report  of  the  Superin- 
tendent of  Public  Instruction  will,  in  a  short  time,  be  laid  before  you. 
I  invite  your  careful  attention  to  it. 

By  the  act  of  Julv  2d,  a.  d.  1862,  Congress  donated  to  this  State,  in 
common  with  other  States  and  territories  of  the  Union,  which  may  pro- 
vide colleges  for  the  benefit  of  agriculture  and  mechanic  arts,  lan<^  or 
its  equivalent  in  scrip,  to  the  amount  of  thirty  thousand  acres,  for  each 
senator  and  representative  in  Congress  from  any  State  or  territory, 
amounting,  for  this  State,  to  four  hundred  and  eighty  thouRand  acres. 
By  the  act  of  February  li,  1868,  our  Legislature  accepted  the  donation, 
and  provided  for  informing  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  of  the  fact  It 
will  become  necessary  to  make  some  disposition  of  this  grant,  under  the 
conditions  and  limitations  fixed  by  the  act  of  Congress.  The  subject  is 
eliciting  some  interest  amongst  the  friends  of  agricultare,  the  mechanic 
arts  and  industrial  education  in  different  parts  of  the  State.  If  the 
interest  arising  from  the  fund  shall  be  judiciouslv  applied  to  the  purpo- 
ses contemplated  by  the  act  of  Congress,  both  agriculture  and  the 
mechanic  arts  will  receive  incalculable  benefit  from  the  ^rant  You  are 
fresh  from  the  people,  and  doubtless  understand  the  oest  manner  of 
disposing  of  this  subject,  to  meet  their  wishes,  and  accomplish  the  real 
design  of  the  general  government  in  making  the  gift.  I  only  desire  to 
call  your  attention  to  it. 

Our  public  institutions  at  Jacksonville,  for  the  protection,  improve- 
ment and  education  of  the  insane,  deaf  and  dumb,  and  the  blind,  are  in 
excellent  condition,  realizing  all  that  has  ever  been  expected  of  them, 
contributing  to  the  wants  and  comfort  of  these  distressed  children  of 
misfortune,  who  continually  claim  the  fostering  care  of  the  State,  and 
appeal  to  the  noblest  instincts  of  our  nature  for  encouragement  and  sup- 
port. I  recommend  such  appropriations  as  shall  be  necessary  to  con- 
tinue their  usefulness  to  die  State. 
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It  is  made  the  duty  of  the  Oovernor  to  Bee  that  the  laws  of  the  State 
be  faithfully  executed.  Ordinarily  this  can  be  no  great  task ;  but  in 
turbulent  times,  when  the  aathoritaes  of  the  nation  are  openly  defied 
and  resisted,  and  the  peace  of  the  pe(^le  is  threatened  b^  armed  bodies 
of  men,  in  actual  rebellion,  it  becomes  a  serious  responsibility.  ELappily 
for  us,  our  State,  thus  far,  has  escaped  the  ravages  and  desolation  ofthe 
war  ra^ng  on  our  borders.  There  have  been  a  few  attempts,  however, 
in  the  last  year,  by  two  or  three  gangs  of  outlaws,  to  disturb  the  quiet 
of  our  people  and  involve  the  State  in  civil  war.  Their  field  of  opera- 
tions seems  to  have  been  confined  to  a  few  counties  in  the  center  of  the 
State.  Their  time  was  spent  in  pilU^ing  and  murdering  unprotected 
persons  and  inflicting  alt  manner  or  annoyance  upon  the  peaceable 
inhabitants  of  those  counties.  Some  of  them  claimed  to  be  emissaries 
from  t^e  rebel  States,  sent  into  lUinois  to  raise  recruits  for  the  rebel 
army.  As  they  were  of  the  Tery  lowest  order  of  human  existence,  it  is 
▼ery  likely  true  that  they  were  engaged  in  this  infamous  project  An« 
other  attempt  was  made,  upon  the  eve  of  the  election  in  November  last, 
hj  a  gang  of  desperate  men,  to  release  the  prisoners  of  war  at  Camp 
l5on^las,  fire  the  city  of  Chicago,  by  force  take  possession  of  the  polls, 
and  inaugurate  revolution  in  the  north  part  of  the  State.  By  the  timely 
and  prudent  interference  of  the  commanding  officer  at  Camp  Donglas, 
Col.  S.  J.  Sweet,  zeidously  supported  by  his  command,  and  the  earnest 
oo-operation  of  the  police  of  the  city  of  Chicago,  the  chief  men  engaged 
in  tae  plot,  with  many  miserable  anpes  followiog  their  vicious  instiga* 
tions,  were  arrested  and  confined,  the  scheme  defeated,  and  the  city  and 
State  saved  from  the  terrors  of  this  dark  plot.  To  meet  emergencies 
like  these,  and  to  be  ready,  at  any  moment,  to  resist  the  efforts  of  evil 
disposed  persons  against  the  State,  it  may  be  prudent  to  have  such  a 
force  at  the  disposfu  of  the  State  as  will  enable  the  officers  of  the  law 
fiuthfully  to  execute  their  duties  in  any  part  of  the  State,  and,  if  serious 
resistance  be  made  to  the  law,  to  crush  it  at  once,  and  bring  the  offenders 
to  speedy  and  exem{dary  justice.  The  very  slightest .  attempt  at  insur- 
rection in  our  State,  should  be  met  by  the  hrm  and  united  efforts  of  the 
people  to  annihilate  it.  So  confident  am  I  of  the  support  of  the  peace 
loving  and  law-abiding  citizens  of  the  State,  and  so  firmly  do  1  rely 
upon  their  determination  to  sustain  the  rights  of  the  State  and  its  high 
^araeler,  against  the  machinations  of  all  evil  disposed  persons,  we  may 
Tentnre  to  nope  we  shall  pass  safely  through  the  perils  that  still  seriously 
threaten  the  country.  Every  attempt  at  insurrection  in  the  State,  or 
invasion  of  our  territory  by  an  armed  force,  would  involve  a  crime 
against  the  national  government,  and  would,  in  time,  be  met  and  resisted 
by  the  forces  of  the  United  States. 

It  is  the  deliberate  purpose  of  the  national  government  to  maintain 
peace  and  good  order  thronghout  the  whole  country,  to  subdue  the  spirit 
of  resistance  to  and  violation  of  the  constitution  and  laws  of  the  country, 
whether  it  is  dignified  by  the  name  of  revolution,  or  seeks  its  covert 
designs  in  rebeUion. 

Our  militia  law  seems  to  possess  little  life,  and  is  manifestly,  unauited 
to  the  condition  of  the  country.  I  recommend  a  thorough  revision  of 
the  whole  act  Our  constitution  contemplates  the  organization  of  the 
militia,  and  has  made  every  male  resident  of  the  State,  negroes,  mulat- 
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toes  and  Indians  excepted,  between  the  ages  of  eighteen  and  forty-ATe 
years,  subject  to  militia  dnty,  and  directs  that  Jt  shall  be  armed,  eqaip- 
ped  and  trained,  as  the  Gene«id  Assembly  may  provide  by  law.  Bonae 
important  amendments  were  made  to  the  law,  at  the  special  session  of 
the  Legislature  in  1861,  bat  these  were  promptly  repealed  in  1863,  by 
the  Legislature  then  in  session. 

In  my  opinion,  a  law  which  would  provide  for  arming^  equipping  and 
training  the  militia,  in  time  of  peace,  would  not  be  aceeptable  to  tb« 
people,  and  would  hardly  be  executed.  The  subject  is  not  free  from 
embarrassments,  and  will  require  much  time  and  patient  deliberation  to 
adapt  it  to  the  requirements  of  the  present  unsettled  state  of  the  country. 
It  is  a  power  which  should  be  resorted  to  only  in  extreme  cases,  and 
when  tne  ordinary  means  for  the  administration  of  the  laws  faU,  are 

Surposely  avoided  or  disregarded.  When,  however,  the  State  is  iuvwir 
ed  or  threatened  with  invasion,  insurrection  or  rebellion,  bv  an  open 
and  avowed  enemy,  or  a  eecret  and  hidden  foe,  bent  on  the  destruction 
of  the  government,  or  the  peace  and  happiness  of  the  people,  that  law 
will  have  but  little  virtue  in  it  which  does  not  provide  lor  su<^  an  efleo- 
tive  organization  of  the  militia  as  will  put  it  at  the  disposal  of  the 
officers  of  the  government,  or  such  active  or  volunteer  portions  of  it  as 
may  be  necessary,  by  the  prudent  use  of  it,  to  promptly  and  effectually 
restore  good  order  and  the  faithful  execution  of  the  laws.  I  do  not 
believe  any  system  can  be  effective  which  does  not  jmvide  that  a  por- 
tion of  the  militia  shall  have  such  an  organization  as  will  make  it  relia- 
ble and  ^ective  when  called  out.  It  must  be  armed,  equipped  and 
disciplined — ^partially  at  least— or  it  can  be  of  no  service  to  the  State. 
In  any  view  you  may  take  of  the  subject,  we  cannot  lose  sight  of  the 
fact  that  Congress,  under  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States,  possesses 
full  power  to  provide  for  organizing,  arming  and  disciplining  the  militia 
and  of  calling  it  forth  to  execute  the  laws  g(  the  TTnion,  suppress  insur- 
rection and  repel  invasion,  and  has  already  judiciously  exercised  this 
power,  under  the  act  for  enrolling  and  calling  out  the  national  forces, 
and  for  other  purposes,  approved  March  3,  18d8.     . 

If  you  shall  consider  that  the  condition  of  the  country  requires  a 
repeal  or  modification  of  the  i»*esent  State  law,  and  the  adoption  of  a 
new  and  efficient  organization  of  the  militia,  the  necessary  expenses  to 
carry  it  into  execution,  must  be  provided  by  appropriati<Hii^  from  the 
treasury. 

The  constitution  of  the  State  i»^vides^  article  6^  section  1 :  ^^  In  all 
elections  every  white  male  citizen,  above  the  age  of  tweut^-one  years, 
having  resided  in  the  State  one  year  next  precraing  any  efedion,  shall 
be  entitled  to  vote  at  such  election ;  and  every  white  male  inhabitant  of 
flie  a^  afM'esaid,  who  may  be  a  resident  of  tne  State  at  the  time  of  the 
adoption  of  this  constitution,  shall  have  the  ri^ht  of  voting,  as  aforesaid ; 
but  no  such  citizen  or  inhabitant  shall  be  ^ititled  to  vote  exeept  in  the 
district  or  county  in  whidk  he  shall  actually  reside  at  the  time  of  sudi 
election.'^  Section  5th  furth^  provides :  ^^No  elector  shall  be  deemed 
to  have  lost  his  residence  in  this  State,  by  reason  of  bis  absence  on  the 
business  of  the  United  Staples  or  of  this  State.  Under  the  provisions  of 
die  constitution,  it  has  been  contended,  by  some,  that  l^e  General 
Assembly  has  no  power  to  provide,  by  law,  tor  taking  the  votes  of  our 
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soldiers  in  tbe  field,  dlitis^  dorinfif  the  progress  of  this  rebellion  against 
the  govemznent  of  the  United  States^  and  the  riehts^  priyilegee  and 
immunities  of  the  dtiaeos  of  this  State,  for  a  period  of  now  nearly  foor 
years,  the  noble  and  gallant  men  of  lUlDois  who  have  gone  forth,  volnn- 
tarilj,  on  the  business  of  the  United  States  and  of  this  State,  to  snp- 
press  that  rebellion,  and  to  restore  to  the  eitizens  of  this  State  their  just 
rights  nnder  the  oonstitiition  and  laws  of  the  United  States,  have  l>een 
snbstantiaily  expatriated,  beeaase  of  the  want  of  a  law  of  our  Legisla- 
ture providing  tnem  with  the  means  of  voting.  We  saj  to  those  brave 
citizens  of  onr  State,  give  np  ycMir  pnrsuts  of  life,  jour  business  occn- 
pationSy  the  comforts  of  home,  the  endearments  of  family,  the  delights 
of  a  life  of  peace,  put  on  the  uniform  of  the  soldier,  the  armor  of  war, 
and  go  forth  to  fight  the  battles  of  our  conntry,  perpetuate  its  blessings, 
and  secure  to  ns  the  exalted  privileges  of  tbe  electire  franchise — but 
you  are  not  tu  vote.  Burden  yourselves  with  the  rifle  and  knapsack, 
toil  through  the  heat  and  cold^  the  perplexities  and  exposures  of  a  long 
campaign,  lie  down  upon  the  untented  field  and  subsist  upon  the  rudest 
fare  through  the  days  and  nights  of  a  long  service,  dream  of  home  and 
that  country  yon  love  so  weU — ^but  you  cannot  vote.  Finally,  plunge 
into  tbe  fight  agunst  tbe  desperate  enemies  of  onr  country,  uphold  the 
flgg  of  freedom  in  the  dread  hour  of  foarfiil  battle,  rush  on  to  death 
with  a  willing  heart,  pour  out  your  blood  freefy  and  die  nobly  for  that 
oonntry  whose  constitution  is  construed  to  say — ^yon  shall  not  vote.  I 
do  not  so  nnderstftud  it 

It  is  agreed  that  a  soldier  with  the  proper  qnalifieations  and  residence 
in  the  state^  absent  in  the  war,  may  return  on  the  day  of  election  and 
vote,  and,  dianks  to  the  generoos  efforts  of  the  administration,  many 
thousands  were  permitted  to  return  home  and  do  so  in  the  late  elec- 
tions. Besides  tne  great  expense  attending  this  method  of  allowing  the 
soldiers  to  vote,  it  is  attendea  with  very  great  ineonv^ence  to  the  ser** 
vice,  and  cannot  always  be  done,  as  it  might  be  utterly  out  of  the  ques- 
tion to  vrithdraw  a  portion  of  our  f(Mrces  ^om  the  enemy's  country,  and 
there  will  be  no  time  when  all  the  regiments  can  be  spared  from  the 
front  to  return  home  to  attend  an  eleetion.  It  wonld  seem  to  be  unjust 
to  extend  this  privilege  to  a  portion  of  them  and  exdnde  others,  and 
would  subject  toe  government  to  unpleasant  and  unjust  criticism  to  do 
so,  however  pure  the  purpose  might  be  to  do  justice  to  the  service  and 
the  soldier,  oy  allowmg  sudi  <»  tibem  to  return  as  might  for  that  pur* 
pose  receive  furloughs  and  leave  of  absence. 

It  will  be  admitted  that  our  constitution  waa  formed  nk  a  time  when 
it  was  not  possible  to  foresee  or  apprehend  the  {Nresent  condition  of 
affidrs  in  die  country.  Tho  design  and  spirit  of  the  constitution,  if  it 
mi^  be  understood  to  reflect  the  senlimeiits  of  tbe  people,  was  clearly 
to  guarantee  to  erery  eitiaea^  with  the  jMroper  qualincations,  the  unfet- 
tered ri^t  of  voting  at  every  election  in  the  State.  There  was,  there  ia 
no  deai^  to  abridge^  m  saj  respect,  this  first  and  highest  privilege  of 
ewerj  citizen.  It  oannel  be  fairly  argued  that  in  fixing  limitations  upon 
the  right  of  suffirage^  it  was  ev«r  the  design  ot  the  framars  of  the  con- 
sdtiition  to  disfran^ise  any  portion  of  tiie  dtijwns  of  the  State,  except 
as  it  is  provided  tibat  the  (^neral  Assenably  may  pass  laws  to  exdnae 
flom  tlue  rij^t  persona  convicted  of  infamous  cnmes.    Shall  it  be  in*

sistod,  then,  that  because  the  State  was  forced  into  a  condition  to  solicit 
more  than  one  hundred  thousand  of  its  le^  voters  to  leave  their  conn* 
ties  and  districts,  and  go  across  the  border  into  a  rebellions  territory,  to 
secure  the  fandamental  rights  of  the  State  and  the  preservation  of  the 
Union ;  these  voters,  who  were  required  to  be  absent,  most  of  them 
three  years,  and  who  are  now  absent  on  this  busineser  of  the  United 
States,  and  of  this  State,  are  to  forfeit  their  rights  of  citizenship— to  be 
deprived  of  giving  an  expression  to  their  feelings  upon  matters  pertain- 
ing to  State  or  National  affairs?  Are  they  to  be  met  with  the  ai^^ 
ment  that  becauso  they  have  been  willing  to  go  out  of  the  State  to  serve 
it,  that  the  constitution  inflicts  upon  them  the  punishment  for  their  ser* 
vice,  and  for  what  the  State  requested  and  urged  them  to  do  ? 

It  seems  clear  to  my  mind  that  a  fair  and  liberal  construction  of  the 
constitution  will  relieve  us  from  this  unpleasant  conclusion.  I  hope  I  do 
the  whole  country  justice,  in  asserting  that  there  is  a  disposition  to  pro- 
tect the  rights  of  the  soldiers  in  this  respect,  if  an  interpretation  may 
be  given  to  the  constitution  which  will  auUiorize  the  Legislature  to  pass 
a  law,  that  will  permit  soldiers  in  the  field  to  give  their  votes  there,  and 
have  them  sent  to  their  respective  places  of  residence  in  the  State,  de- 
posited in  the  ballot  box,  on  the  day  of  election,  and  canvassed  as  other 
votes  are  when  deposited  by  citizens  residmg  in  the  district,  attending 
to  their  own  private  affairs. 

The  mode  of  voting  is  by  ballot ;  the  time  fixed  for  general  elections 
is  the  Tuesday  next  after  the  first  Monday  of  November,  biennially, 
until  otherwise  provided  by  law ;  and  "  the  place  is  in  the  district  or 
countv  in  which  the  voter  shall  actually  reside  at  the  time  of  such  elec- 
tion.'^ Shalt  the  strict  letter  of  the  law  here  prevail  to  the  extent  of 
requiring  the  soldier,  who  is  a  legal  voter,  to  oe  positively  present  at 
the  polls  in  person  to  deposit  his  ballot  with  his  own  hand,  or  shall  the 
other  equally  reasonable  construction  be  accepted,  that  if  the  honest  and 
legal  voter,  absent  in  the  war,  shall,  by  his  agent  or  the  person  or  means 
to  be  provided  by  law,  on  the  day  of  election,  present  his  ballot  in  his 
district  or  county,  at  the  place  of  voting,  to  be  deposited  for  him  in  the 
ballot  box,  be  considered  a  compliance  with  the  constitution  ?  The  laws 
of  the  State  attempt  to  define  residence,  and  do  prescribe  the  manner  in 
which  the  ballot  shall  be  given,  numbered  and  counted,  and  the  name 
of  the  voter  written  down ;  but  these  laws  are  under  the  control  oi  the 
Legislature,  and  subject  to  any  amendments  you  may  in  your  wisdom 
see  fit  to  make. 

The  whole  question  is  before  you^  except  so  far  as  restrictions  are 
placed  upon  your  action  by  the  constitution.  The  soldier  is  admitted  to 
be  a  citizen ;  is  admitted  to  retain  his  residence  in  the  district  or  connly 
where  he  resided  when  he  entered  the  service,  or  where  he  has  fixed 
it  since  doing  so.  He  retains  every  qualification  be  had  when  he  be- 
came a  soldier,  and  may  exercise  every  right  he  ever  did  as  a  citizeD, 
except  the  essential  one  of  voting,  unless  he  actually  returns  in  person, 
and  with  his  own  hand  depositsliis  ballot  in  ike  biulot  box.  The  con* 
stitution  requires  no  such  strict  condition  of  voting.  It  does  not  re- 
quire the  voter  to  be  present  to  vote ;  nor  does  it  require  his  name  to  be 
registered,  nor  the  ballot  numbered ;  nor  does  it  say  how  it  shall  be 
deposited  or  handed  in.    The  voter  is  required  to  vote  by  ballot ;  un- 
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less  he  vote  bj  ballot,  he  cannot  vote  at  all ;  bat  he  Is  not  restricted 
from  making  out  his  ballot  when  and  where  he  chooses.  He  may  make 
it  oat  littj  days  before  election,  in  the  field  or  on  the  march,  or  any- 
where else ;  and,  so  far  as  langoage  goes,  the  purposes  of  the  constitn- 
tion  are  as  fully  answered  by  another  depositing  that  ballot,  as  if  de- 
posited by  the  voter,  personally  present  on  tne  spot,  on  the  day  of  election. 
The  ballot  contains  his  vote ;  wherever  that  is  pnt  in  the  ballot  box, 
there  the  vote  is  given.  The  voter  is  andeniably  required  to  deposit  his 
ballot  in  the  district  or  county  in  which  he  resides,  because  it  contains 
his  vote ;  and  he  is  not  entitled  to  have  it  counted  in  any  other  place. 
If  be  were  required  to  vote  viva  voce  it  would  be  different ;  his  presence 
would  then  be  necessary  ;  but  as  he  is  required  to  vote  by  ballot,  his 
presence  at  the  ballot  box  or  place  of  voticg  is  not  necessary  to  the  act 
of  vodng. 

It  will  be  observed  that  the  language  of  the  constitution  is  general — 
^  all  elections.'^  As  there  is  no  exception,  elections  of  ofScers  of  the 
militia  must  be  included  in  the  general  requirements,  as  to  residence ; 
and  yet  the  Legislature,  at  the  special  session  in  April,  1861,  passed  a 
law  tor  the  organization  of  six  regiments  of  infantry,  at  Camp  Tates, 
in  Sangamon  county^  and  fixed  the  place  of  voting  at  the  headquarters 
of  each  company.  These  regiments  were  composed  of  men  from  all 
parts  of  the  State,  who  voted  for  the  most  important  officers  in  Sanga- 
mon county,  with  a  residence,  in  many  instances,  of  not  exceeding 
twenty-four  hours,  and  in  few  cases,  of  ten  days.  The  law  provided 
returning  and  canvassing  the  votes,  and  issuing  commissions  to  the  offi- 
cers elected,  some  of  whom  were  of  the  rank  of  colonel.  It  further 
provided  for  the  election  of  a  brigadier  general,  and  one  was  elected  at 
the  headquarters  of  the  colonels  of  the  six  regiments.  Again,  on  the 
29th  of  April,  at  the  same  special  session,  another  law  was  passed,  ra- 
tifying and  confirming  the  elections  on  the  25th  of  April,  held  under 
the  fijTst  law.  These  elections  were  held  at  places  where,  notoriously, 
the  soldiers  did  not  reside ;  in  a  county  where  many  had  never  been 
before,  and  never  had  any  thought  of  residing.  The  votes  were  given 
by  ballot,  and  every  form  of  an  election  observed  throughout ;  and  yet, 
I  believe,  the  constitutionality  of  these  electionshasnever  been  questioned. 

So  far,  I  have  considered  the  question  with  reference  to  all  elections 
in  the  State.  Upon  the  question  of  your  power  to  pass  a  law  to  enable 
oar  soldiers  to  vote  for  electors  of  President  and  Vice  President,  and 
members  of  Congress,  there  can  be  no  doubt.  The  constitution  of  the 
State  places  no  restriction  upon  your  action.  The  whole  subject  is  dis- 
posed of  by  the  constitution  of  the  United  States,  article  second,  section 
first:  ^^Each  State  shall  appoint  in  such  manner  as  the  LtgidaMTe  there- 
of may  direct,  a  number  of  electors  equal  to  the  whole  number  of  sen- 
ators and  representatives  to  which  the  State  may  be  entitled  in  Congress.'' 
Again,  article  first,  section  four:  ''The  times,  places  and  manner  of 
holding  elections  for  senators  and  representatives  shall  be  prescribed  in 
each  State  by  the  legislation  thereof  ^  but  the  Congress  may,  at  any  time, 
by  law,  make  or  alter  such  regulation,  except  as  to  the  places  for  choos- 
ing senators." 

The  General  Assembly  may,  therefore,  prescribe  the  times,  places  and 
manner  of  electing  representatives,  and  tne  manner  of  appointing  elee- 
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tors  in  this  State.  The  manoer  in  which  the  voter  in  the  field  may 
make  his  ballot,  and  the  means  by  which  he  may  send  it  to  his  district 
or  countj,  to  be  deposited  in  or  delivered  at  the  polls  on  the  day  of 
election,  can  be  provided,  bv  law,  without  difficulty. 

A  stringent  law,  to  prohibit  fraud  by  or  upon  the  voter — securing  the 
rights  of  the  voter,  while  protecting  the  pnrity  of  the  ballot  box — would 
show  to  our  soldiers  that  tneir  political  rights  are  tenderly  regarded  by 
their  fellow  countrymen  at  home,  while  they  are  absent  defending  our 
cause  in  the  war.  I  therefore  earnestly  recommend  the  passage  of  the 
law  securing  to  every  soldier  in  the  field,  who  would,  if  at  home  on  tlie 
day  of  election,  be  a  legal  voter,  the  privil^e  of  giving  his  vote  in  the 
field,  and  having  it  sent  to  his  district  or  county,  to  be  deoosited  and 
counted  as  other  votes  are,  during  his  necessary  absence  in  the  war. 

There  is  every  encouragement  to  hope  that  the  war  is  drawing  rapid- 
ly to  a  close.  There  may,  after  all,  be  no  occasion  for  putting  such  a 
law  into  practical  effect  To  guard,  however,  against  all  contingencies, 
and  that  we  may  be  faithful  to  him  who  is  so  devoted  to  us,  the  law 
should  receive  your  early  attention. 

The  vast  multitude  of  helpless  orphans  left  upon  our  hands,  deprived 
of  the  kind  protection  of  fathers,  who  have  given  their  lives  to  the 
country,  appeal  to  us  for  aid  and  protection.  We  owe  something  more 
to  this  dependent  portion  of  our  community  than  to  the  distressed  gen- 
erally, because  patriotism  and  devotion  to  tne  country  have  been  instro- 
mental  in  bringing  them  to  this  condition.  They  are  the  children  of 
the  State;  and  I  am  sure  I  give  expression  to  the  generous  sympathy  of 
our  whole  people,  when  I  assure  you  that  it  will  afford  me  pleasure  to 
aid  you  in  any  legislation  you  may  see  fit  to  enact,  by  which  theee 
worthy  sufferers  may  be  benefitted,  educated  and  provided  for. 

Since  the  commencement  of  this  rebellion,  the  spirit  of  our  people 
has  been  exhibited,  in  the  organization  and  operation  of  the  various 
Kational,  State  and  auxiliary  sanitary  societies,  and  the  United  States 
Christian  Commission.  These  benevolent  associations  have  added  a 
new  feature  to  modern  warfare,  and  go  very  far  towards  mitigating  its  bar- 
barities. They  exist  by  virtueof  no  law — are  independentof  all  political 
infiuence — ^are  the  outgrowth  of  the  heart's  warm  love  for  the  toiling  and 
suffering — ^the  sick  and  wounded  soldiers  of  the  republic  Here  the 
tender  affection  and  warm  sympathy  of  our  women  of  America,  are 
manifested  in  a  thoueand  different  forms.  The  aged  mother,  modest 
sister,  and  devoted  wife  are  touched  alike  by  the  sufferings  of  those 
dear  to  them,  and  from  the  remote  and  obscure  comers,  as  well  as  from 
the  more  populous  parts  of  the  State,  comes  relief  in  every  variety  and 
with  no  stinted  liberality.  Donations  are  made,  money  given,  labor 
contributed,  ingenuity  is  at  work  in  every  appliance  of  art  to  give  life 
and  energy  to  the  great  object  of  accumulating  supplies  for  the  use  of 
our  suffering  soldiers.  It  is  just  to  say,  Illinois  has  not  been  behind 
her  sister  States  in  this  great  benevolent  work. 

I  submit  to  you,  gentlemen,  if  it  is  not  better  to  permit  this  great 
agency  of  the  people,  the  work  of  their  own  thoughts,  to  be  left  entirely 
to  their  mansL^ement,  operation  and  control,  free  from  all  le^slative  in- 
terference. It  is  greatly  to  be  feared  that  any  attempt  to  give  to  it  the 
appearance  of  an  mstitution  supported  by  law,  will  divest  it  of  its  real 
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character,  and  in  a  very  short  time,  discourage  thoee  voluntary  and  un- 
selfieh  efforts  of  the  public  to  support  and  suetain  it,  without  which  it 
would  soon  languish,  and  its  efficiency  become  impaired.  I  will  cheer- 
fully co-operate  with  you  in  any  appropriations  you  may  be  willing  to 
make,  having  in  view  aid  and  supplies  to  be  furnished  for  the  relief  and 
rapport  of  those  deserving  patriots. 

The  national  government  has  liberally  provided  for  all  its  soldiers. 
No  nation  on  earth  has  done  more  to  relieve  the  hardships  of  the  soldier, 
still  it  is  impossible  to  attend  to  all  his  reasonable  wants,  to  look  after 
and  provide  fully  for  his  comfort.  When  he  is  sent  to  the  hospital,  sep- 
trated  from  his  company,  detached  on  special  duty,  or  relieved  on  fur- 
lough it  often  occurs  tnat  he  is  neglected  or  partially  forgotten  by  his 
officers,  who  are  occupied  with  other  duties,  in  looking  after  and  taking 
care  of  the  men  present  with  them.  But  the  State  owes  something  to 
the^e  worthy  citizens,  notwithstanding  they  have  become  soldiers  in  the 
Bervice  of  the  United  States,  and  so  far  as  we  can  do  so  without  inter- 
fering with  the  authority  of  the  United  States,  we  should  make  every 
reasouable  effort  to  take  care  of  them.  I  know  of  no  way  in  which  this 
maj  be  so  effectually  done  as  by  appointing  State  military  agents,  to  be 
paid  by  the  State,  whose  duties  shall  be  prescribed  by  law,  to  be  under 
the  control  of,  and  report  to  the  Adjutant  General  of  the  State.  Sta- 
tioned at  different  important  military  points  where  our  soldiers  are  on 
duty,  they  oould  render  valuable  services  to  the  State  and  the  soldier, 
in  looking  after  the  sick  and  wounded — ^in  promptly  securing  discharges 
when  manifestly  necessary — arranging  and  supplying  pay  and  descrip- 
tire  rolls — drawing  clothing  and  keeping  the  soldier  advised  of  the 
l&ees  where  bis  company  may  be  found —  in  writing  home  and  sending 
is  pay  home  for  him,  when  desired  to  do  so.  I  recommend  the  pas- 
H^  of  a  law  to  secure  these  desirable  objects. 

However  mach  the  desolations  of  war  are  to  be  lamented,  inflicting, 
tt  it  continually  does,  the  severest  calamities  upon  our  country,  entail- 
ing misery  and  misfortune  upon  every  interest  of  morality  and  human- 
ity, covering  the  whole  land  with  mourning  and  distress,  breaking  up 
and  destroying  the  dearest  relations  of  lite,  threatening  in  its  mad  ca- 
reer, the  total  overthrow  and  annihilation  of  the  government — madly 
tearing  to  pieces  the  noblest  erections  of  human  genius  and  intellect — 
ttiU  we  have  war,  have  it  in  our  very  midst,  on  our  hands,  and  must 
have  it,  until,  by  the  feariul  agencies  it  uses,  we  utterly  and  forever  sub- 
dne  and  crush  out  tberebelltous  and  intolerant  spirit  which,  in  the  hearts 
of  bad  men,  pnt  it  on  foot,  and  gave  it  loose  reins  in  our  once  happy 
land.  We  are  abundantly  able  to  prosecute  this  war,  on  our  part  waged 
purely  and  entirely  in  self  defense,  to  support  and  maintain  the  National 
Union,  under  the  f^nstitntion  for  an  indefinite  number  of  years — ^lone 
enough,  at  least,  to  restore  the  Union,  and  break  up  and  destroy  aU 
combinations  against  it,  for  whatever  purpose.  If  we  do  not  do  so,  with 
the  wisdom,  experience  and  wealth  we  possess,  and  the  bountiful  means 
the  God  of  the  ITiiiverse  has  benignly  placed  in  our  hands,  with  the 
inborn  love  of  liberty  and  freedom  of  every  inhabitant  covered  and  pro- 
teeted  by  our  flag,  then  it  will,  at  last,  be  written  down  upon  the  stern 
veoord  of  history,  that  a  Democratic  government  is  a  faimre,  and  the 
people  have  neither  MDse  nor  courage  enough  to  nde  themselves. 
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It  will  not  be  poBsible  to  suffer  a  division  of  the  Union,  and  then 
attempt  to  patch  up  what  is  left,  and  try  to  deceive  ourselves  and  man- 
kind by  calling  it  a  government.  It  will  be  a  cheat,  a  bubble,  a  &ilure, 
an  ever  present  fabric  of  folly,  to  persecute  us  and  mortify  the  down 
trodden  of  the  world ;  readv  to  topple  over  and  fall  to  pieces  at  the 
slightest  attempt  against  it  \>j  the  weakest  government ;  characterless, 
with  broken  pride,  we  will  spend  the  residue  of  life  in  bewailing  our 
sordid  and  unmanly  nature,  and  the  mean  abandonment  of  the  bounti- 
ful means  we  possessed  to  save  it,  but  did  not.  Jeered  and  derided  by 
every  upstart — the  very  savages  we  have  forced  from  their  ancient 
homes,  will  turn  back  and  regard  us  with  contempt  Our  children  will 
open  the  map  of  1860,  and  survey  the  boundaries  of  the  old  republic, 
then  turn  to  the  old  constitution  and  there  read,  this  was  once  the 
country  of  their  fathers,  under  whose  wisdom  the  privileges  and  immu- 
nities of  the  citizens  in  the  several  states,  were  guarantee  to  the  citi- 
zens in  each  state,  under  the  solemn  bonds  of  perpetual  union,  and 
there  will  be  no  light  in  which  they  can  regard  this  sad  picture,  that 
will  not  fill  them  with  impatience  and  disgust.  My  countrymen,  let  na 
advance  boldly  to  the  work  before  us,  gird  ourselves  about  with  the 
vigor  of  a  chastened  manhood,  and  halt  not  at  any  sacrifice  demanded, 
or  seemingly  demanded,  to  meet  this  awful  crisis.  Look  at  our  noble 
soldiers,  see  how  they  bare  their  breasts  to  the  storm ;  how  uncomplain- 
ingly they  accept  every  requirement,  and  how  fearlessly  they  meet 
them.  ^^Three  years,  unless  sooner  discharged,"  is  written  upon  every 
heart  and  borne  upon  every  resolve.  Thousands  have  gone  down  to 
the  grave  with  this  sublime  ,mark  of  patriotism  printed  on  their  eoula. 
Those  who  survive  march  on  with  steady  step,  surmounting  one  great  trou- 
ble to  encounter  another,  shoulder  to  shoulder  advancing  in  line  to  the  cita- 
del of  death,  rather  than  violate  that  oath,  or  see  their  country  perish. 

This  war  has  sufliciently  revealed  one  cheering  fact,  which  goes  far 
toward  relieving  many  of  its  dark  shadows.  The  man  who  goes  oat 
with  his  character  matured,  returns  with  it  unsullied.  The  young  man 
whose  character  is  scarely  known  to  himself,  goes  to  the  war,  shares  its 
realities,  mingles  in  its  horrors,  is  tempted  by  its  licentiousness,  and 
benefited  by  its  discipline;  he  has  seen  more  of  life,  in  one  vear,  in  the 
war,  than  he  could  have  learned  of  it  in  ten  at  home ;  rapidly  accumu- 
lates a  maturity  which  would  require  years  for  development  at  home, 
and  it  is  the  experience  of  the  whole  couhtrv,  that,  if  spared  to  return, 
with  an  honorable  discharge,  he  comes  back  a  better  man  and  a  better 
citizen.  With  few  exceptions,  the  deportment  of  our  soldiers  who  have 
returned  to  mingle  in  society  again,  has  been  most  creditable.  Instead 
of  attempting  to  repose  upon  their  fairly  earned  laurels,  or  to  spend  a  use- 
less  life  of  idleness  and  indolence,  ninetv  out  of  every  hundred  are  seen 
engaged  in  some  busy  employment^  striving,  in  common  with  all  good 
men  to  inspire  and  support  our  government  in  its  efforts  to  push  the 
war  on  to  a  speedy  and  final  close. 

I  desire  to  impress  upon  the  defenders  of  our  country,  volunteers  and 
drafted  men  alike,  engaged  in  the  same  noble  cause,  the  fact  that  the 
man  who  has  faithfully  served  his  country  in  this  war,  has  much  to  be 
proud  of  and  much  to  honor  him.  Such  a  man  owes  it  to  his  reputation 
to  guard  it  well,  and  see  that  no  foolish  blemish  gathers  upon  it  to  ruin 
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and  destroy  it.  He  is  interested  in  cultivating  the  morals  of  the  conntry 
and  elevating  the  tone  of  society,  because  he  becomes  a  member  again 
of  the  community,  in  which,  when  he  returns,  he  fixes  his  home.  The 
conduct  of  our  soldiers  in  the  field  continues  to  deserve,  our  highest 

E raise.  From  the  first  hour  of  the  war  to  the  present  moment  our  arms 
ave  been  upheld  upon  almost  every  field  and  in  almost  every  battle. 
Tlie  blood  of  Illinois  is  mingled  with  the  blood  of  traitors  on  the  moun- 
tain top,  amid  the  hills,  through  the  valleys  and  along  the  streams,  as 
far  as  the  mad  waves  of  war  overlap  the  once  peaceful  domain  of  our 
proud  country.  For  prompt  obedience,  submission  to  the  necessary 
discipline  of  war,  skiti  in  the  performance  of  their  duties,  bold  and 
daring  courage  in  battle  and  humane  treatment  to  the  defeated  foe,  both 
officers  and  men  continue  to  receive  the  highest  encomiums  of  their 
commanders,  and  deserve  the  lasting  gratitude  of  ^y^r^j  man,  woman 
and  child  in  the  state  and  in  the  nation.  Illinois  gives  to  our  armies 
the  best  General  of  modern  times.  ' 

Although  the  war  is  not  over,  it  is  rapidly  approaching  the  end.  How- 
ever formidable  the  rebellion  at  first,  we  have  seen  the  worst  of  it.  We 
have  measured  its  breadth,  sounded  its  depth,  and  ascended  to  its  hight, 
and  are  bearing  down  upon  and  crushing  it  out.  It  required  nearly  two 
years  of  dearly  bought  experience  to  learn  its  magnitude  and  discover 
the  true  means  to  be  em})loy ed  in  halting  its  progress.  There  was  always 
a  well  founded  belief,  with  a  large  portion  of  our  people,  that  to  speed- 
ily and  certainly  break  the  back  bone  of  the  rebellion,  it  would  be  neces- 
sary to  strike  directly  at  the  institution  of  slavery.  So  long,  however, 
had  this  institution  been  fostered  and  protected  by  the  indulgent  sympa- 
thy of  a  vitiated  public  sentiment;  so  firmly  were  we  convinced  that, 
under  our  constitution,  it  had  found  some  sort  of  foothold ;  and,  above 
all,  so  careful  were  we  of  the  rights  of  our  southern  brethren  and  their 
delicate  sensibilities  upon  this  peculiar  institution,  that,  to  some  extent, 
we  had  educated  ourselves  not  to  look  fiiirly  and  squarely  at  the  ques- 
tion ;  and  I  firmly  believe,  had  the  rebels  remanied  true  to  the  Union, 
and  respected,  in  their  true  dignity,  the  rightp  of  the  people  of  the  Uni- 
ted States,  and  not  sought  in  a  forcible  appeal  to  arms,  to  divide  and 
destroy  the  nation  and  the  constitution,  ages  would  have  passed  by  be- 
fore Uie  wisdom  and  justice  of  man  would  have  reached  and  stricken 
from  the  roll  of  human  errors,  this  monstrous  evil  upon  our  country. 
They  went  to  war  to  make  slavery  the  comer-stone  of  a  new  confederacy, 
and  to  build  upon  this  error,  in  the  very  face  of  Ood,  a  hideous  despot- 
ism. To  do  this,  it  was  first  essential  tnat  the  only  well  established  and 
divinely  favored  Kepublic  should  be  destroyed,  and  they  actually  began 
the  war  for  this  purpose.  Nor  is  this  monstrous  truth  to  be  hidden  or 
denied  by  all  the  falsehood  and  pretense — the  slander  and  misrepresen- 
tation— ^tnat  fiction  can  invent  or  man  concoct.  The  public  sentiment 
of  the  whole  north  and  northwest  was,  to  let  slavery  alone,  in  the  slave 
States,  forever ;  but  it  has  forfeited  whatever  of  real  or  imaginary  pro- 
tection it  ever  was  entitled  to,  and  an  impatient  and  outrage^i  people 
will  pot  up  with  its  pretensions  no  longer.  By  a  joint  resolution  of 
Congress  of  March  2d,  1861,  the  following  amendment  was  proposed  to 
tibe  constitution  of  the  United  States :  '^  No  amendment  shall  be  made  to 
the  constitution  which  will  authorize  or  give  to  Congress,  the  power  to 
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abolish  or  interfere  within  any  State,  with  the  domestic  institutions 
tiiereof,  inclading  that  of  persons  held  to  labor  or  service  by  the  Laws 
of  said  State."  And  the  Legislature  of  this  State,  at  the  session  of 
1868,  ratified  said  amendment.  It  is  well  known  that  this  amendment 
was  proposed  to  conciliate  the  south — to  show  to  them  onr  temper  on 
the  slavery  question ;  and  thus,  by  a  timely  exhibition  of  moderation  and 
forbearance  on  the  part  of  the  administration  coming  into  power,  allay 
all  cause  for  strife,  or  the  pretense  for  it,  on  this  embarrassing  question. 
It  was  soon  manifest,  however,  that  no  antidote  could  heal  the  mad  spirit 
of  rebellion.  The  south  had  deliberately  jx^epared  for  the  crisis,  and 
were  bent  on  involving  the  country  in  ruin.  No  concession  could  head 
off  the  furious  purposes  of  tiieseselfconoeitedand  self-constituted  usur- 
pationists,  who  claimed^  at  last,  the  right  to  dictate  who  should  and  who 
should  not  be  elected  President  of  the  United  States.  Another  pro- 
posed amendment  to  the  constitution  is  now  pending  before  Congreae. 
it  came  near  passing  at  the  last  session.  There  are  some  reasons  for 
believing  it  may  vet  be  passed  by  the  present  Congress.  This  amend- 
ment is  very  unlike  the  one  above  quoted,  but,  like  the  other,  will,  I 
hope,  when  it  reaches  our  Legislature,  receive  its  early  sanction  and 
approval.    It  is  as  follows : 

Besolvedy  etc.^  (two-thirds  of  both  Houses  concurring,)  That  the  fol- 
lowing article  be  proposed  to  the  Legislatures  of  the  several  States,  as 
an  amendment  of  the  constitution  of  the  United  States,  which,  when 
ratified  by  three-fourths  of  said  Legislatures,  shall  be  valid  to  all  intenta 
and  purposes,  as  a  part  of  said  constitution,  namely : 

▲BTIOLE  zin. 

Section  1.  Neither  slavery  nor  involuntary  servitude,  except  as  a 
punishment  for  crime,  whereof  the  party  shall  have  been  duly  convicted, 
shall  exist  within  the  United  States,  or  any  place  subject  to  their  juris- 
diction. 

Sbo.  3.  Congress  shall  have  ])Ower  to  enforce  this  article  by  appro- 
priate legislation. 

These  different  amendments,  proposed  at  diffbrent  periods  during  the 
progress  of  the  rebellion,  show  the  marked  change  the  sentiment  of  the 
country  has  undergone  on  this  question.  Moral  convictions  sometimes 
rest  upon  the  demonstrations  ot  moral  proof.  In  this  instance  there  is 
the  additional  weight  of  moral  consciousness,  based  upon  the  aggrava- 
ted sufferings  of  a  whole  nation  for  nearly  four  years,  arising  solely  ont 
of  this  great  evil — nor  will  the  public  sentiment  of  the  country  be 
checked  or  delayed,  in  its  determiiiatton  to  eradicate  slavery  from  the 
soil  of  the  republic  by  the  constant  inquiry,  ^^What  is  to  become  of  the 
negro  after  he  is  freet"  It  might  better' be  adced,  what  may  not  be> 
come  of  him  f  He  can  labor.  Me  can  Imrn.  He  can  fight,  improve 
and  aspire,  and  if  after  we  shall  have  tried  for  as  long  to  make  him  a 
useful  free  man  as  we  have  a  useless  slave,  we  shall  fail,  and  he  shall 
fail,  tiiere  will  be  time  enough  left  in  which  to  solve  this  persistent  ques- 
tion. If  there  were  no  other  or  higher  motive  for  emancipation,  I 
woold  still  fervently  advocate  it  as  a  puni^mentto  traitors  for  uie  crime 
of  treason,  for  it  is  useless  to  talk  about  ending  the  rebellion  in  any 
other  way  tlum  upon  our  own  terms  and  conditions.    If  we  cannot  sob- 
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doe  them,  to  tlie  extent  of  an  nnqnalified  eesflation  of  hoBtiliUes  against 
the  national  govenunent  and  a  positive  retnm  to  obedience  to  the  laws 
of  the  land,  as  thej  are  nonored  and  obeyed  by  e verj  good  citizens  of 
the  United  States,  we  shall  not  have  eonqaered  them  at  all.  The  peo- 
pie  of  Illinois  are  not  aiding  in  the  prosecntion  of  this  war  with  any 
view  of  at  last,  and  when  resistance  to  oar  laws  is  no  longer  possible,  en- 
tering into  any  flimsy  and  deceptive  compromise,  to  cajole  onrselves 
and  rebels  into  a  fallacioos  and  senseless  settlement  of  tne  difficulties. 
They  are  in  hostile  rebellion  against  the  national  government,  savagely 
and  without  cause  waging  a  cruel  and  barbarous  war  against  us,  and 
should  be  made  to  feel  the  strong  arm  of  that  government  When  they 
lay  down  their  arms  and  cry  for  peace  as  they  took  them  up  and  shouted 
for  war,  it  will  be  time  enough  to  arrange  for  them  the  terms  upon 
which  they  shall  be  permitted  to  participate  in  the  government  i  do 
not  adhere  to  the  distinction  so  generally  made  between  leader  and  fol' 
lower  in  the  monstrous  offense.  Both  are  guilty.  But  as  it  may  be  im* 
possible,  in  the  administration  of  justice,  to  reach  alL  those  most  promi* 
nent  in  guilt,  should  be  made  to  suSer  most  In  theory,  I  know  no 
distinction  amongst  them;  every  man  in  rebellion  against  the  United 
States,  is  guilty  of  la-eason  and  deserves  the  punii^ment  of  death. 
Those  who  are  not  and  who  have  not  been  in  rebellion,  are  not  to  be 
daseed  with  them  in  any  event  They  deserve  and  will  receive  the  grati# 
tnde  of  the  whole  country  in  all  time  to  ocme.  Those  who  were  forced  to 
take  up  arms  against  their  will,  deserve  and  will  receive  our  clemency. 
However  mudi,  in  times  past,  men  may  have  differed  about  state  sove- 
reignty and  state  rights,  it  is  certain  tliat  the  rights  and  just  powers  of 
the  national  government  have  fully  appeared  and  been  conceded  by  the 
ctticens  of  the  different  states  in  this  war.  The  constitution  of  the 
United  States  confers  upon  the  general  government  all  the  powers 
necessary  to  guard  and  protect  its  sovereignty  against  a  foreign  or  do*- 
meetic  enemy.  It  possesses  and  can  fully  exercise,  every  power  neces* 
sary  to  enforce  obedience  to  its  laws  in  evenr  State  in  the  Union.  It 
invades  the  rights  of  no  state  in  doing  so.  Every  citizen  of  a  State  is 
also  a  dtixen  of  the  Uidted  l^tes.  W  hat  is  done  by  the  national  govv 
emment  is  done  by  the  authority  and  for  the  benefit  of  every  citizen  in 
the  States.  It  is  as  much  under  the  control,  and  responds  as  readily 
to  the  wishes  of  the  dtizens  of  the  States  as  do  the  State  governments. 
The  dtizens  of  Illinois  are  as  directly  represented  in  the  national  coun- 
cils, as  bv  this  honorable  body  in  our  Qeneral  Assembly.  They  vote 
directly  for  members  of  the  Blouse,  who  are  accountable  to  them  every 
two  years — and  indirectly  for  Senators,  responsible  every  six  yeara. 
The  rlresident,  theoretksdly,  is  not,  but  in  practice  really  is  likewise 
eleebsd  by  the  yoters  of  the  diflRarent  States. 

Howinexensable,  then^  is  that  folly,  which,  by  persistent  appeals  to 
liie  people  of  the  States,  seds,  by  misrepresentation  and  fiuse  argo- 
ment,  to  create  a  hostility  to  the  general  government,  when  the  truth  i^ 
liie  pieople  constitute  that  very  government  Of  course  Blinois,  like 
Bsaj  other  State  in  the  Union,  is  sovereim  over  all  those  powers  not 
dmgatod  to  the  national  government.  Bat  Blinois  cannot  aedare  war^ 
nor  make  treaties  with  foreign  governments,  nor  enter  into  any  sJUanoe 
or  eoBfedOTation  with  them,  or  with  the  States  of  this  Union— not  evea 
—IS 
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coin  money,  or  emit  bills  of  credit — ^neither  can  any  other  State  of  the 
Union  do  so.  *  All  are  prohibited,  and  wisely  so,  from  the  exercise  of 
these  sovereign  rights,  and  a  moltitnde  of  others  which  might  be  enu- 
merated ;\  so  uiat  no  State,  of  its  own  wish,  can  bring  rain  and  destrno- 
tion  upon  oar  rights,  as  a  free  people,  by  making  treaties  or  alliances 
with  any  gbVernment,  prince  or  state  upon  earth.  Nor  can  any  state, 
at  its  pleasare,  withdraw  from  the  obligfUions  of  the  volontary  conces- 
sion of  sovereignty  to  the  national  government  Ample  means  are 
mrovided  for^ainending  and  changing  the  Oonstitution  of  the  United 
States,  and  by^the  faithful  exercise  of  these  rights,  we  can,  at  pleasare, 
modify  and  alter  onr  form  of  government  to  suit  the  wishes  of  onr  peo- 
ple, if  it  had^ever  been  contemplated  that  any  dissatisfied  State  coald, 
of  its  own  volition,  upon  the  snggestion  of  its  own  weak  counsels,  with- 
draw from  tiie  .Union  at  pleasure,  then,  manifestly,  there  could  have 
biden  no  wisdom  in  the  attempt  to  create  the  Union.  The  concessions 
of  sovereignty  to  'the  national  government  were  to  prohibit  the  exercise 
of  them  bv  any  StJlta:;-  but  if  a  State  could,  by  simply  declaring  its 
withdrawal  i|rom  tHe  Union,  resume,  at  pleasure,  these  sovereign  rights, 
is  it  not  manifest  that  the  Union  was  frtuned  in  vain,  and  never  had  any 
strength  or  virtue  in  Jt:--  And  yet,  the  disregard  of  these  simple  and 
solemn  obligations  by  ey^ry  State  in  rebeldom,  to-day,  is  sustained  and 
ndtidicated  by  many,  opelp^,  upon  the  alarming  assumption  that  they 
had  the  right  to  do  so.  The^assumption  is  false,  the  reasoning  is  false, 
the  conclusion  is  false.  Ttie^whole  theory  involves  disraption,  desolar 
tion  and  destruction,  and  is'ntterly  false— put  forth  to  poison  the  public 
mind  and  undermine  the  nation.  Dlinois  has  written  upon  her  oroad 
seal  the  words  ^^  State  Sovereignty,"  ^  National  Union."  and  by  her 
fidelity  to  Hmq  Union,  and  her  sacnfioes  in  this  war,  declared  that  she 
accepts  that  interpretation,  which  makes  her  loyal  and  faithful  to  both. 
-  And  now,  gentlemen,  by  the  diligent  application  of  our  best  abilities, 
let  us  earnestly  enter  upon,  and,  as  &r  as  we  caxL  execute  the  great  task 
reposed 'in  *our  hands,  by  the  noble  State  whose  future,  to  some  extent, 
rests  in  our  keeping;  and  to  the  support  of  these  purposes,  we  will  ap- 
peal to  thiat  Supreme  Being  who  ndes  the  destinies  of  all  nations  and 
states.

The  Senate  returned  to  their  Chamber,  preceded  by  the  Speaker. 
Lieutenant  Governor  HofiKnan  than  delivered  the  following  valedic- 
tory: 

OenUemm  qf  the  Senate : 

Allow  me,  before  retiring  from  the  position  I  have  occupied  during 
the  past  four  vears,  to  express  to  you  my  sincere  |pratitade  i<x  the  for- 
bearance and  Idndness  you  have  so  uniformly  and  m  so  great  a  measars 
extended  to  me,  whUe  presiding  over  your  deliberations.  Foiur  years 
ago,  in  obedience  to  the  will  of  the  people,  I  entered  upon  the  diachaige 
^  my  duties,  entirely  unacquainted  with  parliamentary  proceedinjgs, 
but  with  the  firm  determination  to  po^^irm  the  duties  o^xny  position 
with  strict  impartiality,  as  an  offioer  of  the  State  and:a8,tibe  representa- 
tive of  a  party.  It  is  not  for  me  to  say  whether  I  haye..suooeeded  in 
accomplisning  my  object,  but  you  will  pardon  me  for  stating  on  this 
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oocaBion  that  I  have,  at  all  timee,  and  under  all  drcamstanoee,  used 
my  best  endeavors,  to  the  utmost  of  my  ability ,'  faithfully  and  impar- 
tially to  diaehai)^  the  duties  of  my  office. 

It  would  be  unj^teful  on  my  part  shonld  I  fail  to  make  particular 
mention  of  the  uniform  kindnesss  and  forbearance  exhibited  to  me  bv 
the  members  of  the  opposition,  for  to  their  courtesy  I  consider  myself 
greatly  indebted  for  the  pleasant  relations  which  have,  under  the  most 
trying  circumstances  of  political  differences,  without  ezeeption,  existed 
between  the  Speaker  and  the  honorable  members  of  the  Senate. 

Not  inclinea,  by  nature,  to  desire  political  preferment,  I  resign  my 
position,  with  the  only  regret  that  I  must  part  from  so  many  worthy 
and  esteemed  friends. 

Before  finally  leaving  the  chair,  you  will  allow  me  urgently  to  request 
the  transfer  of  your  courtesy  and  good  will  to  my  dietin^shed  and 
worthy  successor,  whom  I  now  have  the  honor  officiallv  to  introduce  in 
the  person  of  die  Honorable  Lieutenant  Oovemor,  William  Bross. 

After  which.  Lieutenant  Oovemor  Bross  spoke  as  follows : 

Gentlemen  of  ike  Senuxte: 

I  beg  leave  to  embrace  this  opportunity — the  first  that  has  occurred — 
to  present,  through  you,  to  the  people  of  Illinois  my  hearty  thanks  for 
calling  me  to  that  position  whion  I  now  have  the  honor  to  occupy.  I 
trust  each  of  us  will  properly  appreciate  the  responsibility  under  which 
we  are  placed  by  the  fact  that  we  are  here  to  legislate  so  as  to  promote 
the  physical,  the  social,  the  intellectual  and  religious  welfare  of  the  State. 
The  arts  and  the  excitement,  often  rife  in  a  heated  political  canvass,  you 
will  permit  me  to  sav,  should  have  no  place  here. '  Examples  worthy  of 
emulation  will  readilv  occur  from  the  history  of  the  Bepublics  of  the 
past,  and  with  pride  do  I  surest  that  the  American  Senate,  when  Web- 
Bter  and  Clay,  Benton  or  She  Wright,  and  our  own  Douglas  were  its 
master  spirits,  be  the  model  of  all  our  acts  and  efforts.  To  make  laws 
for  BlincHS,  a  btate  stretching  in  latitude  from  the  northern  boundary  of 
Pennsylvania  nearly  to  the  southern  line  of  Virginia,  with  agricultural 
and  mineral  and  commercial  resources  second  to  no  other  equal  extent  of 
territory  upon  the  face  of  the  earth ;  to  assist  in  founding  the  institu- 
tions and  diaping  the  destinies  of  the  tens  of  millions  who  are  to  sacceed 
us,  is  an  honor  and  a  responsibility  second  only  to  that  of  maUng  laws 
for  the  entire  Eepublic.  While  our  Lincoln,  in  the  executive  chair  of 
the  nation,  proclaiming  freedom  to  millions  of  our  race  and  now,  it  is 
hoped,  grasping  the  very  life  of  the  rebellion ;  while  Grant  and  j.ogan 
and  Pauner,  and  hundreds  of  brave  officers  and  hundreds  of  thousands 
of  our  gaUant  and  patriotic  soldiers,  everywhere  on  the  bloodiest  battle 
fields  of  history,  are  winning  immortal  "j^lory  for  Illinois,  be  the  task 
ours — ^more  qmet,  it  \a  true,  but  scarcely  less  impostant — to  make  wise 
and  just  lavrs  and  so  to  legislate  that  when  peaces  shall  again  bless  the 
land,  our  State  ma^  rapidfy  attain  to  that  preeminwce  in  wealth,  popu- 
lation and  power,,  mtelligenoe  and  vktue  for  which  that  Ail-wise  Jaemg 
who  gave  her  inexhaustable  resources  most  e^ently  designed  her.  - 

I  beg  to  add,  gentlemen,  that  I  approach  the  duties  of  this  chair  with 
anxiety  and  unfeigned  diffidence,  for  1  have  had  no  experience  adequate 
to  flte  tadc  Aat  is  before  me.    I  shall  rely  with  oonfidenee  on  your  as- 
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sistance  and  inddgence,  aaxions  only  to  do  what  is  perfecHj  Mr  and 
impartial  towards  all  Senators  and  under  all  circumstances*  If  I  find 
myself  in  the  wrong,  as  I  certainly  expect  to  do,  at  the  suggestion  of 
any  of  you  I  shall  be  only  anxious  ana  ever  ready  to  acknomedge  the 
fault  and  to  correct  it  1  cannot  hope  to  fill  the  place  of  my  excellent 
friend,  Lieutenant  Governor  Hoffman,  who  has  presided  with  so  much. 
dignity,  fairness  and  unwavering  courtesy  that  ne  has  secured  the  re- 
spect and  the  confidence  and  the  abiding  esteem  of  the  entire  Senate ; 
I  can  only  promise  you,  gentlemen,  to  do  the  best  I  can. 
On  motion  of  Mr.  Addams,

Parrey,  of  the  same  regiment,  wounded  at  the  time  of  his  captvre^ 
confined  in  Libby  Prison,  in  a  dungeon,  held  as  a  hostage ;  not  al- 
lowed to  go  out,  unless  with  a  ball  and  chain ;  having  actually  had  to 
catch  and  cook  rats  and  beg  bread  from  negro>es  to  keep  firom  elarying 
to  death;  therefore, 
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Eesohed  hy  the  Senate^  the  Home  concurring  therein^  That  this  body 
do  most  respectfully  call  the  attention  of  the  President  and  Secretary  of 
War  to  the  remaininj^  officers  of  Col.  Streight^s  command,  and  ask  that 
every  effort  be  made  that  can  be,  not  inconsistent  with  the  public  wel- 
fare, for  the  release  of  said  prisoner^,  and  more  particularly  Lieut.  G.

I  earnestly  recommend  that  your  honorable  body  in  response  to  the 
deliberately  expressed  will  of  the  people  of  our  State,  and  to  the  best 
impulses  of  the  human  heart,  without  delay  proceed  to  the  consideration 
of  this  august  question.  Let  Illinois  be  the  first  State  in  the  Union  to 
ratify  by  the  act  of  her  Legislature,  this  proposed  amendment  to  the 
Constitution  of  the  United  States. 

It  is  just,  it  is  humane,  it  is  constitutional,  it  is  right  to  do  so.  The 
whole  public  mind  of  the  country  is  rapidly  arriving  at  this  conclusion. 
So  far  as  we  can  by  any  act  of  our  State  destroy  this  pestilent  cause  of 
civil  discord,  disruption  and  dissolution — the  source  of  so  much  unhap- 
piness  and  misery  to  the  people  of  the  whole  nation,  let  us  do  so,  and 
do  so  now. 

It  is  a  fit  occasion  to  speak  out  to  the  world  upon  a  question  of  such 
magnitude,  and  the  whole  civilized  world  will  joyously  ratify  the  deed; 
the  proud  soldier  in  the  field  will  shout  "amen,"  and  march  on  to  new 
victories  with  a  firmer  and  more  confident  step.

A  messuage  from  the  House,  by  Mr.  Frazier,  Clerk : 
Mr.  Speaker :  1  am  directed  to  inform  the  Senate  that  His  Excellen- 
cy, the  Governor,  has  returned  to  the  House  of  Representatives  a  bill 
of  the  ft)llowing  title,  to- wit : 

A  bill  for  "An  act  concerning  Horse  Railways  in  the  city  of  Chicago," 
with  his  objections  thereto,  which  are  as  follows: 

To  the  Honorable  the  House  of  Representatives  of  the  State  of  Illinois  : 

The  bill  for  "An  act  concerning  horse  railways  in  the  city  of  Chica- 
go," passed  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Illinois,  and  pre- 
sented to  me  for  approval,  is  most  respectfully  returned  to  the  House 
of  Representatives,  in  which  house  it  originated. 

In  stating  my  objections  to  the  bill,  I  may,  (in  great  deference  to  the 
General  Assembly,  from  whom  I  feel  it  my  duty  to  diflfer,)  be  allowed 
to  Bay  it  would  have  been  far  more  consonant  to  my  feelings  to  have 
found  myself  able  to  have  arrived  at  the  same  conclusion  at  which  your 
honorable  body  did  in  considering  and  passing  upon  it.  Standing  alone 
in  the  magistracy  of  the  powers  of  one  of  the  great  departments  of  our 
State,  I  have  hesitated  for  a  long  time  before  venturing  to  oppose  the 
conclusions  of  my  own  mind  to  your  deliberations ;  and  in  the  act  of 
doing  so,  I  am  strengthened  and  encouraged  by  the  wise  and  liberal 
provisions  of  our  constitution,  guarding  and  protecting  the  rights  of  the 
public  and  the  individual  in  subjecting  to  review  and  reversal  any  ac- 
tion of  mine  by  a  majority  of  the  members  elected  to  the  legislature. 

I  do  not  approve  the  bill  because,  by  its  first  section,  it  extends  the 
franchise  vested  by  the  first  section  of  the  act  of  Februarv  14,  1859,  and 
February  21, 1861,  to  a  period  of  ninety-nine  years.  The  franchise  so 
extended  is  one  granted  to  a  certain  railway  company  of  said  city.  It 
appears  by  reference  to  the  prior  proceedings  referred  to  in  these  acts, 
that  the  common  council  of  the  city  of  Chicago  had,  by  ordinance  dated 
August  16,  1858,  vested  in  certain  individuals  the  right  to  construct 
and  operate  horse  railways  upon  certain  streets  of  said  city  for  the  term 
of  twenty-fi ve  years ;  and  by  the  ninth  section  of  said  ordinance  it  was 
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provided  "that  if  the  said  individuals  shonld  become  incorporated,  the 
rights  and  privileges  granted  to  them  by  that  ordinance  should  extend 
to  such  corporation  for  the  time  and  upon  the  conditions  therein  pre- 
scribed. The  said  individuals  were  incorporated  by  the  said  act  of 
February  14,  1S59,  and  the  said  corporation  in  the  exercise  of  its  fran- 
chise was  expressly  made  subject  to  the  said  contracts  and  qpnditions 
contained  in  the  said  ordinance  of  August  16,  1858.  By  the  10th  and 
11th  sections  of  said  ordinance,  it  was  provided  that  at  the  expiration  of 
twenty-tive  years,  the  said  city  of  Chicago  should  have  the  right  to  pur- 
chase the  entire  railway  property  of  said  corporation  at  an  appraised 
value  in  the  manner  therein  specified.  The  manifest  eflfect  of  the  pro- 
vision of  the  act  now  under  consideration  extending  the  duration  of  the 
terra  granted  from  twenty-five  years  to  ninety-nine  years,  is  also  to  ex- 
tend the  time  when  this  agreement  of  purchase  and  sale  shall  take  effect 
for  the  like  period. 

Upon  any  fair  construction,  the  act  seems  hardly  susceptible  of  any 
other  meaning.  I  have  heard  none  other  claimed  for  it,  for  if  a  die- 
tinction  which  has  been  suggested  were  to  be  admitted,  that  the  right 
of  purchase  secured  by  saia  ordinance  is  only  a  barren  right  of  purchase 
of  the  railway  fixtures  and  property,  and  that  the  extension  of  the  fran- 
chise for  the  further  term  of  seventy-four  years  would  not  necessarily 
prevent  the  exercise  of  such  right  of  purchase  of  such  fixtures  and  pro- 
perty at  the  end  of  the  twenty-five  years.  It  seems  sufiiciently  clear 
.that  the  intent  and  purpose  of  the  contract  giving  such  privilege  of  pur- 
chase to  the  city  of  Chicago  was  that  the  property  to  be  purchased  was 
to  be  railway  property  in  a  condition  for  beneficial  use,  and  not  a  right 
to  purchase  such  property  separated  from  the  right  of  use,  which  alone 
rendered  it  of  value,  and  this  may  be  a  reason  why  the  city  council 
fixed  the  limit  of  twenty- five  years  in  the  contract  with  the  corporation. 

In  any  view,  therefore,  which  I  have  been  able  to  take  of  the  first 
section  of  this  act,  after  hearing  a  full  discussion  of  it  by  able  legal  gen- 
tlemen upon  both  sides,  it  seems  to  me  that  the  direct  and  necessary 
effect  of  this  section  is  to  impair  the  obligation  of  the  contract  of  pur- 
chase between  the  city  ot'Chicago  and  the  Chicago  City  Railway  Company. 

To  say  that  the  extension  of  the  time  when  the  city  shall  exercise  its 
vested  right  to  purchase  the  property,  from  twenty-five  years  to  ninety- 
nine  years,  is  no  material  alteration  of  the  contract,  is  almost  equal  to 
declaring  the  contract  a  nullity.  That  the  contract  is  thus  impaired  be- 
tween the  city  and  the  corporation,  cannot  reasonably  admit  of  quee- 
tion,  and  were  it  a  case  between  individuals,  or  two  private  corpora- 
tions, its  unconstitutionality  would  be  apparent  to  all  minds.  Whether 
the  fact  that  the  contract  is  entered  into  on  one  part  by  a  mere  munici- 
pal corporation,  which  it  may  be  insisted  is  here  represented  by  the 
legislature  having  paramount  control  of  the  municipality,  takes  away 
the  constitutional  objection,  may  be  a  matter  of  grave  question.  The 
right  of  purchase  thus  secured  is  manifestly  a  property  interest  of  great 
value  and  importance  to  the  city.  It  is  a  right  which  formed  a  part  at 
least  of  the  very  consideration  of  the  original  contract  between  the  city 
and  the  first  horse  railway  company,  and  it  may  well  be  supposed  that 
Uie  length  of  the  term  for  which  tnese  exclusive  privileges  were  to  be 
granted  was  a  matter  of  the  idllest  consideration.

For  the  legislature  now  to  interfere,  and  without  the  consent  of  the 
city  of  Chicago,  extend  the  time  when  the  agreements  of  said  contracts 
are  to  be  performed,  would,  in  my  judgment,  be  manifestly  to  impair 
that  contract  in  one  of  its  most  material  provisions. 

Were  this  objection  to  the  doubtful  constitutionality  of  this  provision 
of  the  bill  the  only  one,  it  might,  with  propriety,  be  referred  to  the  judi- 
cial tribunals  for  determination ;  and  were  the  act  one  involving  a  pub- 
lic law,  or  any  interest  of  great  public  concern,  I  should  feel  more  hesi- 
tation in  allowing  this  objection  to  influence  my  action  upon  a  bill  which 
bad  received  the  sanction  of  a  large  majority  of  the  legislature.  But  I 
cannot  be  blind  to  the  consideration  that  the  effect  of  the  bill  under  con- 
sideration is  to  confer  upon  a  private  corporation,  franchises  which  are 
claimed  to  be  of  very  great  value,  without  consideration  ;  that  petitions 
signed  by  a  large  numoer  of  the  citizens  of  Chicago  have  been  present- 
ed to  me  protesting  against  this  measure  as  one  which  has  been  passed 
without  their  assent,  or  that  of  their  corporate  authorities,  and  that  it 
extends  the  franchise  for  this  long  period  nineteen  years  in  advance  of 
the  expiration  of  the  term  already  vested  in  this  corporation.  Nor  can 
I  properly  altogether  disregard  the  considerations  pressed  upon  my  at- 
tention by  those  who  represent  the  interests  of  Chicago  opposed  to  this 
bill,  that  legislation  extending  a  franchise  of  this  description  for  so  long 
'  a  term  is  subject  to  grave  objections. 

A  charter  of  this  kind  is  very  different  from  our  ordinary  charters  for 
insurance  and  other  kindred  companies,  and  indeed  from  ordinary  rail- 
way companies,  inasmuch  as  the  competing  lines  may  to  some  extent 
do  away  with  their  exclusive  and  monopolizing  character ;  but  a  city 
horse  railway  is,  from  its  very  nature,  of  this  monopolizing  character. 

There  can  be  but  one  line  of  such  railway  upon  any  street.  To  vest 
for  ninety-nine  years  this  exclusive  right  in  one  mammoth  corporation, 
covering  the  entire  city,  is,  to  say  the  least  of  it,  a  measure  of  very 
doubtful  expediency.  It  tends  to  embarrass  the  city  of  Chicago  with 
questions  of  vested  irrepealable  rights  in  the  public  streets  existing  in  a 
private  corporation,  and  may  be  the  occasion  hereafter  of  much  contro- 
versy and  dissatisfaction. 

In  addition  to  this  objection,  based  upon  the  unconstitutionality  of 
the  first  section  of  this  bill,  there  are  several  other  serious  objections 
which  require  to  be  noticed. 

By  a  clause  of  the  second  section,  any  and  all  acts  or  deeds  of  trans- 
fer of  rights,  privileges  or  franchises  between  the  corporators  named  in 
this  act,  or  any  two  of  them,  are  to  be  deemed  and  continued  in  force 
the  whole  term  of  ninety-nine  years,  and  are  expressly  made  a  part  of 
said  law.  The  acts  and  deeds  nere  referred  to,  are  not  before  the  Gen- 
eral Assembly;  their  special  terms  and  provisions  are  unknown.  In 
the  absence  of  the  instruments  referred  to,  it  is  impossible  for  me  to 
know  whether  these  provisions  are  lawful  or  constitutional,  except  as 
they  are  explained  to  me  by  the  friends  of  the  bill,  to  be  unexceptiona- 
ble. 

When  private  acts  and  deeds  are  sought  to  be  clothed  with  the  force 
of  law,  is  it  not  of  paramount  importance  that  they  should  be  expressly 
stated  and  set  forth  in  exact  terms  in  the  act  itself?  When  and  how 
are  the  public  or  the  legislature  to  know  what  acts  or  contracts  of  these 
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corporations  have  by  this  act  become  law  ?  And  further,  the  contracts, 
stipulations,  licenses  or  undertakings  now  existing  between  the  comnion 
council  and  these  corporations  are  restricted  from  amendment,  modifi- 
cation or  repeal,  without  the  consent  of  this  company.  So  tar  as  the 
licenses  and  undertakings  here  referred  to,  are  matters  of  contract  or 
vested  rights,  the  consent  of  the  corporators  to  their  modification  is  of 
course  essential,  and  no  such  provision  would  be  necessary,  but  so  far 
as  they  are  not  matters  of  contract  but  of  police  regulation  or  mtuiicipal 
control  and  supervision,  does  not  this  provision  put  an  unwise  and  un- 
necessary restriction  and  limitation  upon  the  municipal  authority  over 
this  corporation  ? 

By  the  sixth  section  of  the  city  ordinance  of  August  16th,  18o8,  which 
was  made  a  part  of  the  said  act"  of  February  14th,  1859,  it  is  provided 
"that  the  rate  of  fare  for  any  distance  in  said  city  shall  not  exceed  five 
cents."  This  provision  gives  to  the  company  a  right  of  which  it  cannot 
be  legally  deprived  during  the  whole  extended  term  of  seventy-four 
y^ars  of  charging  a  fare  of  five  cents.  It  seems  unwise  in  view  of  the 
constantly  improving  methods  of  travel  and  the  constant  tendency  to- 
wards new  and  useful  discoveries  and  improvements  by  which  the  ex- 
penses of  such  modes  of  travel  may  be  greatly  reduced,  to  absolutely 
bind  the  city  of  Ohicago  for  so  long  a  term  to  pay  this  rate. 

This  corporation  has  still  nineteen  years  in  which  to  maintain  this 
rate  of  fare.  Is  it  not  more  consonant  with  the  public  interests,  and  es- 
pecially with  those  of  the  poorer  classes,  that  after  the  expiration  of  that 
time  the  rate  of  fare  shall  be  left  open  to  all  such  changes  as  the  condi- 
tion of  aftairs  at  that  time  shall  render  desirable.  There  is  a  further 
provision  in  the  bill  that  the  rates  of  fare  may  be  increased  by  a  major- 
ity of  such  aldermen  as  may  be  present,  but  shall  be  subject  to  no  mod- 
ification or  repeal  after  being  so  increased,  only  by  a  majority  of  all  the 
aldermen  elected,  or  by  the  General  Assembly  of  Illinois.  The  prac- 
tical eftect  of  this  may  be,  that  as  the  common  council  is  now  constitu- 
ted, niuQ  members  may  increase  the  rate  of  fare,  but  it  would  require 
seventeen  to  repeal  it.  I  am  unable  to  appreciate  this  discrimination  in 
the  bill  in  favor  of  the  corporation  and  against  the  city.  It  seems  to  me 
that  if  any  difierence  were  considered  necessary,  it  should  have  been 
just  the  reverse  of  what  it  now  is. 

The  third  section  of  the  bill,  while  it  declares  the  prohibitory  clanse 
of  the  act  therein  referred  to  "re-enacted,"  does  in  part  repeal  such 
clause,  for  by  reference  to  that  act  it  appears  that  the  section  referred  to 
prohibits  the  common  council  itself  from  authorizing  any  railway  upon 
certain  enumerated  streets,  while  this  section,  by  subjecting  said  streets 
to  the  control  of  the  common  council,  renders  nugatory  the  very  prohi- 
bitions which  it  proposes  to  re-enact. 

The  proviso  of  said  third  section  of  this  bill  confers  upon  the  common 
council  of  the  city  of  Chicago  the  power  (with  the  assent  of  a  private 
corporation)  to  alter,  release  or  amend  a  legislative  enactment  of  the 
General  Assembly  of  this  State.  It  certainly  admits  of  grave  question 
whether  such  a  power  can  be  lawfully  conferred  upon  that  body.  If 
such  a  grant  of  les^islative  power  is  valid,  the  propriety  and  expediency 
of  the  provision  in  the  form  in  which  it  is  enacted,  is  very  much  to  be 
questioned.    The  ground  upon  which  this  repeal  of  this  prohibitory 
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clause  is  based — a  clause  which  I  am  informed  was  passed  after  great 
consideration,  and  is  relied  npon  by  the  citizens  of  Chicago  as  a  safe- 
guard of  great  importance — is  this :  that  it  is  proper  that  the  control 
over  the  streets  oi  the  city  of  Chicago  should  be  given  to  the  common 
council  of  that  city.  This  consideration  would  have  much  force  if  it 
had  been  urged  by  the  city  authorities  of  that  city,  and  if  it  were  true  that 
the  section  as  drawn  gave  to  the  common  council  the  free  and  unre- 
stricted control  of  the  streets  included  within  that  prohibition ;  but  the 
section  as  drawn  requires  the  concurrent  action  of  the  common  council 
and  of  this  corporation  to  effect  the  repeal  or  modification  of  the  pro- 
hibitory clause,  so  that  as  it  now  stands,  while  this  corporation  can  ob- 
tain the  right  to  run  upon  the  prohibited  streets  by  the  assent  of  the 
common  council,  it  can,  at  the  same  time,  by  withholding  its  assent, 
prevent  the  common  council  from  permitting  any  other  corporation  to 
run  upon  them.  There  seems  to  be  no  good  reason  why,  if  tne  common 
council  are  to  be  clothed  with  any  power  at  all  over  the  prohibited 
streets,  they  should  not  possess  the  whole  power,  and  there  is  no  just 
principle  of  legislation  which  call  be  invoked  in  favor  of  the  proviso  in 
this  section,  which  makes  the  action  of  the  common  council,  upon  so 
important  a  matter,  subject  to  the  mere  will  of  a  private  corporation, 
whose  interests  would,  of  course,  be  adverse  to  a  repeal  of  the  prohibi- 
tion in  favor  of  any  one  but  themselves. 

I  have  not,  gentlemen,  in  submitting  these  views  to  you,  been  con- 
trolled by  anv  wish  to  influence  the  action  of  any  one,  but  solely  by  my 
desire  to  explain  the  motives  of  my  own  action  on  this  bill.

To  tM  Oenerdl  Assembly  of  th^  State  of  lUinoia  : 

I  have  the  honor  to  transmit  herewith  a  letter,  received  from  his  ex- 
cellency, O.  P.  Morton,  Governor  of  the  State  of  Indiana,  upon  the 
subject  of  what  is  known  as  the  "Calumet  Feeder  Dam,"  and  a  copy  of 
my  reply  to  the  -same.  The  dam  in  question  was  constructed  by  the 
State,*manv  years  ago,  across  tii«  Calumet  river,  at  a  point  about  twelve 
miles,  by  the  course  Of  the  river,  from  the  Indiana  State  line,  and  with- 
in the  State  of  Illinois,  from  which  to  the  Illinois  and  Michigan  caoil 
wo  constructed  a  "feeder"  to  supply  water  for  the  canaL  It  i»  of  great 
value  to  the  State  and  almost  indispensable  to  the  navigation  of  the 
canal.  Should  the  State  of  Indianfi^  as  has  been  seriously  threatened, 
cut  a  ditch,  in  that  ^fate,  to  draw  the  water  ofiT  above  the  dam  which 
affords  the  supply  to  the  Calumet  feeder,  the  feeder  will  cease  to  be  val- 
uable as  a  means  0t'  supply  to  the  canal,  and  wit)  compel  the  trustees  ot 
the  canal  to  seek  for  other  means  of  supplying  the  necessary  water  te 
continue  the  canal  useful  to  the  State  and  the  purposes  of  trade  and 
commerce.  This  would  involve  a  heavy  expense,  which  would  continue 
as  long  as  the  canal  shall  remain  in  its  present  condition. 

It  is  believed  the  State  has  heretofore  obtained  the  legal  right  to  con- 
struct and  continue  the  ^*Oaluraet  Feeder  Dam,"  and  can  justly  main- 
tain its  rights,  in  this  respect,  fully.  As  this  right  ie,  however,  ones- 
tioned  by  the  State  of  Indiana,  and  as  it  is  further  claimed  by  that  otste 
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that  the  dam  has  become  a  sonrce  of  great  annoyance  to  citizens  of  that 
State  living  in  Lake  county,  and  is  regarded  as  specially  injurious  to 
the  health  and  prosperity  of  those  citizens,  in  consequence  of  the  over- 
flow of  their  lauds,  caused  by  said  dam,  I  submit  if  it  would  not,  in  a 
spirit  of  courtesy  and  accommodation  to  a  sister  State,  by  some  means 
not  inconsistent  with  our  vested  legal  rights,  be  prudent  to  make  some 
effort  to  amicably  enter  into  such  an  understanding  with  the  authorities 
of  the  State  of  Indiana  as  shall  definitely  and  finally  settle  this  question, 
heretofore  the  source  of  much  controversy  and  annoyance  to  the  authori- 
ties of  both  States  and  the  citizens  adjacent  to  the  locality. 

To  this  end,  I  recommend  that  such  an  act  or  joint  resolution  be 
passed  by  the  General  Assembly  as  will  enable  the  trustees  of  the  Illi- 
nois and  Michigan  Canal  to  protect  the  interests  and  rights  of  the  State 
of  Illinois,  and  at  the  same  time  maintain  the  harmony  and  kindly  rela- 
tions which  has  always  existed  between  the  two  States.

His  Excellency^  R.  J.  Oglesby,  Oovemor  of  JUinaia  : 

Sib — Permit  me,  in  behalf  of  the  citizens  of  Lake  county,  Indiana,  to 
call  your  attention  to  the  Calumet  feeder  dam.  This  aam,  from  its 
proximity  to  our  border,  is  a  source  of  grievance  to  the  people  of  that 
section  of  the  State.  I  learn  from  the  public  records  of  your  State,  that 
the  engineer  of  your  board  of  internal  improvements  reported  that  tho 
Calumet  river  could  not  be  classed  among  waters  which  the  laws  of 
Illinois  contemplated  as  "sources"  within  the  legitimate  authority  of  the 
State.  On  this  point  I  respectfully  refer  your  Excelleticy  to  the  report 
of  Benjamin  Wright,  civil  engineer,  (Doc.  G.)  contained  in  Documentary 
Journal,  1839,  p.  79.  Reference  tu  this  document  will  give  your  Ex- 
cellency the  full  history  of  this  river.  It  has  its  sources  in  Porter  and 
Lake  counties,  Indiana,  flowing  west  a  short  distance  into  your  State, 
and  returning,  flows  northeast,  discharging  its  waters  into  Lake  Michi- 
gan, about  one  half  mile  west  of  the  Indiana  line. 

Notwithstanding  the  admitted  want  of  jurisdiction  over  the  waters  of 
the  river,  and  a  full  knowledge  of  the  effects  which  an  obstruction  of  its 
current  would  produce  on  the  rights  of  riparian  proprietors,  a  dam  has 
been  constructed  across  it  at  or  near  Blue  Island  in  your  State,  some 
eight  or  nine  miles  from  the  Indiana  line. 

The  erection  of  this  dam  causes  the  waters  of  the  river  to  flow  back 
and  submerge  many  thousands  of  acres  of  valuable  agricultural  lands  in 
Indiana,  which  not  only  destroys  them  for  the  purpose  of  tillage,  but  is 
highly  injurious  to  the  health  and  general  prosperity  of  the  people  of 
that  part  of  the  State. 

The  owners  of  the  soil  and  the  citizens  of  Lake  county  are  anXious  to 
reclaim  these  swamp  or  meadow  lands,  and  were  proceeding  to  do  so 
nnder  our  swamp  land  act,  when  the  work  was  suspended  by  an  act  of 
our  Legcislature  passed  in  1857.  This  act  was  passed  through  courtesy 
to  the  State  of  Illinois,  and  to  meet  the  interests  of  her  people,  intendt- 
ing  thereby  to  maintain  that  comity  and  kindly  relation  that  should  ex- 
—48 
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ist  between  Bister  states.  Its  provisions  were  not  observed  by  the  oflS- 
cers  having  control  of  the  canal,  and  it  was  therefore  repeated  by  the 
succeeding  Legislature. 

This  is  B  succinct  history  of  the  question.  Frequent  applications 
have  been  made  to  the  undersigned,  as  the  executive  of  the  State,  ask- 
ing redress,  and  I  have  as  repeatedly  assured  those  presenting  them 
that  the  State  of  Illinois  woula  not  maintain  a  nuisance  so  injurious  to 
their  rights.  Not  wishing  to  argue  the  question  as  to  the  power  of  the 
State  of  Illinois  to  build  this  dam,  and  thus  control  waters  in  this  State, 
I  submit  this  matter  to  you,  and  request  that  you  will  lay  it  before  the 
Jjegislature  of  your  State,  with  such  recommendations  as  you  may  deem 
proper  in  the  premises.

Sib — I  have  the  honor  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  communi- 
cation bearing  date  Feb.  3rd,  calling  my  attention  to  the  difiicultiee 
which  have  arisen  from  the  existence  of  the  Calumet  feeder  dam  in  this 
State,  and  by  means  of  which  parts  of  the  contiguous  country  in  the 
State  of  Indiana  are  subjected  to  overflow. 

In  reply,  I  have  the  honor  to  state  that  this  subject  had  already  been 
brought  to  my  notice  by  the  trustees  of  the  Illinois  and  Michigan  Canal, 
by  whom,  as  well  as  by  myself,  the  importance  of  the  interests  involved 
have  been  well  considered. 

Allow  me  to  assure  your  Excellency  that  I  fully  approve  of  the  desire 
expressed  by  you  that  the  courtesy  and  kindly  relations  which  should 
exist  between  sister  States  should  be  maintained  between  the  States  of 
Illinois  and  Indiana.  To  this  end  I  have  referred  your  communication 
find  the  subject  matter  thereof  to  the  General  Assembly,  and  recom- 
mended them  to  adopt  such  action  as  will  best  accomplish  an  object  so 
desirable  on  the  part  of  the  authorities  of  Illinois,  and  I  trust  and  be- 
lieve equally  desirable  on  your  part. 

I  earnestly  hope  that  a  satisfactory  adjustment  of  the  difficulties  may 
be  attained  at  an  early  day,

Mr.  Speaker :  I  am  directed  to  inform  the  Senate  that  the  House  of 
Kepresentatives  has  concurred  with  them  in  the  passage  of  a  bill  of  the 
following  title,  to-wit : 

A  bill  for  "An  act  to  amend  the  act  providing  for  township  organiza- 
tion, approved  February  20,  1861,"  with  the  following  amendments 
thereto,  to-wit: 

Amend,  by  inserting  after  section  1,  as  follows : 

''Sec.  2.  From  and  after  the  annual  town  meeting  next  ensuing  after 
the  passage  of  this  act,  the  supervisor  of  each  town  shall  be  the  exclusive 
custodian  of  all  town  funds,  mcluding  the  funds  heretofore  held  by  the 
treasurer  of  the  commissioners  of  hignways,  and  all  other  funds  raised 
for  any  town  purpose;  anything  in  any  act  of  the  General  Assembly 
now  in  force  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding.  Section  two  of  article 
seventeen  of  the  act  to  which  this  act  is  an  amendment,  is  hereby  re- 
pealed." 

"Seo.  8.  The  bond  of  the  supervisor,  required  by  section  one  of  arti- 
cle eight  of  the  act  to  which  this  act  is  an  amendment,  shall  be  of  suffi- 
cient amount  to  cover  all  funds  likely  to  come  into  his  hands  in  pursu- 
ance of  any  law  of  this  State ;  and  he  shall  keep  separate  accounts  of 
all  funds  raised  for  general  purposes,  or  for  roads  and  bridges,  or  any 
other  special  purposes,  and  shall  pay  out  the  same  upon  the  order  of  the 
board  of  town  auditors,  o.  of  the  commissioners  of  highways,  as  the  case 
may  be ;  and  funds  shall  not  be  transferred  from  one  accoubt  to  another, 
except  by  a  vote  of  tho  annual  town  meeting." 

"Sec.  4.  Whenever  any  vacancy  shall  occur  in  the  office  of  an  v  ward 
supervisor  in  any  city  in  this  State  having  ward  supervisors,  it  shall  be 
the  duty  of  the  common  council  of  such  city  to  fill  such  vacancy  by  ap- 
pointment ;  and  ward  supervisors,  so  appointed,  shall  have  the  same 
powers  and  duties  as  wara  supervisors  elected  at  the  annual  town  meet- 
mgs." 

''Seo.  6.  From  and  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  no  overseer  of  the 
poor  shall  be  elected  in  any  town  acting  under  the  township  law,  unleee 
such  town  shall  have  cast  as  many  as  live  hundred  votes  at  a  previous 
election  ;  and  in  towns  having  less  than  five  hundred  legal  voters,  the 
supervisor  shall  be,  ex  officio,  overseer  of  the  poor,  and  shall  perform  all 
the  duties  now  required  of  that  officer  by  law." 

"Sbo.  6.  Section  two  of  the  act  to  which  this  act  is  an  amendment, 
shall  hereafter  read  as  follows: 

''Sec.  2.  There  shall  be  chosen  atthe  annual  town  meeting  in  each 
town,  one  supervisor;  one  town  clerk;  one  assessor;  one  collector; 
one  commissioner  of  highways,  to  hold  his  office  for  the  term  oi  three 
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years ;  one  trnstee  of  schools,  who  shall  hold  his  office  for  three  years, 
and  take  the  place  of  such  school  trnstee  elected  nnder  the  present 
school  law  whose  term  of  office  may  expire  next  after  the  aforesaid  town 
meeting ;  one  overseer  of  the  poor  in  such  towns  as  have  more  than 
five  hundred  legal  voters ;  two  constables;  two  justices  of  the  peace ;  as 
many  overseers  of  highways  as  there  are  road  districts  in  the  town ; 
and  as  many  pound  masters  as  the  assembled  electors  may  determine : 
Prcmied^  that  justices  of  the  peace  and  constables  shall  be  elected  only 
once  in  four  years,  except  to  fill  vacancies,  and  such  justices  and  con- 
stables shall  take  the  place  of  and  be  successors  to  the  precinct  justices 
and  constables :  Ana^  provided^  further^  that  any  town  having  cast 
eight  hundred  or  more  legal  votes  at  any  general  election,  shall  be  enti- 
tled to  elect  one  additional  supervisor,  to  be  styled  assistant  supervisor." 

"Sbo.  9.  Article  seventeen  of  the  act  to  which  this  act  is  an  amend- 
ment, is  hereby  amended  as  follows :  Second  paragraph  of  section  8, 
strike  out  the  word  "twenty,"  and  insert  "forty."  From  the  last  line 
of  section  8,  strike  out  the  word  "two,"  and  insert  "three."  From  the 
fifth  line  of  section  twenty-eight,  strike  out  the  words  "seventy-five," 
and  insert  "one  dollar  and  fifty."  From  the  fifth  line  of  section  thirty- 
one,  strike  out  the  words  "twelve  and  a  half,"  and  insert  "twenty," 
From  the  fourth,  eighth,  ninth  and  eleventh  lines  of  section  thirty*three, 
strike  out  "one  dollar,"  and  insert  in  each  place  the  words  "two  dol- 
lars ;"  and  from  the  seventh  line  of  the  same  section  strike  put  the  word 
"three,"  and  insert  **four."  From  the  last  line  of  section  thirty-two, 
strike  out  the  word  "one  dollar,"  and  insert  "two  dollars."  *  After  the 
word  "within,"  in  section  fifty-three,  strike  out  the  word  "ten,"  and  in- 
sert "twenty."  In  the  second  line  of  the  fifth  section,  after  the  word 
"necessary,"  insert  "may  procure,  or,"  and  at  the  end  of  said  section, 
insert,  "or  may  be  paid  for  out  of  the  town  treasury."  Insert  after  par- 
agraph seven,  of  section  one,  as  follows :  "8.  To  cause  all  plank  roads, 
gravel  roads  or  toll  bridges,  which  may  be  abandoned  by  their  owners, 
or  whose  charter  may  have  expired,  to  be  repaired  or  rebuilt,  when  so 
directed  by  vote  of  the  annual  town  meeting." 

"Sec.  10.  From  the  fifth  line  of  the  fourth  section  of  article  eighteen, 
strike  out  the  words,  "annual  town  meeting,"  and  insert  "general  elec- 
tion." From  the  first  line  of  the  sixth  section,  strike  out  the  word

insert :  ^^Fromded^  that  nothing  contained  in  this  article  shall  author- 
ize an  election,  4br  or  against  township  organization,'  oftener  than  once 
in  five  years,  and  the  words  'general  election,'  in  this  article,  shall  be 
construed  to  mean  the  election  at  which  candidates  for  Governor  and 
Lieutenant  Governor,  and  other  state  officers  are  voted  for."

The  committee  on  canals  and  canal  lands  to  whom  was  referred  a 
communication  from  His  Excellency,  the  Governor,  embracing  a  letter 
from  the  Governor  of  Indiana,  in  relation  to  the  Calumet  feeder  dam, 
have  had  the  same  under  consideration,  and  beg  leave  respectfully  to 
report : 

That,  in  about  the  year  1836,  or  1837,  the  legislature  of  the  State  of 
Indiana  provided  by  law  for  the  construction  of  the  Michigan  and  Erie 
canal,  extending  from  the  Wabash  and  Erie  Canal  at  Fort  Wayne,  to 
Michigan  City,  on  Lake  Michigan,  with  a  branch  to  extend  west  to  the 
Illinois  State  line,  so  as  to  form  an  ultimate  connection  with  the  Illinois 
and  Michigan  canal.  The  committee  is  not  quite  certain  that  the  law 
required  this  branch  to  our  State  line  to  be  constructed,  but  it  was  well 
imderstood  to  be  a  part  of  the  plan.  This  connection  is  alluded  to  on 
the  13th  page  of  the  report  of  the  commissioners  of  the  Illinois  and 
Michigan  canal  for  the  year  1838.  At  that  time  it  was  understood  by 
Major  Lewis,  canal  commissioner  of  Indiana,  and  the  chief  engineer  of 
the  State,  J.  L.  Williams,  with  whom  our  commissioners,  and  William 
Gooding,  Esq.,  had  an  interview,  and  went  together  to  the  Calamet 
river,  that  our  canal  should  be  connected  with  theirs  by  damming  the 
Calumet  at  or  near  the  point  where  the  feeder  dam  has  since  been  built, 
thus  setting  the  water  some  fifteen  or  twenty  miles  into  the  State  of  In- 
diana, and  raising  it  about  six  feet  at  the  State  Line.  Soon  after  this 
the  State  of  Indiana  commenced  work  on  their  "  Michigan  and  Erie 
Canal ;"  but  the  general  crash  came  before  a  very  large  amount  of 
work  was  executed,  when  it  was  abandoned,  and  never  afterwards  re- 
sumed. Onr  State  credit  also  went  by  the  board  about  the  same  time« 
and  operations  upon  the  Illinois  and  Michigan  canal  were  suspended 
until  the  canal  passed  into  the  hands  of  trustees  in  1845,  up  to  which 
time  nothing  had  been  done  upon  the  branch  canal  in  this  State,  which 
was  to  connect  through  the  Calumet  river  with  that  in  Indiana. 

The  law  creating  the  trust  authorized  a  change  of  the  plan  of  the 
Illinois  and  Michigan  canal  from  the  "deep  cut,"  through  which  a  supply 
of  water  was  to  be  drawn  directly  from  Lake  Michigan,  to  a  shallow  cut 
or  raised  summit,  to  be  supplied  from  other  sources.  The  trustees,  after 
a  thorough  investigation  of  the  matter,  found  it  necessary  to  resort  to 
the  Calumet  river,  as  one  of  the  sources  of  supply.  This  river  has  the 
most  of  its  course  in  the  State  of  Indiana,  although  its  principal  and 
usual  discharge  into  the  lake  is  in  Illinois,  as  will  be  seen  by  reference 
to  the  map.  It,  however,  has  at  times,  another  mouth  near  the  extreme 
hedd  of  Lake  Michigan,  through  which  a  portion  of  its  waters  are  dis- 
charged, but  this  mouth  is  often  entirely  closed  by  the  sand.  The  trus- 
tees resorted  to  this  river  as  a  source  of  supply  for  a  part  of  the  water 
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necesBary  for  caDal  navifiration,  because  it  could  not  be  obtained  from 
anj  other  source  except  bjr  pumping,  with  the  means  at  tlieir  command, 
and  it  was  believed  then,  and  it  is  known  now,  that  this  is  a  very  ex- 
pensive mode  of  supplying  water. 

From  the  point  on  the  Calumet  river  where  our  feeder  dam  is  built, 
it  is  aboat  twelve  miles,  by  the  course  of  the  river,  to  the  Indiana  State 
line ;  and  at  this  point  it  is  raised  by  our  dam  some  six  feet,  and  some- 
thing more  than  nine  feet  at  the  dam.  The  length  of  the  feeder  from 
the  dam  to  the  Illinois  and  Michigan  canal,  is  nearly  seventeen  miles. 
Although  the  feeder  and  slackwater  in  the  Calumet  river  give  over 
forty  miles  of  pretty  fair  navigation,  for  this  purpose  no  great  benefits 
have  resulted.  The  feeder  is  valuable,  mainly,  for  the  water  it  supplies 
to  the  canal. 

The  Calumet  river,  for  the  most  of  its  course,  runs  through  a  low  and 
marshy  country,  which  at  the  time  the  feeder  was  constructed  was  but 
little  settled  and  regarded  as  of  but  little  value ;  the  most  of  the  land 
still  belonging  to  the  general  government.  It  was  supposed  that  the 
whole  amount  of  damages  which  would  be  caused  by  overflowing  lauds 
in  consequence  of  the  construction  of  the  dam,  would  be  small,  and  it 
was  believed  that  these  damages  would  be  sustained,  as  they  doubtless 
were,  mostly  by  the  citizens  of  our  own  State.  A  board  of  appraisers 
was  appointed  to  assess  these  damages,  and  all  claims  presented  were 
considered  and  acted  upon,  and  all  awards,  (which  were  generally  sat- 
isfactory,) were  promptly  paid. 

It  was  known  at  tne  time  that  there  were  a  few  parties  in  Indiana 
who  considered  themselves  damaged,  but  to  a  small  extent  except  in 
the  case  of  a  Mr.  Karle,  who  owned  a  mill  near  the  mouth  of  Deep  river. 
His  mill  and  lands  were  shown  to  have  been  considerably  injured,  and 
he  was  paid  $1,000  upon  giving  a  full  release.  The  committee  believe 
that  no  other  claims  by  any  citizen  of  Indiana  ever  assumed  a  form  to 
be  acted  upon. 

Thus  matters  stood  until  the  ^'swamp  land  act"  of  Congress  gave  the 
State  of  Indiana  a  title  to  a  large  amount  of  lands  lying  on  and  near 
Calumet  river.  Those  lands  had  hitherto  been  considered  of  very  little 
value,  but  as  soon  as  they  were  sold  by  the  State  to  wealthy  and  influ- 
ential speculators,  were  all  at  once  discovered  to  be  immensely  valuable, 
with  only  the  single  drawback  of  our  feeder  dara,  which  must  of  course 
be  at  once  abated.     Consequently  the  owners  of  these  lands,  backed  by 

Eetitions  from  many  of  the  citizens  of  the  county  in  which  the  lands  lie, 
ave  procured  the  passage  of  several  acts  of  the  State  Legislature  which 
have  a  bearing  upon  the  question.  The  committee  is  unable  to  recite 
these  acts,  and  in  fact  only  know  about  them  from  hearsay.  Under  the 
Buthority,  however,  conferred  by  them,  a  large  ditch  or  canal  was  com- 
menced several  years  ago,  and  about  one-third  executed,  which  was  in- 
tended to  draw  the  water  from  the  pool  of  our  dam  about  one  mile  east 
of  the  State  line.  The  work  was  suspended  at  the  time  partly,  as  was 
understood,  for  the  want  of  funds,  and  partly  because  it  was  known 
that  the  trustees  were  taking  measures  to  restrain  them  by  an  injunc- 
tion, if  practicable.  Since  then  they  have  succeeded  in  securing  some 
additional  state  legislation,  and  now  suppose  they  can  finish  their  ditch 
or  canal  without  danger  of  interruption  from  the  trustees.    If  they  sue- 
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ceed  in  accomplishing  the  work  onr  Calumet  feeder  will  be  left  without 
water,  to  the  Berions  damage  of  the  interests  of  the  Illinois  and  Michi- 
gan canal.  They  claim  that  they  have  at  least  the  right  to  draw  down 
the  water  as  low  as  the  surface  of  the  Calumet  river  before  our  dam  was 
built.     A  brief  statement  of  the  case  would  seem  to  be  about  as  follows: 

1.  Had  the  canal  trustees  never  built  the  Calumet  feeder  dam,  a 
great  portion  of  the  swamp  lands  in  Indiana  said  to  be  now  injured, 
could  not  have  been  effectually  drained  without  diverting  the  river  from 
its  original  channel,  and  causing  it  to  discharge  its  waters  into  Lake 
Michigan  at  another  point,  or  into  the  Grand  Calumet,  (so  called,) 
which  is  on  a  level  with  the  lake. 

2.  When  the  parties  who  now  own  the  most  of  these  lands  came 
into  the  possession  of  them,  they  knew  that  a  dam  across  the  river, 
affecting  the  said  lands  precisely  as  at  present,  had  been  sustained  for 
years  by  the  authorities  of  this  State,  and  that  it  was  essential  to  the 
navigation  of  the  Illinois  and  Michigan  canal.  They  knew  too,  or 
might  have  known,  that  said  dam  had  been  constructed,  if  not  by  the 
official,  at  least  by  the  tacit  consent  or  the  authorities  of  Indiana,  and 
certainly  without  a  protest,  or  any  intimation  of  one. 

3.  The  dam  as  constrncted  simply  carries  out  the  plan,  as  far  as 
it  goes,  of  connecting  the  Wabash  and  Erie  with  the  Illinois  and  Mich- 
igan canal,  as  originally  designed.  There  is  nothing,  however,  in  the 
laws  of  either  State,  absolutely  requiring  the  adoption  of  the  plan. 

4.  If  the  plan  of  drainage  now  insisted  upon  by  the  State  of  Indiana 
be  carried  out,  the  waters  of  the  Calumet  river  will  be  diverted  from 
our  feeder,  to  the  very  serious  injury  of  the  interests  of  the  State  of  Illi- 
nois. To  do  our  State  this  injury,  under  the  circumstances  of  the  case, 
would  seem  to  be  acting  in  bad  faith. 

To  protect  the  interests  of  Illinois  in  the  Calumet  feeder  dam,  the 
committee  have  agreed  upon  two  resolutions,  which  they  submit,  with 
the  recommendation  that  they  be  adopted.

be  further  authorized  to  institute  such  proceedings  and  take  such  steps 
as  will  secure  the  aforesaid  object. 

AndfurtheTy  resolved^  That  whatever  action  may  be  determined  upon 
by  said  trustees,  the  same  shall  be  submitted  to  the  Governor,  and  snail 
not  be  in  force  until  approved  by  him :  Provided^  That  this  limitation 
shall  not  restrict  any  powers  heretofore  conferred  on  the  trustees  by 
the  laws  of  this  State.
